That Nfatioh which we have fuppofed to he 
barbarous, becaufe its people bore the name of 
Goths, occafionaily produced men of eminent , 
virtues and great knowledge: Theodoric was of 
that defcription. In his faith he was an Arian, 
yet he never perfecuted fuch as differed from 
him in religious opinions. He was, however, 
extremely difpleafed with thofe whom he fut 
pefled of cojoiing over to his belief to gain his 
voj-.

favour, and without really believing what ttief 
profeffed to believe. One of his Officers having 
thus temporized with his fedth, he immediately 
ordered him to be beheaded, faying, ** If, Sir,

*r God, how can I expeft that you will keep it 
" with me, who am but a tnaa V^ 

Caflrodorus^ the celebrated writer^ was hU 
fecretary, and Symmachus his architect Theo-^ 
doric was extremely fond of building, and one 
day paid Symm^chas this elegant compliment^ 
tipon feeing a plan of an edifice defigned by him, 
and which met the wiflies of the Sovereign : " i 
** fee plainly, that thofe perfons afone who have 
^^ well cultivated their tafte and their under-* 
'^ flandmg, are capable of the attention and 
*' care that are requifite for becommg good 
« architefts.'^ 

The particular merit of the buildings of thofe 
tiiDies was perhaps never better defcribed than in 
the following extraft from the third edition of 
that elegant and ufeful work, " A TreatHe on 
« the Decorative Part of Civil Ardiitefture,^" 
by Sir WilHam Chambers, K. P. S.

^' and imitate with difficulty* England contains

in confirmation of what Sir William has here 
advanced, it may be urged, that when M. SoufHot 
was building the exquifite fabric of St. Genevieve 
at Paris, he had plans taken of all the diflFerent 
Gothic Cathedrals of France, in order to infure 
the conftrudion of the beautiful Dome of that 
Church by the methods made ufe of by the 
greateft mafters of that very difficult and dan- 
gerous part of the art of Architefhire. 

* The Antiquarian Society are at prcfent publiihing, 
with great elegance and accuracy, the remains of the exqui* 
fite Gothic ftru^ures which we poflefs in this country. 
They would do themfelves additional honour and their 
country farther fervice^ i£ they! would refcue from oblivion 
the remains of our antient Laws, Cuftoms, and Hiftory, by 
publifhing the old Chronicles of this kingdom, in the way 
recornVnended by the late ingenious Mr. Gibbon. .

ST. THOMAS AqyiNAS. 

This extraorcKnary perfon, like many men 
of great talents, fhewed in his early youth none 
of that livelinefs and vivacity of difpofition which 
is too often miftaken for quick parts. He was 
called by his companions " Le htzicf muet ;^^ but 
his mailer, Albert th^ Great, more capable of 
diftinguifhing, ufed to fay of hini to thofe who 
gave biiti that odious fippell^tion, , ** hes 4oSles 
" mugijfemens de ce bcsuf ntentii-oient mjour dans 
♦* rUniven.'^ 

St. Thomas poflefling an ardent mind, devoted 
it to the ftudies then in vogue, fchblaftic philo- 
fophy and theology : in the latter, indeed, he was 
-fo eminently fuccefsful, that Bucer faid of him : 
** Tolle Thomam^ efEccleftam Romamfubverterem : 
^* Take awaj^ St. Thomas, and I will effea: the 
^* downfall of the Romifh Church.'*

was of a noble family of Flotence; and, as 
Vafari thinks, rather the Reftorer than the 
Inventor of the Art of Painting in Italy. From 
his earlieft years he ufed to be continually draw- 
ing in his books and on walls; and this dif- 
pofition to paihtbg was increaf^d in him by the 
arrival of fome Greek Painters from Conflanti- 
nople, who were fent for by the Government of 
Florence. Gimabue fpent his whole time in 

feeing 
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feeing them Urork j when his father, obferving 
the very ftrongly-minded dilpofition he had to 
painting, permitted him, however it might have 
aflFefted his prejudices, to exercife that noble art^ 
which he afterwards praftifed with an honour 
and reputation th^t ever attend thofe who are 
the precurfors of eminence in others* ' 

Cimabuc's pifltures would now be deemed 
barbarous ; has manner was hard and dry ; and! 
that there might be no poffibility of miftake in 
tiie judgment of the fpeftat9r refpefldng the 
fubjeft, infcriptions were added, with fentences 
coming out of thf mouths of the perfojis repre* 
fented in themt 

He was an Architect; and, in conjunction 
with Arnalfi Lupa, fuperintended the building of 
the celebrated febric pf St. Maria di Fiori, in 
Florence j in which church he is buried^ with tWs 
quibbling Epitaph upon his tomb ;

As Cimabue was going pne day from Florence 
to Vefpignanp, he faw in the fields a {hepherd*? 
boy drawing upon a ^at fton^ wit^ a pointed onf 
the figure of a Iheep: this was Giotto, Th§ 
good-humoured and difcerning Artift aiked him 
if he Ihould like to go home with him, and lc?un 
to paint. The boy replied, " Very willingly,, if 
" his father would give him leave/' Permiffion 
being obtained froni the father^ Cimabue took 
Giotto with him \o Florence, where he foon ex- 
celled his Mafter, and became one of the founder j 
of the Florentine SchooL 

It is faid, that Pope Benedict XL defirous to 
have fpecimens of the works of the Florentine 
Painters, fent to have fi (ketch from each of them; 
and that Giotto fent him a circle made with the 
point of his pencil, and all at once, upon a piece 
of paper : hence the proverb, 

** Tu/eipiU tondo che VO di Giottqr 

No painter ever received greater praife than 

Giotto : Dante, Petrarch, and Politian, all com* 

bined to celebrate his talents in the higheft flrain 

of panegyric. He was moil afluredly the beft

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IWnter they had feen ; fo that any one A?ho teadi 
what they have faid of him, would have fuppofcd 
tiim equal to Raphael or Michael Angelo : noir, 
indeed, could mpr^ have been faid of thofe great 
Painters ; the common topics of panegyric are 
foon exhaufted. Petrarch leaves to a friend his 
pifture of the Virgin Mary painted by Giotto,

EJHANUEL CHRYSOLORAS. 

** I place/' fays Paulus Jovius, ^' the rq>re» 
^* fentation of Chryfoloras the firft among thofc 
^' of the learned Grecians, becaufe, though no* 
^' thing remains of his writing$ b^des fomc 
" rules of .grammar, hg was the firft who 
*' brought Greek learning into Europe, which he 
** eflfefted with an affiduity and a liberality be? 
« yond all praife*" He was lent by John, the 
Emperor of Conftantinople, to implore the affift-r 
ance of all the Princes of {lurope againft the 
Turks. Having fucceeded in his embafTy, he 
excited firft among the' •Venetians and the 
Florentines, and afterwards in Rome and iu 
Milan, a violent paffion for Greek learning, 
John Galeas, Duke of Milan, by ^reat rewards, 
contributed very much to the diflfufion of the 
knowledge of that language, fo that in the fchool 
of Chryfoloras many eminent fcholars were pro* 
duced, as Aretin, Francifcp Barbaro, Guarini, 
and Poggi,

Chryfoloras was prefent at the celebrate4 
Council of Conftance, where he died. Pbggi

*' Florence, fuch as Strozzi, Albici, Peruti, &€•

" increafed in wealth and in confequence at hom# 

" and abroad. Such was the felicity of the 

«' temper and difpofition of Cofmo/* adds his 

Panegyrift, " that he did not gaiii his fuperiority

DONATELLO. 

The enlhufiafm of ardent and of forcible 
minds appears madnefs to thofe who are dull and 
phlegmatic. The pleafure it infpires is the^eat- 
eft and the moft independent remimeration that 
men of genius receive for their efforts and exer-, 
tions. Donatello, the great Florentine Sculptor, 
had been long working at his ftatue of Judith j 
and, on giving the laft ftroke of the chifel to it, 
he was heard to exclaim, " Parla ! fpeak now ! 
^ I am fure you can.**

This great man, from his earliell years, exhi- 
bited that quicknefs of mind which fo much dif- 
tinguifhed his maturer age.

luting one day prcfented him ^ when he was qUitS 
a child) to an Aitlbaflador, to whom he was tall;^ 
tng of him \irith the fboiiih foiidndk of a parait^ 
^efired the Ambafladot to put foihe quefUons to 
his fon^ and to fee by his anftvers if he M9z& not a 
boy of parts* The Ambaflkdor did as he was 
defired, and was foon convinced of the ttuth of 
what Cofmo had told him ; but added, « This 
** child, as he grows up, will moft probably 
^^ become ftiipid $ fc^ it has in general been ob^ 
^ ifcfved, that thofc who, when young, are very 
*' fprightly and clever, hardly ever increafe in 
** talents as they grow olden** Young Lorenzo^ 
hearing this, crept gently td the ArnbaflTador^ 
and looking him archly in the face, faid to him^ 
** I am certain, that when you were youngs you 
•* were a boy of very great genius*'* 

Lorenzo being alked, Who were the greatell 
fools in the world ? replied, " Thofe, furely, who 
** put themfelves in a paffion with fools*** 

The Hiftory of the Life and Times of this great 
Man has been lately written by Mfi Roscoe, in 
fo elegant a ftyle, and with fuch knowledge of 
the ftate of Literature and of the Arts at that 
period, that every perfon of tafte muft wifli 
him to proceed with the Life of his Son Leo X* 
under whofe Pontificate they reached p^feftion^.

This Hluftrious Morentine^ Father to Gio« 
vanni de Medici, afterwards Pope Leo X^ wrote 
him a Letter of advice on his exaltation to the 
Purple, at the age of fifteen years, which has 
been thus tranilated by Mr. Rofcoe, in his Life of 
Lorenzo : 

LORENZO DE MEBlCI, 
TO GIOVANNI DE MEDICI, CAHDINAL. 

** You, and all of us who are interefted in your 
^* welfare, ought to cfteem ourfelves highly fit* 
^' voured by Providence, not only for the many 
" honours and benefit$ beftowed on our Houfe, 
*• but more particularly for having conferred 
" upon us, in your perfon, the greateft dignity 
" we have ever enjoyed. This favour, in itfelf 
" fo unportant, is rendered ftill more fo by the 
^^ circumftances with which it is accompanied, 
" and efpecially by the confideration of your 
«' youth, and of our fituation in the world* 
<^ The fii-ft thing that I would therefore fugged 
" to you is, that you ought to be grateful to 
'^ God, and continually to recoiled that it is not 
*' through your merits^ your prudence, or your 
«< foUdtude, that this event has taken place, but 
^* through his favour, which you can only repay 
« by a pious, chafte> and exemplary life j and 
*' diat your obligadblis to the performance of 
*' thdJ^duties are fo much the greater, as in yout 

** early 
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«* early years you have ^vfcn feme ^eaTon^tfe 
•* cxpeftation that your riper age may product 
" fuch fruits* It wduld indeed be highly diA 
" graceful, and as oontraty to your duty as td 
« my hopcs^ if, at a time wheii others difplay a 
*^ greater Ihare of reafon, and adopt 1 bfettfet 
*• mode of life, you fliould forget the precepts 
•* of your youth, and forfake the path in which 
** you have hitherto trodden-^ Endeavour there- 
" fore to alleviate the burden of your early dig- 
" nity, by the regularity of your life, and by 
** yojur perfeverance in thofe ftudies which are 
" fuitable to your profeffion. It gave me great 
" fetisfaftion to learn, that, in the courfe of thd 
^^ paft year, you had frequently, of your own ac- 
" cord, gone to communion and confeffion ; nor 
" do I conceive that there is any better way of 
*^ obtaining the favour of Heaven, than by habi- 
*' tuating yourfelf to a performance of thefe and 
*^ fimilar duties. This appears to me to be the 
** moft fuitable and ufefiil advice which, in the 
« firft inftance, I can poffibly^ive you. 

" I well know, that as you are now to refide 
" at Roipe, that fink of all iniquity, the difficulty 
** of conducing yourfelf by thefe admonitions 
" will be increafed. The influence of example 
«' is itfelf prevalent ; but you will probably meet 
" with thofe who will particularly endeavour to 
«* corrupt and incite you to vice j becaufe, as 

,**. you

^ you may yourfelf perceive, your early attain- 
'* ment to fo gteat a dignity is not obfervcd with- 
" out envy, and thofe who could not prevent 
" your receiving that honour will fecretly en- 
^ deavour to diniinifh it, by indudng you id 
^^ forfeit the good eftimation of the public; 
*' thereby precipitating you into that gulf intd 
'* which they have themfelves fallen j in which 
" attempt the confideration of your youth will 
•' give them a confidence of fuccefs. To thefe 
*' (Kfficulties you ought to oppofe yourfelf with 
** the greater finnnefs, as there is at prefent lefS 
*^ virtue amongft your brethren of the College. 
*' I acfaiowledge indeed that fevetai of them are 
'^ good and learned men, whofe lives are exem- 
** plary, and whom I would recommend to you 
«« as patterns of your conduft. By emulating 
** them you will be fo much the more known 
^* and efteemed, in proportion as your age^ and 
** the peculiarity of your fituation, will diftin-- 
*' guiih you from your colleagues. Avoid how- 
** ever, as you would Scylla or Charibdis, the 
^y imputadcA of hypocrify ; guard againft all 
*' oftentation, either in your eondud or your 
« difcourfe ; affcft not aufterity, nor even ap- 
«^ pear too ferious. This advice you wiH, I hope, 
*^ in thne underibmd and praAife better than I 
** can exprefs it*

*^ trance into public life, is to deliberate every 
^^ evening on what you have to perform the fbl- 
<^ lowing day, that yeu mayjiot b^ unprepared for 
whatever may happen. With refpeft to your 
^>eafcing in the Confiftory, it will be moft be» 
coming for you at prefent to refer the matters 
*' in debate to the judgment of his Holinefs, aj- 
^* l^ging as a reafon your own youth and me^^- 
perieppg, Yow will prob;^bly be d^fired to in* 
^* tercede for the favours of the Pope on particu* 
*^ lar occafions. Be cautious, however, that you 
*' trouble him not too often ; for his temper 
" lejids hjm to be moft lib^al to tjiofc who 
/* weary him leaft with their fplicitations. This 
*' you niuft pbHerve, left you fhould give him 
*^ offence, remembering aUb at tirngs to converf- 
^< with him on more agreeable topics ; and if yo\> , 
** IhouW be obliged to requeft fome kindnefs 
<* from him, let it be done with that modefty and 
*^ humility which are fo pleafing to his difppfitionf

*^ What a curious fight," fays Voltaire, ^^ and 
*' how contrary to the manners of our times, it 
*' is to fee the fame perfon with one hand fell 
'«« the commodities of the Levant, and with the 
«^ other fupport the burden of a State, maintain- 
*^ ing Faftors and receiving Ambaffadors, making 
«' war and peace, oppofing the Pope, and giving 
'^ his advice and'mediatton to the Princes of his 
" time, cultivating and encouraging learning, 
*' exhibiting fhows to the people, and giving an 
*' afylum to the leawied Greeks that fled from 
*' Conftantinople. ' Such was Lorenzo de Medi- 
^' cis ; and when to thefe particular diftin£Sons 
^' the glorious names of the Father of Letters, 
'" the Father of hfs Country, and the Mediator 
^' of Italy, are appended, who feems more en- 
^'^ titled to the notice and admiration of pofterity 
**^ than this illuftrious Citizen of Florence ?** 

*^ Lorenzo deMedicis," fays Machiavel, "feems 
^* to have be^n the peculiar favourite of Heaven. 
" Every thing that he undertook was attended 
" with fuccefs, while the defigns of his enemies 
*' againft him were as conftantly fruftrated. He 
" yras keen and eloquent in debate, circumfpefl 
^' in takmg his refolutions, but bold and expedi- 
" tious in executing them. He was paffionately 
" fond of poetry*, of mufic, and of architec- 

♦ He wrote « Poefic (B lscrm%o£ MaXfi,'* Venice 1554, 

« ture* 
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*' tare. To encourage and affift the youth of 

^* Florence in their ftudies, he founded an Uni- 

•* vcrfity at Fife, and gave ftipends to the moft 

" learned men that could be found in Italy, to 

*' come and read ledures to them. He (hewed 

•* great fevour to thofe who excelled in any art, 

<« was a very liberal patron of learned men, of 

^' which his kindnefs to Agnoli da Montipulchi* 

** ero, Chriftopher Londini, and Demetrius the 

** Greek, are ftriking examples. He likewife fent 

*' the celebrated fcholar John Lafcaris into 

*« Greece, to purchafe manufcripts, ^^nd contri- 

^^ buted to embellifh the t^e and the language of 

'* his country by models of every kind taken from 

*^ that polite and elegant people. IBs good 

** fortune,*' continues Machi^vel, " added to his 

** prudence, mimificence, ^d other noble qua* 

«* lities, procured him not only the efteem and 

*^ admiration "of all the Princes of Italy, but of 

/^ many Sovereigns in diftant parts of the world, 

** who had heard of his virtues an4 his various 

** accomplilhments, Matthias King of Hungary 

" gave him many honourable teftimonies of his 

*^ affeftion. The Sultan of Egypt fent Ambaf^ 

^^ fadors to him with rich prefents, and the 

^^ Grand Signior delivered up Bondini to him, 

<^ who was one of the principal agents in the 

^f pflaffination of his brother Julian, and who had 

^^ taken refuge in his dominions, fie procured

f* the dignity of Cardinal for his young«^ foq 
** Giovanni at the age of thirte^ (wbo^ftcrwarda 
f* became Pope under the name of I^ X.},'* 

Lorenzo, according to Machiavel, was not 
exempt from foibles and infirmities. Hewas^very 
fond of pleafure, and took too much delight in 
the converfation of men pf wit and of iatirifts ; 
he even at times defcended to fuch puerile recrc* 
ations as feemed inconfiftent with his wifdom and 
dignity ; fo that if the yifual gravity of his life be 
compared with the levities of which he was fome* 
times guilty, he appeared to be compofed of two 
different perfons, united by sm almoft impoffibte 
conjjundipn. 

Loreiizo had fome dilutes with the State of 
Venice. Ambaffadors were fent to him from 
that Republic to tell him, aniongft other things, 
that they were prepared againft any attack of his, 
and tjiat they had not been afleep. " No,*' he 
replied, " I'believe I have prevented their fleeping. 
^* Pray," faid he, " of what colour is my 
« hair ?*'—'« White."—" It vail nc(t be long, 
" then," faid Lorenzp, " before ^e hair of 
** your fenators will become whiite too."

This great Statefman, on^finding himfelf dyings 

fent for his fen Pietro, yrho was to fucceed bii9 

in 
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in his eftates and' his dignity, and thus ad* 
drefied isaxt ♦^ I doubt not. Son, that you wiB 
" hereafter poflefs the fame weijght and authority 
*' in the Sute which I have hitherto enjoyed; 
**^ bat as thd Rq)ublic, although it forms but one 
** body, has many heads, you muft not ezped: 
*« that it will be poffible for you, on all occafions, 
^* fo to conduft yourfelf as to obtain the appro- 
** bation of every individual. Remember there- 
** fore, in every fituation, to purfue that <:ourfc 
♦* of conduft ^^Wch^ftriift integrity prefcribe%

Lorenzo died at the age of forty-four, in April 
1492, *' No man," fays Machiavel, " ever died 
^ -in Florence, or in the whole extent of Italy, 
** with a higher reputation, or more lamented by 
^^ his country. Not only Ws fellow-citizens, but 
*' all the Princes in Italy, were fo fenfibly affeSed 
*' by his death, that there was not one of them 
^* who did notftnd AmbafTadors to Florence, to 
f* teftily their grief, and to condole with the 

"Republic 
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" Republic upon fo great a lofs. That they had 
<* juft reafons for thefe demonftrations of fotrow, 
^^ was foon afterwards fully manifefted by the 
^* events that followed it j for immediately after 
^« his deceafe, fuch fparks of difcord began to re-f 
•' kindle as Ihortly after broke out into a flame, 
<* which has preyed upon the vitals of Italy ever 
** fince, and is not yet extinguiihed.** 



JOHN LASCARIS. 



** This great fcholar, and early reftorer of 
*' Greek leaning in Italy," lays Paulus Jovius, 
/^ was the moil noble in birth, as well as the moil 
" profoundinlearning, of allthe Greeks that took 
•* refuge in Italy after the taking of Conftanti-i 
*^ nople. He was tutor to Giovanni de Medicis, 
*' fon of the celebrated Lorenzo of that name, 
" and publilhed the firfl Greek grammar that 
*^ was ever printed in Europe. Its date is that 
*^ of Milan, 1476, and it is written in Greek.'* 
A copy of this early 'edition was fold a few years 
ago in London for thirty^feven pounds. 

Lafcaris made his own epitaph in Greek. It 
was thus tranflaied into Lacin by Magoranus :

In a ftnmge land here Lafcaiis remains^

But fadly he deplores, that^ ftill a flave^ 
His country to the Greeks denies a grave*

When, according to Mackiard, thid celo^ 
brated demagogue of the city of Florence came 
to fuffer death in the face of that very populace 
which had been ufed to worfliip him with a de- 
gree of idolatry, he burft into loud complamts 
againft the cruelty of his deftiny, and the 
wickednefs of thofe citizens who had forced him 
to court and care& the multitude, in whom he 
found neither honour nor gradtude j and feeing 
Benedetto Alberti, an old party friend of his, at 
the head of the guards which furrounded the 
fcaflTold, he. turned towards him and exclaimed, 
« Can you too, Benedetto, ftand tamely by and 
<' fee me murdered in this vtle manner t I aiTure 

" you. 
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<^ you, if you were in toy fituation, attd myfetf in 
" yours, I would not permit you to be fb treated^ 
*' But remember what I now tell you, this is the 
** laft day of my misfortunes, but it will be the 
** firft of yours/* 



POPE ALEXANDER THE SIXTH. 
[1492— 1503.] 

In paffing through the Romagna with Ms 
hopeful fon Cafar , Borgi^, after a contefted 
cleflion for the Popedom, in which at laft he 
was fuccefsful, he obferved the inhabitants of 
feme petty town very bufy in taking dawn the 
ftatue of his competitor from a pedeftal, and 
putting it upon a gallows, which they had erefted 
for the purpofe on the fpur of the occaiion. 
very near it. Turning to Caefar he faid very 
coolly, " Vidiy mi jili^ quantum dijlat inter 
^ Jtatuam fcf. patibultm f—0\>itt\tj my fon, 
^^ how fmall the tranfition is from a ftatue to a 
<• gallows!" 

Alexander, having procured his high fituation 
by bribing the Conclave, was by no means fcru- 
pulous in felling the honours and privileges 

annexed 
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annexed to it. .Tiii$ gave rife. txD the folloimg 
lines: 

Vendit Alexander Claws, Aliarlay Ccelum : 
Vender e jure pot eft ^ emerat tile prius. 

Our Pope fells Altars, Keys, nay, Heaven and Hell : 
What he has bought, moft furely he may fell. 

Pope Alexander, faid Luther, was a Moran^ 
that is, a baptized Jew. Julius, who fuccecded 
him, caufed all the gates, the doors, and the 
wiMows, on which his arms were engraved, to 
be broken down. Luther repeated this epitaph 
made upon the Pope's miftrefs, Lucretia : 

Condftur hoc tumuh Lucretia nomine. Sed re 
Thais, Pentificisjiliafpmfa nurus. 

The &fference between the policy of Alexander 
and of his fon Csefar Borgia, according to Bodm, 
v^zsy that the firft did nothing that he Ikid^ and 
the other faid nothing that he did.

Twelfth of France having oc^ion Sar tbe fer^ 
vices of his father Alexander VI. made him 
Duke of Valentinois; Borgia, who (hould have 
perifhed on a fcaffold, died at laft of a wound 
which he received in a ikirniifh near Fampeluna* 
His device was ^^Aut Ca/ar aia nihil/* The 
following diflich t(ras made upon him : 

Borgia Cjesar eratyfa^is (sf nomine, Cjisar : 
<< Aut Nihil out Cjesar** Jixk, utrumquefi^* 

Borgia, whilft wild ambition's fever flam'd^ 
V Caefar, or nothing, let mc be,'* exclaimed. 
What truth infpir'd the unfufpe£king Princci 
Too well, ala^^! his life and deadi eidnoe. 

Borgia was made a Cardinal, and Archbifhop 
of Valentia in Spain, by his father, at the age of 
eighteen. He was, however, difpenfed from his 
holy orders, on marrying the rich beirefs of the 
Houfe of Albret. On his death*bed Caefar 
Borgia faid, " I had provided in the courfe of 
*« my life for every thing except for de*th ; and 
<« now, alas ! I am to die, though completely 
*^ unprepared for it.** 
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POPjS JULIUS THE SECOND. 

This Pope patr(HUzed msnt of learning, and 
encouraged ardfts of eminence. He ufed to lay, 
*' Learning is filver to plebeians, gold to the 
*^ nobility, and a diamond to princes.*' To this 
Pope the world is indebted for that wonder of 
architefture, St. Peter's church at Rome. The 
vanity oi Julius had prompted him to order 
Michael Angelo to give him a defign for his tomb, 
which that great artift made upon fo grand a fcale, 
that the choir of old St. Peter's (a moft miferable 
£ibric) could not contain it. " Well, then,'* 
replied the Pope, " enlarge the choir."—" Aye, 
<^ Holy Father, but we muft then build a new 
'^ church, to keep up the due proportion between 
** die different parts of the edifice." — ^^ That we 
•* will do then," replied the Pope : and to carry 
6n the cdnftruftion of the febric, gave orders for 
the fale of Indulgences, which in his fucceflbr's 
time undermined the whole fabric of papal au« 
thority. 

Some of the figures mtended for the Pope^ 
Maufoleum remain ; the famous figure of Mofes 

6 fitting. 
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fitting, in St. Fietro del Vinculi at Rome, and 
two or three of the Slaves at the Hotel de 
Richelieu at Paris, from which cafts have been 
fince made. The original defign of the tomb is 
engraved in Vafari ; it has much of (lately Gothic 
grandeur in it, and Was to have been decorated 
with thirty-two whole-length figures of ^Prophet« 
and Apoftles. 

Julius was accufed by his contemporaries at 
, being a drunkard and a fwearer; indeed, he 
never appeared to fo much advantage as at the 
head of an army. When Michael Angelo alked 
him whether he ihould put a fword or a book in 
the hand of the coloflal ftatue that he made of 
him for the great fquare of Bologna* ; " Put a 
^ fword,'' faid the Pope ; *' you know I am no 
^ fcholar.'* Yet Julius thought the attitude erf 
this ftatue rather too fevere, and faid, " Michael 
** Angelo, my ftatue rather appears to curie than 
•' to blefs the good people of Bologna.'*— 
« Holy Father," replied the arrift, " as they 
*< have not always been the moft obedient of. 
^< your fubje&s, it vrill teach them to be afraid 
« of you, and to behave better in future." 

* This ftatue, which was faid to be one of Michael 
Angelo's greateft works, was defbiojed b^ the popi^aoc of 
Babgoa oa the death of Juliusw 

The 
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TThe piftures of this Pope teprefent him as a 
toian of natuftilly a vdry ftem afpeft, which did 
hot require the additionai^^^r/^ and feverity that 
MiGhaei^ Angeio's coloffal ftatuc moft probably 
gave to him* 

Julius was the firft Prince of his time in Europe 
Who let his beard grow, to iiifpire refped for his 
perfbil. In this he was foon followed by Francis 
the Firft, aiid the other Sovereigns of that age. 

He appeared publicly iii a military drefsj 
while the people were making a procefSon to 
implore the bleffing of peace ; and his having 
tarried on the fiege of Mirandola in perfon oc- 
cafioned'the following lines t 

Acci'n^us ghdidy claves in Tibridis amneni 
Projicity etfavus, tali a verba refert : 

^um Petri nihil efficiant ad pr alia claves^ 
Auxilio Pauli forfttan enjis erii. 

Girt with a fword, the PontiiF hurls the keys 
In Tiber's ftreanl, and utters words like thefe : 
Since Peter's keys in war*s dire conflidls fail, 
Paul's fword, more efficacious, may prevail* 

Julius's hati-ed to the French was fo pe^U that 
hegav^ orders for killing all the' perfon^ of that 
nation who fhould be found 'in his dominions ) 
and rewarded a Poet very handfomely, who pre-

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fented him with this diftich^ as he was going to^ 
engage the troops of that country :

The pleafure that accompanied thef perufal of 
this diftich was perhaps leffened by the following^ 
which was left upon hig table :

Whilfl Julius^ Geneva's fpawn> and Homers difgracc# 
With wars perpetual fliakes th^ Italian race, 
Kind Gaul^ to remedy thefe horrid woes. 
In her own time a Brutus xr&ay difclofe* 

The Germans having requefted petmiffion of 
this Pdntiff to eat meat on the day of St. Martin^ 
he granted it tcrthem on condition that they fhould 
drink no wine on that day. This was equivalent 
o a refiifal, as they thought there was perhaps 
more indulgence loft than granted by his per- 
miflioriw 

Acccxrdi^g to Luther, Julius was a veiy good 
General, and a moft» excellent temporal fovereiga 
of Rome j aWnof great partSj and of an ex- 
cellent underftandic^. He waged wsur againQ; 
9 the 
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fciie Eitipei'br, the King of France, and the Ve-i 
hetian^ ; but when he uzlderftood that his army 
^p^rag defeated by Louis the Twelfth of Franccj I 
before Ratenna» he blafphemoully e&laimed^ « 
looking up to Hea^en,"^ Art thou then, in the , 
*« name of a thoufaad Devils^ on the fide of the : 
^' French ? and is it thus thou doft defend and ^ 
'♦ protect thy Church ?" Then, turning his fkee \ 
toward the ground, he exclaimed, " Holy Swift^ \ 
" pray fot m !** and fent . the Cardinal o^ , 
Saltzburgh to Maximilian the Emperor for aid • ; 
tod aflifbnce. " And although/' adds Luther, ^ ; 
*' he was in excellent Commander, poflelTed ^ j 
'/ great w^aldi, and had built many fortrefles, . 
*< he was fadly alraid of the Cardinals and of 
« the Romans/* 

Julius took fb much care that the ftreets of 
Rome fliould be kept clean, that there was no 
plague or pellijence in that city during his pon- 
tificate. He was Very diligent in worldly buJ^ 
finefs i rofe every morning at two o^clock^ and 
difpatdi^d bufinefs till five or fix; mfterwai-ds, 
he gave up the reft of the day to the thanagement 
of military matters, his buildings, coining of 
money, &c. Tit is faid, that he kept by him . 
in ready coin a treafure of on& hundred and fix 
tons of gold. 

D 2 Julius 
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Julius aimed at the Empire itfelf, and tvas con- 
tinually haraffing Louis the Twelfth of France; 
fo that that Monarch wrote to his univerfities in 
France, requiring them by their public writings 
.to check the infufFerable pride of Julius. " If,'* 
faid Luther, " I had been at Paris at that time, 
'* I fhould have been nobly entertained there. 
*' But I was then too young to tak« any part 
•' againft the Pope ; neither was it the will of God 
" that I fhould then write againft him, fo that 
" the world might not imagine that he was hurled 
f ^ from his throne by the power of the King of 
^" France, but only by the word of God. For 
^^^when God fpeaketh his word, and faith, 
" Jerufalem fall ! Rome be deftroyed, and lie in 
*' the duft ! King become a captive ! Sir Pope 
<' come down from your Throne ! all this is ac- 
j " compliflied immediately. So God confounded 
' " the mighty Popedom, which reared its head 
'JS- above them all." 

Colhquia Men/alia Lutheri^ 

. The Italians ufe to fay of Julius, that no Pope 
fmce the time of St. Peter had ever fo much 
authority as he had ; yet God hath deftroyed the 
dominion of them all, and it is reduced to 
;powder# 
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. This great man, from his infancy, fhewed 
a ftrong inclination for painting, and made fo 
rapid a progrefs in it, that he is faid to have 
been able at the age of fourteen to correft the 
drawings of his mafler Dominico GriUandai^ 
When he was an old man, one of thefe drawings 
being fhewn to him, he modeftly faid, " In my 
** youth I was a better Artift than I am now.'* 

His quicknefs of eye was wonderful. He ufed 
to fay, that a Sculptor fliould carry his compafs 
in his eye. " The hands, indeed," Csud he, 
«« do the work, but the eye judges,'* 

Of this power of eye he was fo certain, that 
having once ordered a block of marble to be 
brought to him, he told the ftone-cuttcr to cut 
away fome particular parts of the marble, and to 
polifli others. Very foon an es;quifitely fine figure 
ftarts out from the block. The ftone^cutter, 
furprifed, beheld it with admiration. " Well, 
** my friend," fays Michael Angelo, ** what do 
** you think of it now ?" — " I hardly know what 
** to think of it," anfwered the aftoniflied me- 
cljanic i " it is a very fine figure, to be fure. I 
©3 " havQ 
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*^ have infinite obligationg to you. Sir, for thui 
** making me difcover in myfelf a talent which I 
" never knew I poffeffed." 

Angelo, full of the great and fublime ideas of 
his art, lived very much alone, and never fuffered 
$ day to pafs without handling his chifel or his 
pencil, When fome perfon reproached him with 
pving fo melancholy and folitary a life, he faid, 
** Art is a jealous thing ; it requires the whole 
^' and entire man/* 

Michael was in love with the celebrated Mar^ 
Chionefs of Pefcaya, yet he never fufFered his 
pleafures to interfere materially with his more 
ienous purfuits. 

On being a(ked why he did not marry, as he 
might then have children, to whom he might 
leave his great works in art, he faid, ^* My art 
^* is my wife, and gives me all the trouble that 
^•^ a married life could do. My works will be 
*' my childreii. Who would ever hear of Ghi* 
<* berti, if he had not made the ga^tes of the 
** Baptiftery of Sr, John ? His children . hay? 
f' diflip^ted his fortune j his gates remain." 

On being one day afked, what he thought of 
Crhiberti^s gates } " They jtre fq beautiful," replied 

Angelo^ 
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Angelo, ^ that they might ferve as the gates of 
« P^radife/* 

He went one day whh Vafari to fee Titian at 
work at the palace of the Belvidere at Rome, who 
had then his pifture of Danae on his eafeK 
When they returned, Angelo faid to Vafari, ^< I 
" much approve of Titian's colouring, and his 
^^ manner 'of work; but what a pity it is, that 
•^ m the Venetian School they do not learn to 
^^ draw correftly, and that they have not a better 
" tafte of ftudy ! If Titian's talents had been 
*^ feconded by a knowledge of art and of draw- 
" ing, it would have been impoffible for any one 
" to have done more or better. He pofleffes a 
^* great Ihare of genius, and a grand and lively 
'* manner ; but nothing is more certain thatt 
** this, that the Painter, who is not profound in 
*' drawing, and has not very diligently ftudied 
" the chofen works of the Antients and of the 
" Moderns, can never do any thing well of 
*' himfelf, nor make a proper ufe of what he 
** does after Nature j becaufe he cannot apply to 
*' it that grace, that petfeftion of art, which is 
** not found in the common order of Nature, 
♦* where we generally fee fome parts which are 
^' »ot beautiful" 

D 4 Michael 
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Michael Angelo faid one day to his Biogra« 
pher Giorgio Vafari, " Giorgio, thank God that 
<^ Duke Cofmd has reared thee to be the fervant 
" of his whims, h!s architeft and painter ; whiifl 
*' many of thofe whofe lives thou, haft written, 
" are doomed to pine in obfcurity for want of 
^^ fimilar opportunities." 

Angelo being one day afkcd, vbether the copy 
of the Laocoon, by Bacio BandinelU, th^ cele* 
brated fculptor of Florence, was equal to the 
joriginal, coolly replied, " He who fubmjts to 
*♦ follow is not made to go beforct" He faid, 
too, on a fimilar occafion, ** The nian who 
** cannot do well from himfelf, can never make a 
^* good ufe of what othera have done before him." 
JTe ufed to fay, ** that oil p?unting was ^ art fit 
<^ for women only, or for the rich ^nd idle y\ 
yet he acknowledged that Titian was th§ pply 
painter, 

On being advifed by fome of his friends tq 
take notice of the infolence of fome obfcure; 
jirtift who wiflipd to attraft notice by declaring 
himfelf his rival, he magnanimoufly replied, 
^* He who contefts with the naean, gains nq 
^' viftory over any one,

Being 
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B^g once told of an artift who psunted with 
his fingers : ^^ Why does not the blockhead make 
•^ ufe of his pencils ?'* was his reply. 

When this great artift firft faw the Pantheon at 
Rome, " I will ereft fuch a building," faid he, 
" but I will hang it up in the dr." With what 
truth he fpoke this, the dome of St. Peter's will 
evince, but which, unhappily for him, was not 
executed while he was living, and to which his 
original defign was to append a moft magnificent 
portico. 

Michael Angelo is faid to have been fo con* 
fummate a mafter of the art of fculptiire, that he 
^ould make a whole-length ftatue without fetting 
his points, like all other ilatyaries. Vigenerea 
thus prefaces his account of .Michael Angelo*g 
very forcible juid aftive manner of working. ia 
piarble ; 

** That Sculpture is a more difficult and dan- 
^* g^rous art than Painting, appears amongfl 
" other reafons by the bufls of Michael Angelo, 
^* the mofl accorriplifhed of all the modems^ 
♦* both in one and in the other ; for though he 
** excelled in both equally, and though he equally 
^' divided his time amongft them, he has for one 
^^ ftatue; of marble made a hundred figures in 

^'^ paintingi 
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^^ painting, and well coloured them, as may be 
" feen in the Laft Judgment* of the Chapel of 
^^ Sixtus at Rome^ where St, Feter and Ae 
•* Prophets that are in the ceiling, larger than 
*^ the life, are more efteemed by the good mafters 
" in art than the Judgment itfelf, which is with*- 
^' out relief. The marble belides gives more 
" trouble (than clay or wood, and fuch fort of 
*' tender matters, and more eafy to work) becauie 
" of its mafs, that weighs fcveral pounds, and 
'* the point of the tool, that muft be iharpened 
*' inceffantly at the forge : alfo the artifice and 
** the dexterity there is in knowing the grain of 
^ the marble, and in what direQion it fhould be 
** taken^ In this refpeft I have feen this divine 
'f trfd man, at the age of fixty, chip oflF more 
^ (cales from a hard piece of marble in Icfsf 
^ than a quarter of an hour, than three young 
*• ftone-cutters could do in three or four hours j 
** a thing impoffible to be conceived^ unlefe 
*« by one who had feen it. He worked with 
•« fo much fury and impetuofity, that I really 
«* thought he would have broken the block 
** of marble to pieceg ; knocking off at one 
^« ftroke great pieces of marble of thr^e or 
^' four fingers thick, fo near the points that he 
^* 'had fixed, that if he had paffed ever fo little 
*< over them, he would have been in danger of 
ff riiining his work, becaufe that cannot be 

<^ replaced 
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^ replaced in ftone^ a$ it may in ftucco dii4 
w fnclayV* 

The objeaioM that fome perfons have mada 
to Michael Angdo's an^ety to do better than 
well in his art, feem to have nearly the fame 
wdght as thofe which a cafuift might make to the 
afpirations of a virtuous man after a greater de* 
gree of virtue. A great artift, no more than a 
man of great virtue, is ever fatisfied with the de* 
gree of. merit which he poiTefles, He is always 
the laft to be pleafed with himfelf, as knowing 
how much farther he both could and ought to 
proceed. It is to the wifli of producing fom^ 
thing fuperior to the Good, that we are indebted 
for the Excellent of every kind. Were cold and 
pedantic critics to prefcribe to men of genius, 
^' So far fhall ye go and no farther," and were 
it poflible that men of genius could comply with 
their rules, w^ fliould fopn become antient 
{Egyptians in art, and modem Chinefe in po« 
lirics. Every fource of invention and of novelty 
would be flopped up j the Dome of St. Peter's, 
and The Spirit of Laws of Montefquieu, would 
not have exifted. One of the greateft tefts, per»

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baps, of Michael Angelo's excdlence m his art 
is, that RaphaeF himfelf deigned to- cQpy.Jiim ; 
and th^t on feeing the piftures in the Chapel of 
5ixtus, by Michael A5^gelo, he changed his ftyle. 
Quintilian»in.def(:.ribing the Difcobplos of Myron, 
appears with, great truth and.exaftnefs to cha* 
Taflterife the works of-Michael Angelo : 

«* C^id tarn diftortxim & elaboratum quern eft 
** ille ' Difcobolos Myrohis? Si quis tamen ut 
*• parini reftum improbet opus, nonne ab Intel- 
•' le^u artis ?ibfuerit in qua vel praecipu^'^lauda-i

«• quidem gratiam & deledtationem adfenint 
•* figuree quaeque in fenfibus quxque in verbis 
** funt. Mutant enlm aliquid a redo atque

Michael Angelo was extremely difintereftcd. 
For his immortal defign of the Church of St. 
ipeter at Rome, he received only twenty-five 
Roman crowns ; and it was finiflied in a fortnight. 
San Gallo had , been many years about his 
wretched models, and had received four thou- 
fand crowns for them. This being told to 
Angela, '' I work,*' faid he,' " for God, ^d 
<* defire no other recompence/* 

IBs 
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His difintereftednefs, however, did not make 
him negleft the honour of his art j which he would 
not facrifice even to his friends,— Signior Doni, 
who was an intimate friend of Michael Angelo, 
defired to have a pifturc painted by him. An- 
gelo painted a pidure fdr him, and feht it to him, 
with a receipt for feventy crowns. Doni returned 
him word, that he thought forty crowns were 
• fulBcient for the pifture. Angelo gave him to un. 
derftand, that he now alked one hundred crowns* 
Doni informed him, that he would now give him 
the feventy crowns. Angelo fent him for anfwer, 
that he muft either retdrn him the pifture, or 
fend him one hundred and forty crowns. Doni 
kept the pifture, and paid the money. 

While he was employed by Pope Julius the 
Second on his Maufoleum, he had twice re- 
quefted to fee his Holinefs without fuccefs. He 
told the Chamberlain on the fecond ' refufal, 
** When his Holinefs alks to fee me, tell him 
*« that I am not to be met with." Soon after- 
wards he fet out for Florence: the Pope dif- 
patched meffenger after meffenger to him ; and at 
laft he returned to Rome, when Julius very 
readily forgave him, and would never permit any 
of his enemies or detraftors to fay any thing 
againft him in his prefence. 

Some 
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Some of his Hvals, wifhing to put him iipdil 
mi undertaking for which they thought him ail 
qualified;^ recoitimended it to Julius the Second 
to engage him to paint the S^fUne CbapeL Thisr 
he effected with fuch fuccefs, that it was no lefs 
the envy of his contemporaries than it is the ad^ 
miration of the prefent times ; and the greai 
ftyle in which it is painted ilruck Raphael fo 
forcibly^ that he changed ^his manner of paints 
ingy and Jbnned himfelf upon this gtand and 
fublime model of art. When it was fini&edi 
the Pope^ unconfcious perhapsr of the native 
dignity ofiimplicity, told him, that the Chapel 
appeared cold and mean^ and that there wanted 
fome brilliancy of colouring and ibme gilding 
to be added to it, " Holy Father," replied the 
Axti&y " fbrnaerlyj Men did not drefe as they 
?*' do now^ in gold and iilver : thofe perfonages 
*' whom I have reprefented in my jwiaures 
J" in the Chapel wca-e Qot petifons of wealth, 
aij)ut Saints, who defpifed pomp and riches.'* 

Under the pApacy of Julius the Third, the! 
fusion of his rival San Gallo gave him fome 
trouble re^eSing the building of St* Peter's, and 
went fa far as to prevail upon that Pope to appoint 
H Committee to examine the fabric* Julius told 
him, that a particular part of the Church was 

dark. 
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dark, " Who told you that, Koly Father .^ 
lepiiod die Artift. « I did/' faid Cardinal Mar- 
cello. ^ Your Eminence Cbould confider, then/* 
faid Angdo, *^ that befides the window ther^ h 
^ at prefianit, I intend to have three more on the 
^ ceilmg of the Church/'—** You did not tdl 
•* us fo,'' replied the Cardinal. " No, indeed^ 
^* I did not. Sir/' anfwered the Artift; " I 
^ am not obliged to do it ; and I would never 
*^ confent to be obliged to tell your Eminence^ ^ 
" or any perSbn wharibcver , may thing coiicem<> 
^' ing it. Your bufinefs is to take care thai 
** money is plenty at Rome ; that there are no 
« thieves there ; to let me alone ; and to permit 
^^ BK to go on with my plan as I pleafe." 

Angelo worked by night at his fculpture with 
It hat on his head, said a candle in it ; this faved 
his eyes, and threw the light properly upon the 
figure. He never defired to fliew a work of his 
to any one until it was finiflied :-s-On Vafari'si 
coming in one eyeaing to him to fee an unfini{h«> 
ed figure, Midiad Angek) put out the candle, as 
if by .accident, and Vafari ^oft his errandw 

This great Artift was es:£remefy frugal, tem- 
perate, and laborious, and fo petievedng in his 
work, that he ufed occ^fionally at night to throw 
lumfetf tipon his bed without taking oflfhis clothes. 

To 
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To youhg men of talents and of diligence he twis 
extremely attentive; and while he was fuper^ 
intending the conftruftion of the Church of 
St* Petei* at Rome, in a vety advanced period of 
his life, he Would, fitting on his mule, correal 
their drawings. To his fervants aiid inferiors 
he was very kind :— -To one of them who had 
loxig waited on him with afliduity, and whp was 
taken dangeroufly ill as foon as he had beeii 
enabled to do fomething for him, he faid, *^ Alas ! 
« poor fellow, how hard it is ! You die, tiow, 
*^ when I am able to give you fomething/* 

He poffefled in a peculiar manner that enthil- 
fiafm of his art, without which nothing great 
can ever be produced* He faid that Painting 
Ihould be praftifed only by Gentlemen, and 
would not receive as pupils any young perfoiis 
who were not either nobly bom, or had been 
liberally educated. 

Michael Angelo was a Painter, a Statuary, and 
an Archited, and in each of tbefe arts aimed aJL^^' 
ways at the grand and the fublime. He 1104 ft- 
defign of executing a coloffal ftatue of Neptune 
in the marble quarries of Mafla Carara, tbtt 
ihould front xhe Mediterranean fea, and be few 
from the vefieis that were paiSng u a-gr^t 
diftance. ,- •- 
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\ : . . . 

Dante was the favourite poet of Michael Angelp, 
and he appears to have transfufed into his works 
many of that writer's magnificent and fublime 
images* Angelo himfelf wrote verfes very well. 
Wheii fome perfon put the following lines upon . 
his celebrated figure of Night reclining upon the 
tomb ' of one of the family of Medicis, in the 
chapel at Florence that'bears the name of that 
Uluf^nous iiahifly; 

La notte che tu vedi in fe dolci attt 
Dottniry fu da un Angelo Jcolpita 
In queftofajffoy £5* ben che dormiy ha vita* 
Dejia la ft nolcredi tsf parleratti. 

Night's marble figure. Stranger, which you fee * 
Recline with (o much grace and majeftjr. 
No mortal's feeble art will, deign to own, 
Bq^. bpafts an Angel's hand divine alone ; 
Death's awful femblance though flie counterfeits,' 
Her pulfe ftill quivers, and her he^irt ftill beats. ^

Michael A&geb the next evening replied in the 
^flowing lines :

Michael Angelo's feal reprefented three rings 
inclofed one within the other, as expreffive of the 
union which he had made in his mind of the three 
different arts of Painting, Sculpture, and Archi- 
tefture. One of the devices on the catafalque 
of this great man exhibited three crowns in one 
0iield, with this infcription: 

Tergeminisfe tollit honoribus : . . 

Threefold in honour as in art. . . .rf 

In one of the pidlures that decorated the chapel 
in which the funeral obfequies of Michael An- 
gelo were perfornied, a group of young artifts 
was feen, who appeared to cottfecrate the firft- 
fruits of their ftudies to the genius of that great 
man, with this infcription : ' _

Indeed, fo impreffed was Sir Jofliua Reynolds, 
with the tranfcendent "powers of Michael Angelp, .

One of the great ornaments of the prefent 
Englifh School of Painting, who has (hidied the 
works of this fublime artift with the greateft at- 
tention, and .who has imitated thein \^th the 
greateft fuccefd, fevours the Compiler of thefe 
volumes with the following charafter of his ^lafter 
and his model (it feems almoft unneceffary,' upon 
th^^pccafion, to add the name of Mr. Fuseli):

" air of the moft fimple of all edifices. Though 
*' as a fculptor he exprefled the character of flefli 
*' 'more perfeftly than all that went before or came 
** after him, yet he never fubmitted to copy am 
** individual; whilft in painting he contented him^ 
'^ felf with a negative colour, and as the painter 
" of mankind rejefted all meretricious ornaments 
"Such was Michael Angelo as an artift. Some- 
*^ times he no doubt deviated from his principles, 
" but It has been his fate to. have had beauties and 
ts afcfibed to him which belonged only to 
*' his fervile copyifts or unfkilful imitators.*' 

AgaJn : Mr. Fufeli fays, ^ 

*' Michael Angelo, punftili^DUS ^d haughty 
'^ to Priricqs, was gentle,, and even fubmiffive tp 
" inferior Artifts. Guiliano Bagiardini, a man 
*^ of tiney talents an4 much conceit, »had been 
*** applied to by Mefler Ottaviano de Medici to

" Bugiardini, familiar with Michael Angelo, ob- 
V taine4 his confent. He fat to him ; defired tq

" after repeatedly looking at the pifture and the 
*' original, at laft replied with much gravity, 'I

" where the caufe of the blunder lay, fat down 
*' again, and patiently fubnutting to a long 
*' fecond infpeftion, was at laft peremptorily told 
« that the copy was correft. ' If that be the cafe,' 
" faid he, 'Nature has committed a miftake ; go 
" you oUj and follow the dilates of your art.* 

** There now exifts at Holkham, among the 
«* pifitures coUefted by the late Lord Leicefter,

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*^ Nothing is trifling in the hiftory of genius. 
** The following ftrange incident, extriaifted from 
" the Life of Michael Angelo, written by his 
*' pupil, or rather attendant, Afcanio Condivi, 
*^ deferves notice, becaufe it is related from the 
*^ mouth of Michael Angelo himfelf. ' 

*^ Some time after the death of Lorenzo de 
" Medici, Cardiere, a young Improvifatore^ enter^ 
" tained by his fon Piero, fecretly informed Mi- 
" chael Angelo, with whom he lived in habits 
'* of friendfhip, that Lorenzo de Medici had 
'* appeared to him in a ragged paul of black 
*' over his naked body, and commanded him to 
" announce to his fon, that in a fliort time he 
'^ fhould be driven into exile and return no more. 
" Michael Angelo exhorted him to execute the 
" commands of the vifion ; tut Cardiere, aware 
" of the haughty infolent temper of Kero, for** 
" bore to follow his advice. Some mornings 
" after this, whilft Michael Angelo \*a8 bufy in 
« the Cortile of ' the Palace, Cardiere, terrified 
" and pale, comes again, and relates,' that the 
" oijght before, when yet awake, Lorenzo, in 
'* the: fame garb, appeared to him again, and 
" had eftfbrced his orders, with a violent bloW 
" on the cheek. Michael Angelo ncDwr, with 
<< great earneftnefs, infiiting on his in^medlat^ 
^ compliance with the conmiands of the vifion, 
E 4 " CardierQ 
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** Cardiere fet off direftly for Careggi, a villa of 
/* the family about three miles diftant from FJo- 
** rence ; but having fcarcely got half way met 
** Piero with his fuit returning to town, and iji- 
" ftantly acquainted him with what he had fecn, 
** heard, and fuffered. He was laughed . at bj 
<* Piero, and ridiculed by his attendants, one of 
. ** whom, Divizio, afterwards Cardinal di Bibiena, 
" told him he was mad to fimcy thatLorenzo wpul^ 
** charge a ftranger with a meffage he might de- 
** liver himfelf to his fon. Difmiffed in this man- 
" ner, he returned to Michael Angelo, and pre- 
" vailed on him to quit Florence and go tp 
** Bologna, where he had fcarcely fettled in the 
" houfe of Gian Francefo Aldroyandi before the 
** predifted revolution took place, and the cx- 
^* pulfion of the whole family of the Medici with 
" all their party confirmed the vifion of Cardierf^ 
" whether ' fancy-bred/ or communicate^ by 
" * Ipirit bjeft or goblin damned." 

Michael Angelo lived to a very great yet very 
healthy old age. In the' beginnihg of the' prefent 
century. the Senator Bjuonaroti caufed the vault 
to be opened at Florence in which his body was 
depofitcd ; it was found perfefl: j and the drefs 
of grecn'velvet, and even thp cap and flippers in' 
which be was buried,, were entire. He • appeared 
to haw been a fmall well-fet man, wkh a co^n* 
tcnarice of great feverity. 

In 
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In .the Gallery at ^Florence there js^abjoft./^f 
|the younger Brutus left un^lhed by, tfcis .great 
artift. Cardinal Bembo made this diftich uppuit,: 

Duw Brutumeffigiem Sculptor de marmore JinKh 
In mentem fceieris venity et abjlinuit* 

Whilft the fam'd Sculptor, by his power of art. 
Bids Brutus* features from the marble ftart. 
Remembrance of his crime his mind uppals. 
And from his uembling hand thexhiflei falls. 

It is no wonder that Michae} Angelo wa$ a ba4 
^oWrift ; for it was his opiniop, that a Painter 
could do better without yellow than junAioXit 
blue. Vigenerez had often heard him f^y fo, ap 
well as Daniel de Vokerra. See Vigener. phi- 
loftrat. p. 247. — How differently he thought ^ 
from Titian, and the great Matters of the I^om^ 
f)ard and Flemifh Schools, who excelled in tX>^ 
louring, may be feen from their piftures, bilt 
more particularly when one com.es to mix; qoloun

Thje prsdfe that Robert Bembo fo appropriately 
gives to this great painter, in his celebrated epi- 
taph upon him, becomes abfurd when applied 
by Mr. Pope to Kncller. Leo the Tenth had 
deftined a Cardinal's hat for Raphael ; but the 
ignorance of his phyfician deprived him of that , 
-honour, and the world of one of the moft excel* 
lent painters it had ever known, at the age of 
diirty-feven years. Raphael, in a difeafe occa^ 
£oned by cxhaufHori, which was attended with a 
l^ick pulfe and'ibme heat, called in one of 
ihofe fcourges of mankind, who by their want of 
fldil, and their confidence in their own powers, 
di%race one of the moft honourable profeffions. 
By repeated bleedings, he deprived his patient of 
the very little ftrength he had left, and brought 
him to the grave.

ably followed : " So, Sir, you are th^e, I fee, 
" like a Prince attended by his Courtiers ?'*— 
*^ Yes,'' replied Raphael ; " and you, I fee, arc 
'* there, like the Hangman, ^ttend^ by no 
'« one/' 

Raphael, like all other perfons who were ever 
eminently diftinguifhed, improved *'prQgreflivcly-. 
His own good tafte made him break through the 
hard and dry manner of his mailer ; and when he 
had feen the Capella Seftina of Michael Angelo, 
he found out his own deficiencies, and add^d jthe 
grand and the fublime to the. beautiftxrand the 
graceful. Raphaers ta\ents are roprecoirfpiiju- 
ous in his piftures in water-colours than- in thofe 
in oil. His cartoons are, affuredly, the triumph 
of his genius. England pofleffes four of thefe 
great works, befides tbofe in the Royal Col- 
leftion at Windfor: two at QoughtQn,> near 
Kettering in Northamptonfliire, the fe^t of the

Leo X. was an univerfal patron of fcience and 
of learning } and was extremely liberal to men of

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talents and of letters, whom he treated with the 
greateft familiarity. He was particularly fond of 
^uerno, a Poet, the Author of " The Alexiad/' 
and who, at an ehterlainment given by fome 
young men of rank^ had been digtiified with the 
afipellatidn of " the Arch-Poet/' Leo ufed oc- 
caininally^to fend, him fome difhes from his table, 
and' fae was expected to pay for each difh with a 
Latinidiftich. One day as he was attending Leo 
at dimmer, and was ill of the gout, he made 
this line:, 

Archi-poeta facit verfus pro mtlle poetis ; 

What pains for others the Arch-poet takes. 
He for a thoufand Poets verfes makes. 

As Querno hefitated for the next line, the 
good-humoured Pontiff replied, 

Et pro milli aliis Archupoeta hibii s 

If for a thoufand hc*s obliged to think. 
He chufes for as many more to drink. 

Querno, willing to make up for his former 
deficiency, exclaimed,

Leo poffeffed a perfon of great grace .and 
dignity, and appeared at all public ceremonies of 
the Roman Church ^ if he had been raoft 
deeply impreffed with the folemnity and facred 
rites of them. He faid malfs before prancis the 
Firft at their conference at Bologna, who was fq 
^rcibly ftruck with his manner of performing 
that awful funftion, that he afterwards told fome 
of his Courtiers, that if he had at any time 
entertained doubts in his mind refpefting the 
$ruth of the myftery contained m it, the* Pontiff's 
very reverent and awful manner of celebrating il; 
would have completely eradicated them^ 

Leo has been accufed by many of the Proteftant 

writers, as not being fufficiently atteiitive . to

" Luther's breach," fays Burnet, *^ was oc-

the money paid, and the abfolutioii delivered in 
due form. Soon after this, the gentleman know- 
ing that Tetzel was going from Leipfic well 
loaded with cafli, waylaid him, robbed him> and

*^ Chirift \ and/* added he, " the Pope's difciples 
•*^ are called Papifts, -an example which it does 
*^ not become us to imitate/* 

In the preface to one^of his works, he thiis 
addreffes the reader : " Above all things I requeft 
**' the pious Reader, and entreat him to read my 
^ books with difcretion and with pity. Let him 
*^ remember that I was once a poor Monk and 
" a mad Papift, and, when I firft undertook this: 
" caufe, fo drunken. and; fo drowned in papal 
*^, delufions, that I was ready to have killed all 
;*^'men, and to have aflifted others in doing it, 
***wh6 dared to withdraw their obedience from 
*' the Pope in the fmalleft point. I was then a 
*^ madman like to many at this day." 

' Melanfthon faid of Luther, " Pomeranus is a 
^^ grammarian, and explains the force of words : 
*^ I am a logician, ftating the connexion and 
f^ arguments : Juftus Jonas is an orator, and 
*^ fpeaks copioufly and eloquently ; but Luther 
*^ is ? nxiracle amongft jiien» Whatever he fays, 

" whatever

Erafmus fsuDd of Luther, that God had bdlowei 
upon mankind fo violent a phyfician, in con^ 
jfequence of the magnitude of their dife^es. . 

Luther's perfon was fo impofmg, that an 
alTaflin, who had gained admittance into his 
chamber to piftol him, declared that he wafe fo 
terrified at the dignity and fternnefs of his 
manner, and at the vivacity and penetration which 
fparkled in his eyes, that he was compelled to 
defift from his horrid purpofe. 

Luther has been accufed by the Catholic writers 
as having been fond of wine and of the amufe- 
mcnts of the field. His followers, however, tell 
us that he was a man of the ftrifteft temperance, 
that he drank nothing but water, that he would 
occafionally faft for two or three days together, 
jind then eat a herring and fome bread. 

Many particulars relative to this extraordi-

Sir Henry Wotton had thoughts of writing the 
life of Luther and the hiftory of the Reformation* 
This great and ufeful imdertaking he laid aiide 
«t the requeft of Charles the Firft, whd wiftie^ 
-him to write the Hiftory of England. 

. The Hiftory of the Reformation of Religion in 
Europe is a dejtderatum in the Englifh language, 
and affords an ample field for the talents of the

; Luther's body was carriedto Wurtemberg, and 
biiried in the EleAoral Church of that city. A 
brazen plate, ix^ith an infcription, covers his 
grave, which is oppofite^ta that of hkifiriiMid 
Melanfthon. 

When the Emperor Charles the Fifth was at 
Wurtemberg in 1 547, fome of his Officers de- 
iiring him to order the bones of Luther to be dUg 
up and burnt, he nobly told them, ^^ L have now 
^^ nothing ferther to do with Luther. He has 
^' henceforth another Judge, whofe jurifdidion it 
"( is not lawful few me to ufurp. Know that I 
^' make not war with the dead, but with the living 
*' who ftill continue to attack me/* 

*' The ardent fpirit of Luther,** fays one of his 
Bbgraphers, " Ihone out in his eyes, which were 
«* fo fparkling that no one could bear to look at 
«* them.** 

Luther^ though of a firm and ftrong conftitu- 
don, was fubjefl to ihat difeafe of men of genius 
and of talents. Melancholy,— which affe&ed him 
fo violently^ that he occafionaI|y imaginjedheiaw 

the 
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^t Bevft; and that bd htid. couveiiatibni with 
kmi. Whfie he lay concwled in the fircmg 
fortrefs of Wartburgh, he thought he fiiw the 
Enemy of Mankind approaching to converfe vnth 
him. The intrepid Reformer threw his ink-ftand 
at the phantom, and,'according to Dt. Burkhardt, 
the fpot which the ink made upon the wall of the 
roomTemains ftill vifible; . » 

Seckendorf thus defcribes Luther :

This learned and ami2d>ie Difciple of Luihet 
pofiefied none of the violence and impetuofity of 
his Maften He was fo diftinguifhed for his 
moderation, that Francb the Firft wrote (0 hin 
fo defire him to affift at a con&rence with the 
Dodors of the Sorbonne on the difputed point? 
of religion. . Melanfthon was very anxious to go 
to France; but his Sovereign, the Eleftor of 
Saxony, Would not permit him. Henry the 
Eighth was no lefs defirous to fee this celebrated 
ControvexliaGft. M^hndhon^ however, afliiled

It is ^d, that 
having cfccafion to fee^hts mother as he was 
gortig: to - the • Aflbmbly, flie, who '^^s* a good 
Catholic, feriotflly enfrfeited: her jfon -to tell ■ her 
what fhe was 'to think of the religious dtfputes 
Aat were then dividing the Chriftito world.

Melanfthon, though a zealous difciple of^ 
Luther, "did hot' always think with his Maffer. 
Ill fpme points iie followed- Zuirigliusf in' others, 
edvin^, and he.hadTo often chariged his opihioh 
of than, that he \tas^calied the German Proteus : 
he wifhed, however^ to have been the Pacifier of 
that country, and to have ftilled the florms and 
tempefts in religious matters which di\dded and 
diftrafted it. He was fo anxious to effe£l this, 
Aat,"on finding it impoffible to moderate the 
'Violence of his countrymen, he moft fincerely: 
tidihed for death to put an end to his grief and 
: difap- 
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dif^ppomtment ; " for then," . faid he^ M 1 Ihall 
" ceafe to be expofed to the hatred and to thfe 
" anger of Theologians. I Ihall fee God hiiii- 
^^ felf ; and in his bofom fhall draw out the knoW- 
^' ledge of all thofe wonderful myfteries, which I 
*' have in this life only fecn as through a veil. 
**- My colleagues," added he, " thirft aifter niy 
" blood ; becaiife, to previent confiifion, I would 
** bring them back again to that' A;athority which 
*^ they are pleafed to call flavery. Thefe Heroes," 
continues he, " who are. conftantly raifing the 
" moft cruel \^rs againft the Church and the 
" Country, feeni to have very little care about 
" me : they by no means feel my fituation* 
^' They hate me becaufe I wifli to reftore the 
** jurifdidtionofBiftiops. The People accuftomed 
" to live in licentioufnefs, after having thrown 
" off their yoke, will no longer fupport it. The 
*' Cities of the Empire are thofe who are moft 
*" difpleafed with their jurifdiftion, caring little 
*'^ either for purity of doftrine or of religion. 
" They are nierely jealous of power and of 
<' Hberty." 

Again, this pious 'and moderate Divine lays in 
one of his letters to his friend Camerinus, " I 
" live in perpetual bondage, as, if I were in the 
** caye.of the Cyclops. I cannot difguife my 
'' femimeats to you. I have really often thoughts 

"of 
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« %f mafeiiig imy^efc^pei" Luthar i^asiiot the 
'•bly jpenfoil that offered him violeace ; " for^'* 
.acWs the eloquent Bifliop of Meaux very liiga* 
jcioufly, " every one has the command occafion^

*^ authority*, andthe moft moderate are always 
" the moft enflaved. The obfervation applies a^ 
'^^ well to thofe who relinquifh the eftabliflied 
•' fyftem of government, as thofe who fet up

".enemies .to innovations in either."* 



PAilNGENIJJS. 

The .Author of tiae celebrated Latin Poem 
•Zodiacus'Vitay that goes under the name of Palin* 
genius, was Manzoii. He died about the yeai^ 
1530, He is fuppofed to have been a Proteftant, 
and was one of the many learned men of his 
time, who, having embraced the opinions of 
Luther, found protedion at the Court of the 
Duchefs of Ferr^a. By his frequent allufions to

have profelfed it himfelf, or to have fuffered ex- 
tremely from the abufe ;of it. 

Many paffages in the Poem are very fine. The 
ipeech of the old man who has mif-fpent his 
youth in idlenefs and pleafure, in the ninth book, 
is extremely-ftrong and pathetic.

** of it are not, however, in the higheft ftrain 
<< of poetry.'* 



JOHN CALVIN. 



This extraordinary man, who w^s equally a 
great Lawyer and a great Divine, had aconfider- 
able ihare in regulating the laws and confti* 
tution of Geneva, to which city he retired after 
having been perfecuted in France. In this place 
he eftablifhed a Proteftant Inquiiition, if we may 
fo call a Confiftorial Court with power of 
cenfure and of excommunication. ** It feems,*' 
fays he in one of his letters, " that I am too 
** violent with the young men ; but if I did not 
^^ manage them with a tight rein, it would be a 
** great pity. There is one of our young people 
^ here who is in danger of paying very dear for 
^^ what he has done. I am not certain whether 
^* he will efcape with his life.** . 

VOL* in. H The 
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The ctutl fate of Servetus is well known* 
Cventili^, another Ariah of Germany, was perfe- 
cuted by him with fiich violence, that he thought 
it expedient to quit that city and retire to Lyons. 
Thus Calvin, who, upon being perfecuted in 
France, wrote againft perfecution, when he had 
power at Geneva, condemned to the flames thofe 
who differed in opinion from him ; and after hav- 
ing, in his eloquent Dedication of his Inftitutions 
to Francis the Firft, claimed with great manlinefs 
a perfeft liberty of religious opinions, when placed 
at the head of a Republic, became a tyrant 
over the minds and the confciences of his liib- 
j'efts. The Bulls of the Pope himfelf were not 
more fulminating than the writings of Calvin. 
*' Hog, Afs, .Horfe, Bull, Drunkard, Madman," 
were the ufual epithets he made ufe of to thofe 
who did not think as he did. When Charles the 
Fifth had diffolved the famous League of SmaU 
fralde, he called him " a Tyrant, Antiochus,'* 
and very kindly wiflied^im a violent fit of the 
gout ; and dignified his brother Ferdinand with 
the title of " S^a-dan^psilus/* 

' Calvin, in one of his Treatifes againft Luther, 
calls his fchool of theology a (linking ftye of hogs. 
The Lutheran manner of adminiftering the SaCra*- 
ment^ he calls a fupper of Cyclops j ^^ at wluch,*' 
; . >^ ♦ fays 
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JOHN CALVrtl. ^^ 

fays he, " there is always to be feen abarbarifixi 
*' worthy of the old Scythians." He fdys ofteiii 
** that if the Devil has fome influence with the 
*^ Papifts, fie has quite fafcinatcd the Lutherans ; 
'' and that he caniiot imagine why they attack 
*' him more violently than eveiy other perfon^ 
" unlefs it is that Satan, of whom they ate the 
" verieft tools j inftigates them more agaiiift him^ 
" as the fiend fees his labours more tifeftil tb the 
*' well-being ofthe Church than thofecf Luther. '' 
Yet in fpite of all this fcandalous and Virulent 
language^ he has the effronteiy tb fay, that he has 
been fo eotnpl^ely without gall when he i«^ote 
dius violently, that on looking a fecond time 
t)ver his bobk^ he was qitite aftonifhed that fo 
inany harfh words had efcaped him without the 
leaft bittemefi; ^ It is," adds he^ <« the worth* 
" leflhefs of the fubjeft that has alone furniflied 
*' me with all the abufe that 1 have given way to j 
" and I havfe feppreffed much more that was 
^* at my tongue^s endf After all^ however, I 
^' am not forry that thefe ftupid fellows iiave felt 
*' iriy fiings.^' "^ 

" When bppofed to this vioI«ice," fays the 

eloquent Bifliop of Meaux, *' Luther was mild* 

« nefs itfelf; and if," adds he, "one muft 

^ idtike a comparlfofi between thefe two men. 

Ha " there 
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" there is no perfon that had not rather experi- 
** ence the impetuous and infolent pafSon of the 
*' one, than the deep malignity and bitternefs of 
^< the other, who boafts that he is quite calm and 
*' cool, when he throws forth fuch a quantity of 
" venom/' 

According to Charpentier the real name of this 
celebrated Reformer was Cauvin. The fame 
author fays, that he was fubjefl: to eleven different 
difeafes. This wretched (late of body moft pro- 
bably rendered him fo exceffively peevifh and ill- 
humoured, that fome of the people of Geneva ' 
faid of him, that they had rather go to Hell 
with Beza, than to Heaven with Calvinj His 
peeviihnefs, no lefs than his Virulence, feems to 
hav? infefted fome of his moderpi followers. In 
one of his writings againft Luther, who had called 
him a declaimer, Calvin, to prove how completely 
well he underftood reafon and jlrgumentationj 
burft out into the following rhapfody : " Your 
" whole fchool is nothing but a ftinking ftye of 
*^ pigs. Dog, do you underftand me ? Do you 
" underftand me, madman ? Do you underftand 
*« me, you great beaft ?*' 

M. Charpentier fays, that Cardinal Richelieu 
was very anxious to find out fome perfon who 

had 
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had been peirfonally acquainted with Calvin; 
and that at laft he met with an old Clel-gyman, a 
Canon of a French Cathedral, who told him, 
upon his o^th^ that he was acquainted with him 
at Paris, and that he remembered meeting him 
one day, in a by-lane of that city, difguifed as a 
labourer, with a hough in his hand j that Calvin 
told him he had that inftant changed clothes 
with a countryman fpr a fum of money ; and 
that he was making what hafte he could to the 
frontiers, to efcape the purfuit of the Lieutenant- 
Criminal, who was in fearch of him for fome par* 
ticular religious opinion which he had delivered 
in the College of Le Moyne at Paris. The Canon 
faid, that he aiked Calvin why he thought fit to 
put himfelf into this difagreeable and dangerous 
fituation, and why he gave into fuch novelties in 
religious notions. Calvin replied, that he be- 
lieved he had been to blame, but that he was now 
too far engaged with the party to recede; and that 
haying acquired confequence and reputation 
by it, he muft be contented to live with it 
or die for it, as might happen. In fpite how- 
ever of ill health, of the many fermons he was 
obliged to preach, and the variety of conferences 
on religious and civil matters which he was 
obliged to attend at Geneva, he found time 
tp write nine large volumes in folio. Ac- 
H 3 cordingf 
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cording to the Compiler g£ the French Hiftorical 
Diftionary, the curious in books are anxious to 
pick up, wherever they can find it, a rare 
treatife of Calvin's to prove that " the humaii 
" foul does not fleep till tlxe day of judgment/^ 
Paris, 1558. 8vg. 

Cahrin is faid to have comppfed two thoufand 
and twenty-three fermons. He either wrote 
or didated during the whole of his laft illnefs; 
and when he was requefted by his friends to re^ 
main quiet and not fatigue his nund, he ufed to 
fay, •* What, would you have the Lprd come 
** and furprize me in my idlenefs ?"

whom Calvin caufed tp be burnt alive at Geneva 
for denying the doftrine of the Trinity, appearSjj 
in his book ypcm that fubjeft^^ to have known in 
fome degree the circulation of the blood, which 
was afterwards demonftrated by the immortal 
Harvey. Knowledge is progreffive. Servetus.had 
traced the circulation of the ftream of life through 
the lungs, and there he flopped. Vefalius after- 
ward found out the valves of the yeins, but 
fcemed ignorant of their uie. 
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POPE ADRUN THE SIXTH. 

The Emperor Charles the Fifth had flattered 
Wolfey with the profpeft of obtaining the Pope- 
dom. With great gratitude and wifdom he be* 
ftowed it upon Adrian, who had been his tutor, 
and who was one of the beft divines as ^ell as 
one of the nioft* exemplary men of his time. 

Adrian^s reign wa« a rery Chort one. He 
rather poffefled than enjoyed his dignity, and 
defired to have this infcription put upon his 
monument; ^ 

*^ Here lies Adrian the Sixth, who was never fo un- 
*\ happy in any period of his life as in that wherein 
** he was a Prince." 

Adrian was a man of gr^t piety, and of very 
ilri£fc principle. One of his maxims was,-^ 
" That men were made for places, and not places 
*5 for men.*' This fo little pleafed the corrupt 
courtiers of Rome, that when he died, (as was fup* 
pofedby the blunder of his phyfician,) forae one 
wrote oyer the (Ipor of this miftaken foil of Galen;

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Adrian, when he was Profeffor at Louv^n, had 
written a book intitled " Commentarius in W.

He had, however, 
the honefty to have it reprinted foon after he ha4 
taken poffeffion of the chair of St. Peter.

PROPERtiA DA ROSSI. 

PrOpertia da Rossi, a female of Bologna, of 
obfcure birth, handled the chiffel as a profeffional 
artift, and was extremely fuccefsfijl in her eiForts. 
She made feveral ftatues for the facade of San 
Petronio at Bologna, and was befide a good 
painter and an excellent engraver. Propertia 
became enamoured of a young artift, who did not 
make a fuitable return to her love. This difap- 
pointment threw her into a lingering diforder, 
which brought her to the grave. Her laft work 
was a Baflb Relievo, reprefenting the Hiftory of 

Jofeph 
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Jofcph and Potiphar's Wife. Her cruel lover 
was reprefented as Jofeph, herfelf as the neglefted 
Egyptian lady. It is faid to be her beft work, 
and was moft certainly executed cm amore. Pil- 
kington's Diftionary of Paiuters does not mention 
this extraordinary perfpn. 



CORREGIO. 



This lovely painter has often been mentioned 
as an inftance of the power of genius unailifted by 
education and ftudy. His tranfcendent excellence 
in his very difficult art ihould have made man- 
kind flow in believing this, were there not an ex- 
treme love of the marvellous, and did not idlenefs 
wiih to fupport itfelf by examples which it rather 
makes than finds. Although in early life he 
might fay, *^ I too am a Painter,'* at a more ad- 
vanced period, he might have faid, *' I am now a 
^* better Painter,'* when he had feen and fludied 
the works of other Artifls, and had made his 
drawings from the Antique ; which latter drcum- 
fiance jb mentioned by Winkelman, and has ef- 
caped other Writers. His tafte for beauty feems, 
however, peculiarly his own ; there is a playful- 
neis and a vivacity in his female and infantine 

counte- 
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countenances, for which he feem$ indehted ooly 
to his own imagination, 

Corregio is faid to hav6 painted his ptdures at 
very low rates, and to have died of chagrin at 
receiving a very fmall price for one of them^ 
which was paid to him in copper money. 



MUNCER. 

Th:^ fpeecb of this celebrated Anabaptifl de« 
inagogue to the populace of Mulhaufen in 1524, 
tefembles very wqli fome of the harangues which 
have been made 19 the French Convention, ex<F 
cepting that Muncer thought fit to add the fana? 
ticifm of religion to t^e extremeft enthufiafm of 
republicanUm, 

" Arc ye not all brethren, my friends f 
" (faid he ;) and have not we all one common 
" father in Adam? From whence then arifesf 
^* that difference of rank and property which ty« 
•* ranny has introduced between the nobility and 
" ourfelves ? Why fhould we groan under por 
•^ verty, while they abound with every kind of 
« luxury ? Have we not a right to an equality 

9f 
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'^ of thofe good things, which from their nature 
^* are made to be divided, without diftinftion, 
^^ amongft all mankind ? Reftore to us, then, ye 
^^ rich of the prefcnt times, ye greedy ulurpers, 
" reftore to us the property that you have fo long 
^f unjqftly detained from us ! It is not only as 
5' we are meo, but a$ we sffe Chriftians, that we 
** have a right to the equal diftribution of the 
5* good things of this world. In the earlieft 
^^ tiniea of the Chriftian religion, was it not feeu 
5* that the Apoftles thcmfelves had regard to the 
f ^ wants of each of the Faithftil in the diftribur 
" tion of the money that was brought to thdr 
f* feet? Shall we never fee a return ofthofe 
f ' bleffed times ? llie Almighty requires of all 
ff mankind that they ftiould deflroy the tyranny 
f' of the rulers ; that they fliould demand their 
«< liberties fword in hand j that they fhouid refufe 
f^ to pay taxes j and that they fliould bring all 
f « that they poflefs into one common ftock. Yes, 
f * my brethren, it is to my feet that ye ought to 
f^ bring every thing you poffefs, as our pre- 
f* deceffors of old brought all they had to the feet 
f* of the Apoftles. Yes, my brethren, to have 
5^ every thing in comtnon, was the veryfpirit of 
f ' Chriftianity at its very birth j and to refufe to 
f^ pay taxes to our Princes who opprefs us, is 
f« to free ourfelves from that ftate of flavery 

•* from 
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" from which the Saviour of the worid has d<?l|- 
" vered us/* 

By harangues of this kind Muncer foon found 
himfelf at the head of forty thoufand troops. 
The Landgrave of Heffe, and many of the 
neighbouring nobility, rajfed troops and attack^ 
ed him. The impostor however, nothing 
daunted, made a fpeech to his. troops, and pro- 
mifed them an entire viftory. *^ Every thing (faid 
" he to his followers) muft yield to the Moft 
y High, who has placed me at the head of yoti* 
*^ In vsun the enemy's artillery fliall thunder 
<^ agjdnft you j in vs^ih ipdeed, for I will recrfve 
*f in the fleeve of my gown every bullet that Ihall 
" be (hot againft you, and that alone (hall be an 
*5. impenetrable rampart againft all the efforts 
*^ pf the enemy." Muncer, however, was not 
j|p good as his word j his troops were defeated, 
himfelf taken prifoner and carried to Mulhaufen^ 
Y^here be periflied upon a fcaffpld m 1525, 
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Pope pjul the third.

IGNATIUS LOYOLA. 

There feems to be much of accident in the 
affairs of the world. The celebrated Society of the 
Order of the Jefuits took place from mere chance. 
Loyola, a Spanifli 0<Ecer, wounded at the fiege 
of Pampeluna, is brought into the town, and con- 
fined to his bed by his wounds. To amufe his 
mind, books are furniftied him : aradngft others, 
that t)f the Lives of the Saints. This book had , 
fuch an effeft upon the ardent imagination »of 
Loyola, long fince turned to gallantry of a ro- 
mantic kind, that he relblves to dedicate himfelf 
to the fervice of Gpd, and to become a Knight 
of the Holy Virgin Mary. Heated with his pro- 
jeft, and affodating himfelf with three or four 
more perfons as vifionary, yet more prudent and 
politic, than himfelf, he forms that Society which, 
according to Montefquieu, would entirely have 
governed the world, had it taken place before 
Luther and Calvin diftinguiflied themfelves. 
They pofleffed indeed, particularly in latter 
times, two wonderful powers over the minds of 
mankind, the education of the nobilify, and the 

direction 
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dirediofv of the confciences of Sovereigns ; laid 
their Inftitutions are looked upon as models of 
political fagacity. Witlh thefe, however, the 
Founder had nothing to do, who appears to have 
been a weak and honeft enthufiaft, \^ho thought 
that he was doing honour to God, and good to 
mankind, when he formed his inftitution* The 
fpirit of intrigue and of enterprife, which was 
objefted to the Order, was certainly not that of 
their Founder : if his youth had its defeats and 
irregularities, his age was a model of piety and 
of reiignation* Himielf and his followers were 
anxious that the Society fhould be eftabUflied at 
Paris* The Sorbonne made a decree ag<unft it^ 
in which it fays, that the Order was rather csd*^ 
culated for the ruin than for the edification of 
the faithful. The Fathers wiihed very much to 
attack this decree by writing: their Foundef 
advifed them to be quiet, and told them, that 
in certain cafes it was better to be filent than to 
fpeak, and that there was no occafion fot the 
Society to avenge or to defend itfelf by writing, as 
truth is always fure at laft to avenge and to defend 
Itfelf? and that however great the authority of the 
Divmes who condemned them was fuppofed to be^ 
it ought not to raife any appreheniions in them, as( 
God himfelf was their defence^ " Let us put out 
*^ caufe in his hainds, (added be,) and we fiiall mod 
afluredly triumph over calumny ind mifrepre- 
6 '«« fenutionj'^ 
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« fentation ;'* and he affureli them, that in fpite of 
every obftacle, their inftitution would be received 
in Fralftce. In this he was a prophet ; the Par- 
U^mtient of Paris foon afterwards confented to the 
dUbliihment of the Jefuits in France, as fuppof- 
ing them peculiarly fitted to the converfion of the 
Proteftaiits of that country; and the Founder 
died in 1556, in the zenith of his glory. 

Lalnez, with whom Loyola very early affoci-. 
:ited himfelf, was the politician of the Society. 
His firft ftep was to get the Generalfhip of the 
Order made perpetual, and to give it immenfe 
powers ; as that of making every kind of con- 
tract without taking the opinion of any individual 
of theOrder ; of giving authority and authenticity 
to the Commentaries and Declarations upon the 
Conftitutions of the Order ; of making new laws, 
and of changing and interpreting the old laws, 
of the Society ; and of having prifons for the 
confinement of the refraftory members. This 
unlimited power of the General was at the time 
confidered by fome of the beft-u^tentioned Mem- 
bers of the Society as a fubftitutionof art and of po- 
litics merely human, to the pi^ty and the fimplicity 
which ought to accompany a religious Order, 
and in the end proved fatal to the Jefuits, as it 
was the article of their Inftitutioii which gave 
moft offence to the Parliaments ttf France, 

Indeed, 
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Indeed, what can be imagined fo formidkble and 
dangerous as a body of twenty thoufand* men, 
of different talents and purfuits, all united toge« 
ther under one Chief, in whofe hands they are 
mere automatons. The Jefuits who taught fchool 
kept regifters of the charafters of their fcholars, 
which they occafionally fent to their Antients and 
their General. Crebillou the French Tragic 
Poet was thus defcribed : " Fuer in/ignis ingenii^ 
^ fid magnus nebulo.^^ Of Fontdaelle they faid, 
^ Puer omnibus numeris ahfolutm^^ 

The plan of ftudy adopted by the Jefuits in their 
Colleges ha$ been printed with this title, *^ Rati^ 
** Studioruniy 1586." They are faid by Dumou- 
rier, who was brought up by them, to have bcea 
extremely fuccefsful in the art of flattering the 
felf-love of their fcholars, and making them apply 
by a well-direfted vanity.

TheEmperor Charles the Fifth was totreihely 
fond of the comproyand converfatien of ^this 
acute and eloque^nt hiftojian. To a Npbktoan 
who complained^ th^ Emperor, that while be 

could 
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could not get a few minutes of audience from 
him, he gave up whole hours to Guicciardini, 
Charles replied, *^ I can create a hundred Nobles 
^^ whenever I pleafe, but I cannot make one 
^* Cruicciardini/' 

Guicciardim was in the fervice of that great 
judge aftd patron of merit Leo X. who gave him 
the Government of Modena. Clement VII. 
gave him the more confiderable Government of 
Bologna. This diftinguiftied fituation was taken 
from him by Paul III. and he retired to Florence, 
where he compofed his celebrated '* Hiftory of 
** Italy,** in which there are thefe excellent ob^ 
fcrvatfpns: 

" The name of Equality, perfediy underftood, . 
<• is one of the moft juft and advantageous things 
" to a Slate. But then this Equality muft be 
*' taken in a geometrical fenfe and pfoportioh; 
<* For as in matters of tax and impofition, the 
^^ beft levy is not by the poll, but according to 
<« every man^ ability ; and as in conferring dig- 
" nities and offiqes, the beft chpice is according 
'i to every in>n*s fitnefs and fufficiei^cy for the 
*.' pla<;e; fo in the deliberation refpefiling mat- 
*^ tera of State, and in the decifion of doubts of 
^<:;,the.,gre^ft confequence, a perfon of the

The firft 
would have made every one equal in weight and in confe- 
quence ; the other gave to merit that confequence to which 
it is entitled^ Lycurgus faid of a Leglflator who had in* 
ftitutcd a form of Government more democratical than his 
own, ** Chorus ejus major efl^ meus meRus cortcinit ; His cbo* 
^* rus is fuller than mine, but there is more harmony in my 
** chorus; it makes better mufic than his." Being aike4 
why he did not make the Government of Sparta a Demo<r 
cracy, he replied^ ** Try the experiment firft in your owij 
ti family.*'

MAHOMM THE SECOND, 

EMPEROR OF THB TUAKd, 

This Emperor fpoke Arabic, Perfic, Greek, 
and Latiii; underftood Geography and Ma- 
thematics ; and had a general tindlure of the 
fciences known in his time. He was brave and 
liberal, and would have been a great Prince, had 
not cwelty and libertinifm ilained his charafter. 

During thefack of Conftantinople in 1453, ^^^ 
of Mahomet's Baihas brought to him a beautiful 
Greek Princefs, by name Irene. .The ferocious 
Conqueror, (truck with her charms, gave himfelf 
xv^ to the enjoyment of them for three days, 
ivithout the lead attentk^i to the duties of his 
high JGituation. On the fourth the Janizaries 
.murmuied, and came to the door of the £m* 
poor's te^t to remonftrate with him 09. his 
(condud. Mahomet marched out to them with 
a flow and folenm pace^ leading the l)eautifu} 
captive by her hand: then fuddenly twifting 
voJL. III. K his 
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his hand in her hair, he. dr^w ;his fabre, and 
at one blow cut oflr her head. " Thus,'* faid. 
he fiercely, " your Emperor treats love.*' 



SCANDERliEG. 



The hiftory of this great Prince exhibits a 
ftriking inftance of the folly of an attempt to in^ 
vade and gain poffeffion of a country, .however 
fmall, 'when the ii^habitants of it are true to them- 
ielves, are well united, and have good Generals. 
Scanderbeg defended the country of Albania for 
many years againft the whole force of the 
Ottoman Empire under Amiirath arid- Mahomet 
the Second; the latter of whom was glad. to 
make a peace with him, which, took plac6 In. 
1461, after a war of eleven ye^rs. " "' 

Scanderbeg was a man of great ftrength, anrf 
mowed down whole legions wirh his fcymBtar; 
WJiait peace was concluded between hdrnf tod • 
Mahomet, ihe Turkifli Emperor requested hiitii' 
as a favour, to fend him his fcymetar. With thiS" 
defire Scanderbeg complied. The Emperor foon 
returned the inftrument, which had done^ro 
• much execution in the hands of the Alban&ii' 
herb ; adding, ^^ that though he had f^t hint h»^* 

" fcymetar. 
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*« Cyihetar, he had not fent him the arm which 
« wielded it." 

I M^omet, on hearing of the death of Scan- 

derbeg, exclaimed in a tranfport of joy, " What 
** can now prevent me from completing the 
«« deftruftion of the Ghriftians? They have

peror, the latter aiifwered^'that he Was too weak 
to fupport fo great a burden. The fecond made 
nearly the fame anfwer. But when he put the 
queftion to young Kang Hi, who wis not quite 
feven years old, he replied, " Give me the 
*' Empire to govern, and we fliall fee how i 
" fhall acquit myfelf/' The Emperor wa^ 
much pleafed with this bold and fimple anfwer. 
** He is a boy of courage,*' faid Cham-Chi : 
♦* Let him be Emperor/' 

The pomp and the bufinefs'of the throne did , 
not interrupt the labours of Kang Hi. He ufed 
to tell his children, by way of making them ftudy, 
" I came to the throne at the age of eight years. 
** Tching and Lin, my two Miniflers, were my 
" mafters, and they made me apply myfelf. 
♦* ineeflantly to the ftudy of The King and the 
••* Annab of the Empire. Afterwards they taught 
** me eloquence and poetry. At feventeen year^ 
•* of ages my paflion for books made me get up 
*^ before day-break, and fit up irery late in the 
" night. I applied my mind fo much, that my 
^ health fuffered by it j but my fphere df know- 
" ledge was enlarged, and a great Empire cannot 
** be well governed unlefs the Monarch has a 
^ great fhare of knowledge."

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Some one reprefenting to this Prince, whawas 
defcended from the Tartar Kings that had con- 
quered China, that it was rather extraordinary he 
(hould entruft the care of his pferfon to fome 
Chinefe Eunuchs j he replied, " I fear the Tien 
** too nuich to be afraid of Eunuchs ; befide, 
<^ the Eunuchs make me watch ftria:Iy gver 
« myfelf/' 

A fhort time before he died, he fent for the 
Princes his fons, and thus addreffed them : " I 
** have diligently ftudied hiftory, and I have made 
** my refledtions upon every thing that has hap- 
" pened in my i:^ign. I have obferved, that all 
" thofe who are defirous to do mifchief to others 
** died miferably ; that thofe who had no feeling, 
** met with perfons more cruel than themfelves; 
" and that even foldiers who were fanguinary 
" without neceffity, did not die a natural death. 
** The Tien revenges one man by another, and he 
'^ often makes him that has prepared the poifon 
" drink it himfelf. I am now feventy-two years 
** of age ; I have feen the fourth, and even the 
"fifth generations of many families. I have 
" conftantly obferved happinefs, peace^ and 
" wealth, perpetuate themfelves in thofe fami- 
" Ues who love virtue. Poverty, calamity, reveffe 
** of fortune, and a thoufand accidents have b^efore 
'* my own eyes precipitated into nnifery, or de- 
K 3 ** ftroyed, 
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^' ftroyed, thofe families ihat had enriched tfaein« 
" felves by injuftice, and who were prone to 
*' revenge, and delivered up to diforder. I have 
*' concluded then from all that I have feen, that 
<* the courfe of events h juft. Thofe who ad 
<' uprightly gather the pleafant fruits of their 
<' good conduft, and thofe who a^ vicioufly re- 
** ceive their puniflimeht even in this world/* 

His penetration of mind, his great knowledge, 
the majefty of his appearance, his bravery, his 
jnagnificence, his indefatigable application to the 
bufinefs of his kingdom, procured B^ng Hi from 
his fubjefts the glorious appellation of *' the 
•' Father and Mother of his people/*

<« This Prince,'' fays Brotier, " was a man

Being one day afked who was the fitteft per^

Having been a&ed by the Prince Palatine, 
why, inftead of putting his enemies to death when 
he had them in his power, he treated them kind- 
ly, ^d loaded them with favours as if they had 
been his friends ; " Thofe enemies that are dead/* 
replied he, *' can do no more hurt.

** reafon to fay that living enemies ought to 
^« be deftroyed ♦• This is precifely what I do :

Many articles of acculatloii were brought 

Egainft John llufs in the Council of Cbnilance ; 

to all of which be was ordered to anfwer at oiici^« 

He remonftrated, that it would be impoffible for 

him to remember every accufation, and much 

more fo to anfwer them all together. He was; 

ordered to be filenced immediately, by the officer^ 

who attended. He then lifted up bis bands to 

Heaven, and begged the Prelates to let Jiim 

juftifyhimielf in his own manner; ^' after which," 

faid he, " you may do with me as you pleafe.*' 

But the Prelates p^rfiftihg in their refufal,Jiefeil 

upon bi$ jknees, a'l^d lifting up bis bands and eyes 

to Heaven, recommended his caufe to the Sovcr 

reign Judge of the world, in a prayer which he 

pronounced with a loud voice. 

This intrepid Reforn^er was executed^ in vx6«. 
tatJoii of tbe fafe-conduft which the !Emperor 

Sigifmund 
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Sigififtttfld * had^ fiverfi hftn. The EmperoJr 
Charles thd Fifth behaf ed more nobly on a fimi* 
lat occafion than' his predeceffor. He. was re* 
4uefted by Eccius, and fome others to feize 
tlponltbe perfon of Martiti Luther, to whom 
he had likcwife given a fafe^conduft to attend 
the Diet at Worms. Charles refiifed, and gave 
as a reafon, that he would not r^femble Sigifmund, 
who, when he had done what they had defired him 
to do, eould never afterwards bear to look a man 
in the face. 

The Council of Conftance pafled a decree in 

the iame year in which John Hufs was burned 

(141 5), to declare that every fafe-conduft granted 

By the Emperor, Kings, &c. to heretics, or to 

perfons accufed of herefy, in hopes of reclaiming 

them, ought not to be of any prejudice to the 

Calhdic faith, nor to the ecclefiaftical jurifdic* 

tibn-, nor prevent fuch perfons fi'om being ex* 

amiiied, judged, and puniflied, (according as juf- 

fice fhall require,) if thefe heretics reftife to 

revoke their errors, even though they fliould be 

arrived at the place where they are to be judged 

only upon the faith of the fafe-conduft, without 

* This violation of fi^ith in Sigifmund appears the more 
fsxtraordinary, as one of his favourite maxims v^ras, That 
whoever pardons an enemy, lofes his enemy and procures a 
friend.

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which they would not have come. there: and 
the perfon who fliall have promifed them this 
lecurity, fhall not in this cafe be obliged to keep 
Iiis promife, by whatft)ever tic lie may be en.- 
gaged, becaiife he has don? all th^t is in his power 
to do. ^ 

Another decree was likewife paifed in the fam^ 
Council, which is, according tp L'Enfant, not 
in the printed Afts, but in MS. in the Imperial 
iibrary at Vienna, which declares th^t ^e^Em* 
' peror did with regard to John Hufs, what he 
tnight and ought to have done notwithflanding 
his fafe^condud given to him, and forbids all the 
faithful to fpeak ill either of tl?e Emperor or 
of the Council Yefpefting what pafl^4 relative 
to John Hufs, * 

A prc^hecy of Hufs is recorded, which h? pro- 
nounced to his barbarous judges : " You are 
" now going to roaft a Goofe (Hus being 
^* German for a goofe) ; but in a hundred years 
. *^ a Swan (Luther in the fame Jai^guage %nify- 
♦• mg a Swan) will come whom you ihall not be 
^« Jlbl^ to deftroy." 
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MAXIMILIAN THE FIRST, 

£MP£%OR OS GEEM4NT,

Maximilian failed in general in all his projeSi 
for want of money. This procured him the title 
of « Pocodenarioy'^ or Lack-moneyt 

Amdngft his other projefts, this Emperor had 
that of becroming Pope. The following letter ^ 
his daughter, the Archduchefs of Flanders, pr<- 
ferved by Godefroi, will fhew upon what good 
grounds his projeft refted ;

His hatred to ihe French Nation wasifo great 
thatt hk always carified about with him, a book, 
liAiA-'hexaffled !his LivreRouge^ or- Red Book, 
ki wbidh were infcribed the mjuries he had r^ 
^ved from'that formidable Nation. T^e foufid- 
ation of the Houfe of Aufttia was bud by this 
Eti^eror wh^ he married the Henfffs of the 
Houfe of Burgundy. His fon PhiKp married the 
heirefs of the Spanifti Monarchy. This occa- 
fioncd the fbllowing diftich :

Luther in his •* Table-Talk" fays, «THd 
« famous Albert Durer declared that he took no 
" delight in tliofe piftures that were painted 
*^ with many Colour^." " Evisn fo," adds Rofier^ 
** I take delight in thofe fermons that are plain 
*^ and fimplej fo' that they may be undcrftood 
*^ by the common mian/* ^' No name in paint- ' 
" ing/* fays Wagenfeil, *' is more illuftriou^ 
«^ than that of Albert f)urer, whofe merit in 
** his art prevailed upon fotoe Italians to J)ut his 
«* name under thdr works that they might fell 
« better, ft Is certain, that Michael Arigelo 
•* burnt or broke in pieces as many of Durer's 
*^ piftures and bronzes as he could poffibly lay 
«' his hands upon/* Durer's celebrated " Me- 
** lanchol^' had perhaps made him jealous of 
that great Artift. 

" It fhould be obferved to Durer*s honour,'* 
fays Dr. Jortin in his Life of Erafmus, ** that he 
** never once proftituted his art by employing it 
*^ upon obfcene fubjefts.** 

The Emperor Maximilian was exti^mely fond 
of Albert Durer, and affigned him a coat of 
arms in honour of .his fkill in his art. He faid 

one 
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one day to a NoUeman who had complained of 
a-difpute he liad with this great Painter, ** I can 
** very eafily make a peafant a Nobleman, but I 
*^ cannot with all my power change an ignorant 
^' man into a man of genius and )cnx)^ledge like 
« Albert Durer/'

*' From hence the King (Henry the Eighth) 
'^ condufted him to Greenwich, where the Queen 
*^ Catharine, his aunt, with much joy attended 
'^ him. Here again, the King, riding i^ great 
^^ pomp through London, conduced him to his 
*^ lodgings at Blackfriars : his train being placed 
*' in the new beautiful palace of Bridewell. To 
" relate the jufts and fplemnities on this occafion, 
^^ or to tell how often Dukes, Earls, and Lords 
*< gave water to the Cardinal at an high Mafs at 
• *^ St. Paul's, (where the Princes were on the 
. *^ Sunday,) is not my intention. Only, for tfce 
" rarity, I cannot omit, that on June. 19, the

*« Emperor wearing the robes of the Order, and 
** fitting in his ftall at Wihdfbr, accompanied 
" the other Knights in all the ceremonies and 
** rites ufual at that time; which being done, 
*^ both, he and the Emperor received the Sacra- 
" ment together, and fwwe upon the Holy 
" Evangelifts to obferve the league * concluded 
•* between them* 

^^ Charles having difpatched his bufinefs in 
** England, and commanded his fleet, confiding 
•' of 1 80 fjsul, to meet him at Southampton, is 
" accompanied by our King td Winchefter." 

Soon after his abdication, he defired Fa- 
ther Johanne de Regla to be his Confeffor. 
The good Fathet fome time refufed. Charles 
faid to him, ** Holy Father, do not be alarmed 
" at having the care of the confdence of an 
" Emperor, which, for this laft yeftr paft, five 
" Doftors of canon law and of divinity ./have 
" undertaken to relieve.'* 

* " One of the Articles of the Treaty is curious : it 
** ordains, that both Princes ajxpearing before the Cardinal 
•• of York as Judge, in what place he fhould chufe,'{ha]l

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In his retirement at St. Jufte» M amufed him- 
ielf with making colle&ions of clocks and 
watches, and in obferying their diSbrent motions ^ 
and ufed to obferve with a figh, how iU ^ had 
Ipeat his time in endeavouring to maike all men 
think alike in religions matters, when he had 
never been able to make two watches go per^ 
feftly together. 

His habit of tea^zing mankind ftill appeared tg 
have followed him into the Convent. He was 
once extremely felicitous to awake a young 
Monk to go to matins at a, very early hour j the 
Monk, fcarcely roufed by all his efforts, faid to 
hipa with fpme fpleep, " Is it not. enough for 
^* your Majefty to have difturbed the peace of 
^^ the univerfe, but muft you alfp bres^k in upon 
" the. repofe of a poor infignificant Monk ?*' 
One may apply to Charles what fome perfon faid 
to Catherine de Mediajs, when ihe talked of re- 
tiring from the noife apd buille of the world, 
^^ That, Madiim, I think you will never do c 
*' le repos ejl le plus gr^nd enrfmi de voire vie***, 

According to St. Real, the Emperor was applied 
CO by two women of feihion, at Bruffels, to fettle 
fhe point of precedency between them, the difpute 
rejtpe&mg which had been carried to fuch a height, 
that the ladies had given each othef v^ry hard 
M 3 words.

words, and their fervants had come to blows before 
the portico of the church of St. Gudule in that 
city. Charles, after afFefting to hear with a moft 
minute attention what each lady had to fay in 
favour of her own rank, decided that the greateit 
fimpleton of the two fhould have the pas. In 
confequence of this judgment, whenever the ladies 
met, they were prodigioufly civil to each other, and 
were peculiarly anxious to give to each other that 
precedence which each had arrogated to herfelf. 

As the Emperor was one day fitting to Titian; 
the painter's pencil fell out of his hands. Charles 
gracioufly picked it up, and faid very courte^t 
oufly to Titian, who was making his apologies, 
*^ The pencil of Apelles well deferves to be picked 
^' up by Cscfar/* 

Roger Afcham, in a letter dated Augfburgh, 
^o Jan. 1551, thus defcribes the Emperor: " I 
" have feen the Emperor twice ; firft, fick in his 
*' Privy Chamber, at our firft coming, He looked 
*^ fomewhat like the Parfon of ,JEparftone, He 
" had on a gown of black tafFety, and a furred 
^^ night-cap .on his head, Dutchrlike, having a 
*^ feam over the crown, like a ball of worfted, I 
♦* ftood haa'd by the Emperor's table. He had 
*' four courfes. He had fod beef, roaft mutton, 
«« bfiked hare, Th^fe be no fervice in England, 
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^^ The Emperour hath a good face, a conftant 
" look. He fed well qf a capon. I have had a 
" better from .mine hoftefs Barnes many times in 
" my chamber. He and Ferdinando* eat together 
** very handfomely, carving themfelves where 
" they lift, without any curiofity. The Emperour 
*' drank the beft that I ever faw. He had his 
** head in the glafs five times as long as any of 
*^ us, and never drank lefs than a good quart at 
^* once of Rhenifli wine. His Chapel fung 
** wonderfully cunningly all the dinner-while." 

Ponz thus defcribes the Convent into which 
Charles retired : 

" The Convent and Church of Jufte are 
^^ particularly magnificent, and rendered ftill 
** more fo by containing the remains of Charles 
'* the Fifth. 

" The great Altar confifts of four columns of 
^^ the Corinthian order, in the middle of which is 
*' a pidure, a copy of the celebrated pifture 
*' known by the name of Titian's Glory, the 
" original of which is to be feen at this day in 
** the Efcurial. This pifture was painted by 
** order of Charles, and placed over the effigy on 
*' his tomb. In the periftyle of the altar are to

'^ be feen the Imperial arms, placed there, it U 
« fuppofed, by order of Philip the Third. The 
^^ altar was made under the diredion of Juan

** placed about it, reprefenting Prudence, Juftice, 
** Fortitude, and Temper^ce. 

*^ In a cavity beneath the altar is placed a cafe 
*^ of wood, in which was depofited the coffin 
*' containing the body of the Emperor before it 
*' was conveyed to the Efcurial. The archite&ure 
*' and decorations of the altar, with the relicks 
** placed about it, are in good ftyle, but there ire 
*^ fome defe£live appendages which are of modem 
^* introduftion, 

*^ The architefture of the Convent and of the 
*' principal cloyfters of Jufte is of tolerable workr 
" manfhipj the Gothic ftyle, however, is ob-^ 
" ferved in one of the lefler cloyfters^ which 
'^ fhew the original ftate of its architefture. 

*' Near this houfe are the five apartments which 
*' ferved for the manfion of the Emperor. I be- 
** lieye they were but five in number, and furely 
** five apartments could not excite the envy of thp 
«' thoft Stoical Philofopher. What nqble^^<^ 
*' fleftions, what fublime harangues have been 
•' excited by the memory of this great Prince !

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f^ who Yoluntanly reKtiquiiked and abdicated 
** from one of the greateft and moft glorious 
^f Empires in the uitiverfetoward the endof liis 
^^ days, which happened on the aift of Septem^ 
^* her 1558, 

*' On the outfide of the Convent his arm^ ar^ 
f * fcen, and beneath are thefe words : 

^^ In this holy houfe dedicated to St. Jerome 
f* the Juft, retired and finiflied his life, enjoying 
** all the comforts of our holy religion, the Era* 
f^ peror Charles the Fifth, the Defendier of the 
<^ Faith and the Preferver of Juftice, the Moft 
*« Chriftian and Invincible Kmg of Spain, whq 
a died the 21ft of September 1558?* 

Charles, while he was in poffeflion of hi5. rggal 
dignity, thought fo flightingly xrf itj, that ^vhen one 
day, in palling through a village jn Sp^n^he,met 
a peafant who was dreft with a tin crown ypton^his 
head, and a fpit in his hand for a truncheon, as the 
Eafter King, (according to the cuftcan of that 
great feftival m Spain,) who told the. Emperor 
that he fhould take off his hat to him : " My 
*^ good friend," replied the Prince^ "I wilhypu 
^* joy of your new office j you will find it a v^ry 
f * trpublefome one, I can affure you." 
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GUILLAUME DE CROY, SEIGNEUR DE 
CHEVRES. 

This Flemlfli Nobleman, who, from his fa- 
gacity, his knowledge, and his temper, was called 
Le Sage^ or the Prudent, was made Governor to 
the Emperor Charles the Fifth when he was very 
young, and managed his education with great fkill 
and dexterity. De Croy was peculiarly anxious 
that his royal pupil fhould be well acquainted with 
hiftory, (a very neceffary ftudy for Princes and 
Minifters!) and though he cntrufted the other 
branches of his education to other per&ns, as 
Doftor Adrian, who was afterwards the Pope of 
that name, he read hiftory himfelf with his pupil, 
and ufed to draw him on to make obfervations 
upon 'what he found in that great volume of human 
nature. He particularly direfted his attention to 
the hiftory of his own country and of his own 
anceftors, and ufed to lead his Royal Scholar to 
make obfervations upon their condufl:, and upon 
the confequences of it no lefs to themfelves than 
to their country,. 

Charles was a youth. of a very aftive difpofifion, 
and was almoft always in motion. His father,- 
the Emperor Maximilian, was very anxious to 

have

have his portrait to pnt up in the Gallery of 
Vienna. The young Prince being an extremely 
impatient fitter to the painters, no good likeneft 
was taken of him : at laft De Croy thought of 
this expedient :-r-As foon as Charles was fiiirly 
Teated, and- the painter had begun his work, he 
caufed the chair to be furrounded by four men 
with naked fwords, the points aimed at the breaft 
of the Prince, till the painter had fucceedcd 
to his wiih. 

By way of accuftoming Charles to bufinefs, 
Pe Croy accompanied him to CoUncil, and ufed 
to call upon him for his opinion upon matters that 
were there agitated. Charles thus educated came 
to the Imperial dignity fufflciently well acquainted 
with the fubjefts over whom he was to reign,* 
and whofe well-being perhaps but too much de-- 
pends upon the ignorance or wifdom of the Prince 
who governs them, 

De Croy was blamed by fome of his contempo* 
raries for not having had his pupil fufficieiitly in^ 
ftruftedin the Latin language. This imputation 
would feem to be ill founded, as it is well known 
that Sleidan upon the Four Monarchies in Latin 
was a Work which Charles ^-ead very much ; and 
th^t in his retirement in the Monaftery of St. Jufte, 

St.Ber^ 
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St. Bernard^ one of the Latin Fathers, was aUb a 
iavourite book with him* A curioufi account 
of the education of this Prince is to be met with in 
a very elegant little work written by Varillas, and 
intitled, ** La Pratique de P Education des Princes^ 
^* par M. Varillas.'* Paris, 1684, 4to.

The Life of this extraordinary perfon has been 
compiled by two French Writers of elegance ; 
the celebrated Flechier, and M. Marfolier. The 
firft has chiefly regarded him as a faint, the other 
«is a politician* He indeed tinited both charadiers 
in himfelt Under the purple robe of tbi^ Car- 
dinal he wore his old habit erf" the Order of St. 
Francis with a hair fhirt, and in the midft of all 
his minifterial fplendour contented himfelf with 
a bed of ftraw and one frugal meal. Nor had 
the eflabliihments he formed for his country lefs of 
purity of intention than of acutenefs of defign* 
He began his fplendid career of life as Coji- 
feffor to Queen Ifabella of Spain, and wai? foon 
afterwards appointed Reformer-General of the 
Religious Orders of Spain } a fituation for whicli

his^wti habits of felf-denial, and the inflexibility 

of his charafter, eminently fuJted him*. 

..... . ^ 

Soon after his appointment to be Prime Mi- 
nifter of Spain, the troops revolted for want of 
^ay ; and as Ximenes was haranguing them in 
hopes to bring them to a better difpofition of 
mind, one of the foldiers cried out, *^ Give us 
" our pay, and no more fpeeches." Ximenes, 
without the lead emotion, turning to the place 
from whence the voice came, found out the 
fpeaker, had him hung upon the fpot, and then 
went on with* his harangue. 

Ximenes difgufted the Nobility of Spain more 
perhaps by his fpeeches than by his adlions. 
f* With my girdle of St. Francis," he ufed to fay, 
*< I wffl bring every great man to his duty ; and 
*^ with my fandals I will ftamp upon the infolence 
** 6f the Nobility." The Grandees murmured 
openly againft his power ; and a party of them 

♦!T1^ Gettcral of the CordeUers came from Rome o»^ 
l^wrppfie tp confer with Ifkbella on the fubjed: of the re- 
form of his Order, and to give her an ill imprefllon of 
Ximenes. He behaved to the Queen in-, fo infolent a 
manner, lihat fhe found herfelf under the neceflity to fay 
tjpi biiki^ *^ Jiec9flifcA» Sir* who you are, and to whom yoa 
¥ :^^k,'*-r" Yc8^ Madam/' replied the infolent Monk, 
** I know that I am fpeaking to Ifabella, Queen of Spain», 
*^ whO| like myfelf, ia merely dull and aihes,**

vmted upon him one day at his palace to know by 
what right he governed the kingdom. ** By 
*^ virtue of the power that was given to me 
*' by the will of my late Sovereign Ferdinand, 
** and which has been confirmed to me by his 
« fucceffor Charles the Fifth/'—" But Ferdi- 
** nand/' retorted they, " being only the admi- 
*^ niftrator of the kingdom, had not the power of 
** appointing a Regent. The Queen alone has 
'" that power.'* — " Well, then,'*^ faid Xamenes, 
retreating with them into a balcony, from whence 
a battery of cannon was difcovered, which was at 
that moment thundering a moft furious difchargC) 
** behold the power with which I have governed^ 
** and with which I intend to govern j'* arid on 
the inftant every complaint ceafed. 

He ufed occafionaUy to fay, " When a man is 

" in power, and has nothing to reproach himfelf 

• ** with, the wifeft way is to permit the people to 

** enjoy the wretched coniblation of avcngfflg 

" their wrongs by their fpeeches*.'* 

At the fiege of Oran in Africa, the Cardinal 
himfelf led the Spaniih troops to the breach, 

* The late King of Prulfia being a0ced one day, why he 
permitted fo many libels to be printed againft him^ faid, 
** Myfelf and my fubjefis are come to a compolition : I do 
« as I pleafc, and they write as they plcafe." 

7 mounted 
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mounted on a charger, dreffed in his pontifical 
robes, and preceded by a monk on horfeback, who 
bore his archiepifcopal crofs. *' Gp on, go on, 
'* my children,*' exclaimed he to the foldiers; 
<* I am at your head. A Prieft fhould think it • 
*' an honour to expofe his life for his religion. 
*^ I have an example in my predeceffors in the 
^^ archbifhoprick of Toledo. Go on to viftory.*' 
When his viftoriotis troops took poffeffion of 
the town, *' Not unto us, not unto us, O 
«^ Lord !'* exclaimed he, *^ but unto thy name be 
*^ the praife and the power given." He burft 
into tears on feeing the number of the dead that 
were lying on the ground, and was heard to fay 
to himfelf, ** They were indeed infidels, but they 
** might have become Chriftians! By their 
*' death, they have deprived me of the principal 
*« advantage of the viftory we have gsdned over 
" them.*' 

Ximcnes died in 1 5 1 7, at the age of eighty-two, 
of chagrin at being removed from the dignity of 
Prime Minifter by Charles the Fifth, who, being 
bom in Flanders, was defirous that a native of 
that country fhould poffefs it. 

The Cardinal on his death-bed, and on the 
point of receiving the lafl facraments, declared, 
^ I have no caufe to afflift myfelf that I have ever

Ximenes had the fingular matit of permitting 
the citizens of the different towns in Spain to 
bear arms in the fervice of their country. This 
regulation correded in fome degree the infolence 
of the Nobility, and faved from the horrors of 
war the peafan^s and the cultivators of ^td. . He 
inftituted an eftablifliment, from which that of 
St. Cyr was imitated by Madame de Maffltenon, 
for the education and fupport of the daughterft^f 
the indigent Kobility. He gave away immenfe 
fums in alms ; and indeed, his whole views feem 
to have been directed to the good of that peo- 
ple whpm he governed. He firft caiifed to be 
publiflied an editic^ of the Polyglot BiUe m 
four languages, which has fince ferved sis a

Tii£ vanity of mankind often makes tbem 
imagine that they poffefs fomething peculiar ta 
themfelves, and unknown to other lefs favqured 
mortals. Lord Herbert af ' Cherbury fancied 
that the emanations of his body were highly per- 
fumed. The celebrated fculptor Cellini fuppofed 
that he had about his perfon an irradiatian of a 
▼cry extraordinary kind: 

" From' the very moment,^ faya he, ia the 
very e;itertaining Life written; by himfelf, " that 
*' I beheld this phenomenon,, (a dream which he 
" fuppofed to be fomething fupernatural,) there

" light over my head) which has difplayed itfelf

** noon, and it appears to the greatefl advantage

WiA foirie other of the principal citizens of Flo- 
rence, confpired againft the tyranny of the Hbufe 
of Medicis. He was taken prifoner in the at- 
tempt, and put to the torture to difcover his ac- 
complices. He borp the pains of the rack with 
great fortitude, nor could his enemies extort 
from him the fmalleft word that could inculpate 
any of his fr fends. On being threatened a fecond 
Jim& with the torture, h? refolved to deftroy him- 
ife^f ; and haying difcovered in the<:omer of the 
dungeon in which he w^s confined, a fwor4 thjit 
one of the foldiers who guarded the prifon had 
left there through careleffnefs, he drew blood 
from himfelf with it, and wrote upon the walk of 
his cell, from Virgil,

.exerted his eloquence with great humanity and 
bravery; and, jSnding his argvments had no 
weight with the brutal Spam'ards, he took the 
nobjie refolution to ^return to Spain, to plead the 
caufe of lt|s innocent and ill-treated flock before 
die. Emjperor Charles the Fifth in perfon. He 
performed this kind office with fuch good effedl,, 
fhat the Emperor, overcome by the forcible. rer 
prefent^ions he made, and the powerful piftures.

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Tor appointed his Confeffor, Dominico Sote, to 
arbitrate between thefe diffei^ttit rept-efentatioM, 
and ta give him his opinion in writing ; but on 
this it does not appear that Charles ever d<*- 
cided. The Indians were ftill oppreffed. The 
good Bifliop^ after having made himfeif r^fpefted 
an America by his virtues and his zeal for thie 
ifictcrefts.of.thofc who were committed to hi$ care 
for thirty years, returned in 1551 to Spain, in 
his zeal to ferve the Americans, he appears to 
have laid afide his notions of humanity refpefting 
the Negroes, whom he wifhed to have enflaved 
and employed in the Spanifli Colonies ia the 
Weft Indies, inftead of the Americans ; fo apt 
are: the beft minds t(^be prejudiced, when they 
attend merely to one part of a fubjeft. 

Las Cafas.died at the age of ninety-^wo, 
in Spain, having refigned his Bifhopric, and 
having made in Peru feveral eftabliihments for 
Jus Order, that of St. Dominic. The Biftop 

-'wrote a treatife in Latin, now very fcarce, on 
this Angular queftion, which would in his time 
perhaps have fufFered difcuflion : " If Sovereigns 

^^^ can m confdence, by any right, alienate from 
** tfie dominion of their crown their citizens and 
*< their fubjefls, and put them under the power 
f * of any private Lord ?'*

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Contemporary writers mention the ezceffiTe 
and unneceilary cruelty of the Spaniards to die 
Indians, in a manner not lefs to be fufpeded of 
/exaggeration, .than that of the good Bifhop 6f 
Chiapa, had tbeykxot been cf^vntose&s of them. 
Peter Martyr relates, that it was a praiQice fre^ 
quent amongft the Spaniards at Hiipaniola, to 
ff^urder the natiyes of that liland out of pur? 
fport, as if to ke^ their hands in^^ 

. And even Orvieta adds, that jai 1553, only 
forty-three years pofterior to the difcovery ^ 
Hifpaniola, and when himfelf was on the ^>or, 
fhert were not left alive in that ifland five hunr 
dred of the original Natives old and young j.fn' 
he adds, that all the other Indians at that dttie 
there had been forced or decoyed into flarery 
from the neighbourkg Iflands^ *^ Las Cafes,*^ 
fays Mr. Edwards, " it is true, when he fpeak» 
*' of numbers in the grofs, certainly overrates the 
" original inhabitants ; but it does not af^estr that 
" he meant to deceive ; nor is there juft rejlbn 
*' to fufpeft his veracity whep hp treats of matt^ 
*', fufceptible of precifion, more -efpecially in 
^^ drcuiyftances of which he dechares himfelf to 
♦* have be€» an eye-witnefs/' 
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JOHN OF LEYDEN, 

whofe real name -was Becold, and" who was it 
taylor, affociated hirafetf with, a baker of « the 
name of Mathefon^ and they became, fer 153^4, 
the heads of the fefl: of the Anabaptifts of (Ger- 
many. The baker changed his name to thEtt? of 
Mofes, and dilpatched twelve of his followers, 
whom he called his Twelve Apoftles, to eftablifh 
a New Jerufalem. They fdzed upon the cify of 
Munfter,' in which they exercifed the moft ^tto^ 
cious outrages and cruelties* The' Magiftrat^ 
however, in. hiaking foiiie overtures to theilfi^ 
killed Mathefon, and John of Leyden became thfe 
fcde Chief of the affociation, which he fooh made 
^monarchical one, and put down the aufhority 5f 
the Twelve Apoflles. In confequence of a fuppofei 
r^chrtipn one of bis foDowers had ftoni Heai 
V0n, he declared himfelf King John of Leyden ^ 
however, uniting in himfelf the charaders of 
Kiiig, Priefl, and Prophet, he eftablifhed polyga- 
my j* and took to himklf fewnteen wives. ^ Th6 
Dfiw King's infignia were a Bible carried bfl"6n6 
fide of him, and on die other a fword* He had! 
a throne ereded for him in the middle of the 
market-place,- where he ufed to hear and decide 
caufes. He gave occafionally civic fealls and en- 
tertainments in common, like thofe of the Spar- 
tans, 
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tans, in which the Ejng, and the Queen^ and the 
great Officers of the Crown, waited upon the 
populace, Thefe common repafts were fucceeded 
by civic dances, after wjbich the JVJonarch mount- 
ed his throne and made a fpeech. One of his 
cdifts ends thus : " Let, then, every one learn 
f* bis duty, ^d; let one and all obf/srve our 
*' kws; tranfgreffors fliall be moft feve;rely 
" punifhed/' 

During the fiege of Munfter by its Biihop and 
the neighbouring Princes, one of King Becold*s 
vive^, ihe who alone had the name of Queen, 
haying ventured %o make fome remonftrances to 
the Sovereign upon, the wretched fituation of 
many of his poor befieged fubjefts, who were 
dying of hunger while their Sovereign was 
^bund?intly fupplied with every thing, he ordered 
her head to be cut off, and made his followers 
fing and dance round her bleeding body. Be- 
jjpld's reign, did not, however, laft long* IJi^ 
city was taken by ftorm in 1536, and hinifelf 
inade prifoner, and carried about in a cage froip 
town to town for fome time, as a warning and an 
^synple to others. 

He was executed at laft under the moft^ ex- 
cruciating tortures, in the midft of that city 
which had been the fcene of his villanies and 
atrocities.

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After his defeat at Pruth, Peter (hut himleif 
tip in his tenty and forbad any one under pain of 
death to ap^oach hin^ Cathcrinevhowever^ven^ 
tured to difobey his orders, and brought to him the 
heads of a treaty between him and the enemy. She 
prevailed upon him to figa it, and he ever after-* 
wards with gratitude owned that he owed his life 
and honour,, and the fafety of his empire^ to the 
exisrtions of his illuflrious Confort. 

Peter fent many young men to travel into 
foreign countries, for their improvement in bn« 
guages and in arts. If they returned without 
having made the progrefs that might naturally 
have been expeded from them, he put them inta 
the menial ofSces of his pakce, as fcuUiens, 
fire-lighters, &c. and occafionaliy made buffoons 
of them, in revenge for their idlendk and.negjed 
in not well employing the talents committed to 
their care. 

He vifited France in 1717; and on quitting 
that country, in which he had been treated with 
the greateft attention and refpefl, oblerved with 
apparent regret, that it was haftening toward its 
ruin by the extreme luxury which prevailed in it 

This energetic Monarch took all the pains and 
ufed all the means poilible to become intimately^ 
. . 7 acquainted 
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kc^fttsdntcd vnth cviery thing proper for sL man 
wha ruled « great stnS uncivilized Empire to 
kfK>w» He'fentc^ed himfetf into the detail of all 
the artfc mfefiil'to mwddnd; That of ihip-build^ 
iiig feems to have beeii his favourite ftudy. To 
adquirek knovrfcdge ifi this very ufefiil art for a 
great and cominercial Empire^' he worked as a 
tcwntilon fliip-tarjienter in the docks of Amfter- 
dam, and came over to England, where he was 
received with great kindnefs and hofpitality by 
WiHiam the Third, who procured for his reli- 
dence the'hodfe of Mr. John Evelyn, the learned 
and ingenious author of " Sylva," called Say*^ 
Court*, near the yard of Deptford, and appointed 
the Duke of Leeds to attend him. One day, 
after he had vifited the magnificent Hofpital of 
Greenwich, he went to St. James's Palace to dine 
with King William : that Prince alked him how 
he liked Greenwich Hofpital ? " Ej^tteniely well, 
** Sir,'* replied the Czar j " and if I were per^ 
«« mitted to advife your Majefty, I ihould re- 
^^cDmmefid to you to remove your Court 
*i.Aither,",and''convert your palace into an hof- 
«l:.pkaL" Peter expreffed great fatisfaftbn to- 

♦ QajttContt was famous for the cxtremdy thick and ; 
high holly hedges that were in the gardens. There is a 
ti^dition in the family, that Peter ufed occafionally to have 
h&fclf'tirUrtdlfcd' thr«lugh them in 2f wheel-barrow.

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King William on the general appearance of hi« 
metropolis. " But Sir," faid he, •* I am above 
^* all things pleafed with the fimplicity, meek-

mentioned to the Englilh Noblemen and Gentle- 
men who attended him, that he pui-pofed to 
make a fecond journey to England, as he found 
in that country fo great a number of infttudive 
objefts* 

In his Majefty^s old Library in the Green 
Park there is a portrait of this great Prince by 
Sir Godfrey Kneller ; it correfponds exaftly to 
the following defcription of Peter^s perfon, as 
given by that inftruftive traveller, Mr* Bell, of 
Auchtermony: *^ His Majefty^s perfon was 
*' graceftil, tall, and well madej he was very 
« phm in his apparel j he generally wore an 
** Englifh drab-coloured frock, never appearing 
^^ in a drefs-fuit of cloaths, unlefs &a great 
*' feftivals and hoKdays, on which occafions hd 
^ was fometimes drefled in laced cloath% of which 
•* fort he was not owner of above three t)r four 
*^ fuit^. When he was dreffed he wore tl^e 
^ Order of St. Andrew ; at other times'he'h^cj 
'" no badge or mark of any Order on h^ perfoz}*

*^ his Majefty, and drove him* He rofe even in 
*' the wintef'^time before four o'clock, and was 
*' often in his cabinet by three, when two private - 
'^' fecretaries and certain clerks were in conftant 
** attendance*** 

Peter feems to have loved his fubjefts with the 
attention of a friend, as well as with the affeaioA 
of a father. He was anxious for their pleafure 
and amufement, as well as for their improvement* 
He C2une one day to the Gardens of Peterfburgh, 
called Catherine's Gardens, in honour of the 
Emprefs, whidh he had laid out himfelf, and oh 
finding no perfon walking in them, he afked the 
teafon ; one of the centinels anfwered, " Sire, it is 
" becaufe we have fuffered no one to enter.'*—. 
-•* And pray, blockhead," replied the Czar, 
angrily, ^ what wife-acre has given you thefe 
•* orders?** — " Our Officers, Sire," returned the 
centineL " What a pack of fools !" faid the 
inunificent Emperor ; '* could thefe people ima* 
'^ ,gine that I fiad made fo vaft a walk, and at fo 
*** 'miich expence too, for myfelf alone, and not 
^* for the advantage bf the public ?" The Czar^ 
on* being invited by one of his Nobles to a 
Ihuhting^ party, which was to terminate with the 
o a hunting 
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hunting of the wild boar, replied, "Hunt, Sir, 
" as much as you pleafe, and make war on wil4 
<* beafts ; for my part, I cannot amufe myfelf in 
" that manner whilft I have enemies to encounter 
«V abroad, and refraftory fubjefts to bring into 
" order at home.*' 

Peter the Great knew no. game of cards 
except a common Dutch game, at which he 
played occafionally amongft his Officers military 
and naval ; and he reftrifted the ftake to a finall 
fum, and made an edift, which declared that he 
who loft more than that fum was under no 
obligation to pay. Of perfons who were fond 
of gaming this great man ufed to fay, that they 
had no tafte for any thing ufeful, and that they 
devoted their time and talents to the purpofcs 
of grofs avarice. 

The Czar, when he retired to reft, was m 
general completely fatigued with the toils of the 
day, and gave ftrift orders that he ihould never 
be awaked unlefs in cafe of fire. When any 
accident of that kind happened, there was a 
ftanding order given to roufe him at the firft ap- 
pearance of it, and his .Majefty was frequently the 
firft perfon that aflifted at the fire> remaining 
there and giving the neceffary orders until thfc 
danger was over. Nearly the laft aft of this 

great 
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great Monarch's life was an effort to fave the 
• Kv€$ of fome of his fubjefts. In a very infirm 
ftat« of his health the Czar was in a boat vifiting 
feme works that were carrying on near - Petei'f- 
burgh ; he faw at fome diftance a veflel, full of 
foldiers and failors, in danger of perifhing ; the 
weather was cloudy, the fea rough, and tlie 
violence of the waves had already driven theircffel 
on a fand. The Czar immediately fetit a boat to 
their affiftance ; but, nptwithftanding the efforts 
of the'crew, thfey could not get the veflfel afloat. 
T|ie Emperor, a witnefs of tMs diftreffing fpec- 
tacle,'iand thiiiking that they did not exert them- 
felviqs fufEciently to fave their brethren from the 
fury of the waves, took the refolution of going 
himfelf to their affiftance, and finding that his 
boat could not advance to the fhore on account 
of the fand-bauksj he waded into the water up to 
his knees, and reached the boat that was aground.' 
The prefence and the example of the beneficent 
Spvereign made every one redouble his efforts j 
the boat was foon got off, and the perfons it con* 
tained were faved. The next day the Czar was 
taken wth a fhivering fit,^ which was followed 
with a return of his old diforder, a very horrid 
kiternal difeafe, of which he never recovered ; 
acute and unremitting pain indicated the ap^ 
prpaching death of this friend of his countr)', to 
c t .. 03 which 
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which he nefigmedhimfelf wHJi the mpft heiFofe 
firmnefs, two months after the exertion of one 
of the moft lieroic ads of benevo^ce that 
hiftory has ever confeGrate4 tp the ingmory aad 
admiratiop of mankind^ 

Th|e late. Jmprefs of .Ru%, in a letter to 
M. de Voltaire^ fay§, '^ I anj qiuch obliged to 
" , you :for your Hiftory of Peter th^ Gjeat. If> 
^' when you had begun your ^ork, I had. bcc3l 
" what I ^m ^ow, I would have feiit you fojne 
^' curious memoirs relative to him. One cannot 
*^ indeed fpeak top highly of the genius of. that 
^^ great mj^i. I am about to publifti fome ori^nal 
*^ letters of his, which I have been picking vnp 
^' every where. He has drawn his own ^arafter 
f * in them : tlje mpft excellent trait of his thara^«f 
" is, that in fpite of his violent paflion^j trut6(

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CATHERINE THE SECOND, ^ 

EMPRESS OF RUS3IA. ^ 

[1762 1796.] 

This great Princefs drew up herfelf th^ in- 
ftru£lioii8 for a new code of laws for her extenfive 
Empire. The tranflation of it into French was 
not permitted to be fold at Paris under the ancieh 
regime of that country. The two following 
featences would neceflarily caufe the prohibition : 

'^ Every Government fhould be fo oonftituted, 
" that one citizen fhould have no reafon to fear 
*' another citizen ; but that all men fliould fear 
** the Laws. 

" Laws ought only to prohibit thofe things 
•* that may caufe mifchief to the individual, or to 
** fociety in general.*' 

Catherine compofed two Comedies, of the 
dialogue of which Voltaire fpeaks well. The title 
of one of them is " The Impoftor ;" a ridicule 
upon the notions of animal magnetifm, the power 
of raifmg the dead, and the philofopher*s ftone, 
that have fo long and fo fhamefuUy prevailed in 
Europe. She appears to have read Ben Jonfon's 
04 *• Alchy.

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*• Alchymift :" the principal charafter of* The 
Impoftor IS called Califalkgerftan, The Ein« 
prefs bought the Houghton Colleftion of Pifturea 
for fomething above 35,000!., and had the merit 
of introducing into her country thofe excellent 
models in art, which fhoqld have been preferved 
for the ufe of thcftudents of. a celebrated Aca- 
demy of Painting in this kingdom, which, does 
not pgffeft one foreign pifturefor their imix-ation*,

This great General was certainly one of the 
Heroes of thelaft century— a century abounding 
in Heroes 5* hi&- courage, his force of mind, his 
integrity, and h?s piety, well entitling him to that 
dignified appelljition. 

^ In ong of his letters to Louis XIII. of France, 
who had written to him to exprefs his forrow at 
being told that he was dejeded on account of 
Wallenftein's fucceflTes in the field againft him, he 
fays, " I am not fo ill at my eafe as my enemies 
^^ wifh to give out. I have troops enough to 
*^ oppofe to them, and troops which will never 
" lofe their courage but with their life. We 
" fldrmilh together every day ; and I think that 
** Wallenftein begins now to experience what 
** troops well difciplined and courageous can do^ 
/^ efpecially when they fight for fo noble a caufe 
^^ as that of general liberty, and defend Kin^s and 

" Nations 
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*^ Nations who are groaning under the yoke df 
** tyranny and perfeclition/* 

When the town of Landfhut in Bavaria fur* 
rendered to him at difcretion, the principal inha- 
bitants of it fell down upon their knees before 
him, and pref^nted him with the keys of their 
^ town. " Rife, rife/' faid he; " it is your duty to 
** fall upon your knees to God, and not to fo 
*^ frail and feeble a mortal as I am/' 

Guftavus, differently from our modern Gene- 
rals, never engaged in any battle without firft 
praying at the head of the troops he was about to" 
lead toward the enemy, fomctimes with and forae- 
times without book. This done, he ufed to thun- 
der out in a ftrong and energetic manner fome 
Gemsari hymn or pfalm, in which he was foHowed 
irjr his whole army^ (The effeft of this ehaunt 
.■tt^ith thirty or forty thoufand voices in unifon was 
wonderful and terrrWe.) Immediately before the 
battle of Lutzen, fo fatal to himfelf, but fo honour- 
tible to his army, he vociferated the tranflatibh of 
-the forty^fixth pfalm, made by Luther when he 
«as a prifcmer in the fortrefs of Cobourg, which 
iegins "God is our ftrong caftle/* The trum- 
isetaiand drums immediately ftruck up, and were 
accompanied by the minifters and all the foldiersi 
in the army. To this fucceeded a hymn made by 
;/: Guftavus 
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^Puftavus:h!infelf, which began^ *^'My dear Ettlc 
*• army, fear nothings though thy- numerom ene- 
" mies have fworn thy ruin/* The word given 
by the King for that day was, ** God be with us/'

The Minifters,of Louis XHI. King of France 
were dcfirous to infert in a treaty between their 
Sovereign anci Guftavus, that the King of France 
had the King of Sweden under his protedion* 
Guftavus fpiritedly replied, ** I have no occafioa 
" for any protection but that of God, and I defira 
" nj> other* After God I acknowledge no fupe- 
**\rior, and I wi£h to owe the fuccefs of my arms 
" to my fwor4:and my good coJldud alone.** 

,:, I» a conference he had with the Miniftei' from 
cm. Couf t, Sir Henry Vane, whom he fuppofed 
to have b^en bribed by the Court of Spain, as 
Sir Harry was prefSng him in a manner which he 
^ not like, he faid to him in Latin, ^^ Sir, Idx^ 
« not; underftand you, you talk Spaniflu'* 

, He^ always preferred foreign foWiers, wh<> 
cferyed voluntarily for pay, to thofe who Were ill*' 
.lifted by the authority of Government in their 
own. country, *« A hound," faid be, " that ia 
« dragged by force to the field never huftti 
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In one of his jourfifes he was acceded by 
a Student in Latin, who defired him to permit 
him to ferve in his cavalry. " Be it fo, Sir," 
replied the King ; *' an indifferent fcholar may 
** make a very good foldier. But why. Sir, 
" do you wifli to difcontinue your ftudies?'* 
*« Alas ! Sire," faid the Student, " I prefer arms 
« to books/* — "Ah! man,*' returned the King, 
who fpoke Latin very fluently, and who was a 
good claffical fcholar, ** I fee what it is — it is as 
*< Horace fays, 

«* Optat ephippia bos ptger : optat arare cahallus. 

"The flow dull ox gay trappings wants; 
«* To plough the fiery courfer pants." 

Guftavus ufed to fa)'-, " that a man made a 
^* better foldier in proportion to his being a bet^ 
« ter Chriftian.*' He ufed alfo to fay, <« ITiat 
** there were no perfons fo happy as thofe who 
*' died in the performance of their duty.*' It 
was well faid of his own dea^h, " He died with 
" his fword in his hand, the word of command 
*' in his mouth, and with vidory in his imagina- 
^ tion.*' 

This monarch thus concludes a letter which 
be wrote to his friend and Minifter Chancellor 
Oxenftiern, not long before he was affaflinated 
at the battle of Lutzen : 

** However

Guftavus having, on fome occafion, toldhis' 
great Chancellor Oxenftiern, that he was cold 
aiid phlegmatic, and that he flopped him in Jtiis 
career^ the ftime!

" deed I own fhgt I am cold} but unlefs.Ijl4d 
•' occafionally tejnpered and moderated, your.. 
'' heat, you would h^ye been burnt up bug agOi*' .

This fingular Princefs left behind her in manu- 
fcript an account of her life, dedicated to the 
Great Author of it himfelf. It is to be met with 
in the third volume of the ponderous Memoirs of 
Chriftihk piibliflied by M. Archenholtz. She 
fays, ** that fte addreffes the account of her life 
'* to the Author of her being, as having been, by 
« h^ gracei the, one of his creatures that he ha^ 
" the moft favoured ; that he has made fubfef- 
" vient to his glory, and to her happineis, the 
'^ v%our of her mind) and that of her body, 
*^ fortune, birth, and greatnefs, and every thing 
^* that can refiilt from fo noble an affemblage of 
*' eminent qualities ; and that to have made her 
*' an abfolute Sovereign over the inoft brave and 
*• the moft glorious Nation upon earth, is moft 
•* afRiredly the fmalleft of the obligations ihe has 
*f to him ; fince, after having beftowed upon her 
*^ all thefe bleffings, he had called her to the 
** ^lory of making the moft perfeft facrifice'(as 
*«'HBie' ought to do) of hef fortune and of her 
" Iptendor, to reftore glorioufly to him t^hat he 
^' had virith fo mu<ih goodnefs lent t6 her/' 

p 2 Chrii^na 
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Chriftina wrote fcveral Centuries of Maxims, 
from which the following are extraded : 

" A wife and a good man will forget the part, 
" will either enjoy or fupport the prefent, and 
^^ refign himfelf to the future." 

** The Salique law, which excludes women 
•^ from the Throne, is a wife law.** 

" Every favourite or Minifter that is not be- 
" loved by his Sovereign, is always in danger/*' 

" The world is deceived when it fuppofes that 
*' Princes are governed by their Minifters. How- 
** ever weak a Prince i§, he has always more 
^^ pbw^r than his Minifter/* 

<* Every thing that deftroys the efteem and 
^' refpett which mankind naturally bear towards 
•"^ Princes, rs mortal ta their authority.'* 

" Thofe perfons who pretend to govern Princes 
" refemble the keepers of lyons and tygers, who 
'^ moft afluredly make thefe animals play the 
" tricks they wifh them to play. At firft.fight^ 
" one would imagine that the animals were com- 
" pletely fubfcrvient to their keepers ; but when 
" they leaft txpeft it, a pat of the claw, not of 
^ the gentkft- kind, fells the keepers to the 
" grouj:idj..who then begin to find, that they 
" can never be perfeftly ceitain that they have 
*^ completely tamed the animals/* 

«The 
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^^ The greater part of thofe who frequent the 
** Courts of Princes^ have no other intention but 
'^ to pleafe them, in . order the better to deceive 
^' them/' 

" If mankind would but take the trouble to 
'* confider attentively the important duties which 
*' it IS incumbent on a Prince to perform, no one 
^' would over envy them their fituation.*' 

** When men of rank become coachmen, 
*^ grooms, and cooks, they plainly (hew that 
** they are in the fituation for which nature inr 
" tended them/' 

Chriftina raifed Salvius, a man of low birth but 
of great talents in negotiation, to the rank of 
Senator of Stockholm, a dignity at that tune con- 
ferred only upon the Nobility of the country. The 
Senate murmured: Chriftina replied, "When 
" good advice and wife courifel is wanted, who 
" looks for fixteen quarters ? In your opinion, 
*' Salvias only wanted to have been nobly born j 
'^ and he may be well fatisfied, if you have no 
" other reproach to make him ; the part requifite 
'* in all employments of State is capacity/* 

A manufcript containing doubts of the fincerity 
of her converfion from Lutheranifm to Popery, 
was one day fent to her. She wrote upon the

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back of it, what may be well applied by tha 
principal aftors on many other occafions : ** Cbi 
*' lo fa non fcrive : Chi lo fcrive non fa. — The 
" perfon who knows it, does not write; he who 
f* i^ites^ knows nothing of tl^e matter/* 

When flie heard of the periecution? and pf th^ 
dragonades permitted by Louis the Fourteenth ' 
againft the Proteftants of France, flic faid, 
** Soldiers are very ftrange miffidnaries indeed! 
*' France,** added fhe, " is like a wounded perfon 
** who fufFers that arm to be cut off which patience 
" and gentle treatment would have cured/' 

<* Death,** fays Chriftina, in a letter which flic 
'Wrote to Mademoifelle Scudery a few months 
before flie died, " that is making his approaches 
*** towards me, and is always fure of his blow, 
^< gives me no uneafinefs. I expeft it, without 
<< either braving or fearing it.** 

Chriftina ordered thefe words only to be put 
upon her monument :

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'^ a found fleeper, and ufed to fay, that nothing 
" had either prevented his fleeping, or awakened 
*^ him out of his ileep, during the whole courfe

«* Nordlingue, He has often told me, that 
^' when he went to bed, he put oflf his cares with 
** his clothes, and let them both go to reft tili 
" the next morning. In other refpefts, he W2^8 
^^ ambitious, bu£ honeft, incorruptible, and a 
*' little too flow and phlegmatic. He was madq 
'^ great Chancellor of Sweden, by Charles the 
«^ Ninth, at the age of twenty-four years, the 
5^ only example of fuch a precocity in that

This great Philofopher, who was one of the 
profoundeft thinkers the world ever knew, ufed 
to lie in bed fixteen hours every day with the 
curtains drawn ^d the windows ftiut. He 
imagined, that in that eafy and undifturbed fitu, 
ation he had more command over his mind thag 
whea it was interrupted by e:sternal objefts, 

P^cartes 
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De^rtes in very' early life fervfed as a volunteer 
in the army at the fiege of Rochelle, and in HoU 
land under Prince Maurice, He was in garrifoa 
^t Breda, when Bleertnan propofed his celebrated 
mathematical problem. He gave the folution of 
it, and returned to Paris, where he continued hi^ 
ftudies in mathematics and moral philpfophy. 
The philofophy of Ariftotle being then thp phi^ 
lofophy in vogue in France, Defcartes, who wa? 
fdiffatisfied with it, and who intended to attack it, 
retired to Amfterdam, to avoid any perfecution he 
might fuffer in his own country for not facrificing 
to the old and long-revered idol of Peripateticifnu 
This produced the following letter to the cele- 
brated Balzac, who had recommended to him ta 
retire into fome Convent in the country, to purfue 
lat his eafe his heterodox intention. The letter 
from this great Philofopher to his ingenious friend,' 
jjidmirably defcribes the peace and tranquillity 
which then prevailed in the metropolis of Hol- 
land, the emporium of the world, and the feat c^ 
liberty and fecurity. 

/•** Since you have been infpired with a defire 
** to quit the world, my dear Balzac, and to bid 
^^ adi^u to a fervile Court, you miift excufe my 
^' )seal if I invite you to come and fettle at Amfter-

'* were feveral things wanting to it^ which are only 
" to be found in great cities. To begin with only 
<*• one defeft, it cannot poflibly poflefs that com- 
^ plete and* perfed folitude which is never \o be 
*' met with out of a great city. You witlin-your 
*.* hermitage, perhaps, find a ftfeaitiE that will com- 
« pel the moft talkative perfon to be fileftt) 26id a 
♦« valley fo fecluded as to excite even the moft 
^ inattentive perfon to meditation or to exticy. 
♦* But you m^ft ftill have there many neighbours, 
*' who teize you with their oiEenfive vifits, and 
** who are continually inviting yoU' to return to 
** Paris J whSMl, on the contrary, I^ who am 
*f perhaps the only perfon in this city who have no 
<* concern, in trade or commerce, (every other 
«f perfon here being abforbed inbufinefe,)€arbprifs 
** my whole life here without being ' known to 
*' any one, I walk every day as undifturbed 
^ amidft the crowds of the anxious and hurrying

^' the filent hour of midnight is polluted with 
^^ murder and with robbery. If you are afraid 
^ of the coldnefs of the Netherlands, pray tell 
^' me what fhade, what fprings, can fo completely

*' our ftoves and our grates defend us from the 
^^ rigour of the cold. I hope then to fee you here 
^^ foon. I have a fmall collection of my meditations

Count D'Avaux offered X)efcartei$.a:peafion, 
which he refufed, telling thi^ great Negotiator, 
after returning thanks for his geneK>u$ o^or, 
*< The Public alone fhpuld pay what I dp. iat 
^^ the Public." His Biographer lays^ that 
Pefcartes became rich by dimimflung his ex- 

penccs. 
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pcnce$5 and that whilft he remained in Holland^ 
he always wore a plain fuit of black cloth* 
^* At his table,'* adds he, " 'in imitation of 
^^ the good-natured Plutarch, he always pre- 
** ferred fruits and vegetables to (he bleeding 
^^ flefh of animals. His afternoons were -fpent 
*^ in the converfation of his friends, and in the 
** cultivation of a fmall garden, when the wea- 
** ther permitted. After having in the morning 
" fettled the place of a planet, in the evening 
**'he would amufe himfelf with watering a 
** flower.'* His health was naturally delicate, 
and he took care of it, without being enflaved 
by that care. " Though," fays he, in one 
of his letters, " I have not been able to find 
** out a method of preferving life, yet I have 
" arrived at one point of no lefs confequence, 
«« and that is, not to be afraid of death." 

Pefcartes, who was naturally of a warm and 
lively difpofition, took great pains to command 
his temper, and ufed to fay, that to the con- 
trol under which he had been able to bring 
his paffions b/ early and continual attention to 
the regulation^ of them, he was indebted Ifor 
that fereiiity and tranquillity of mind which 
•contributed fo greatly to his happinefs.

Defcartes* favourite device was " Ben^ qui 
•' latuitj bene vixit;** and he ufed to fay per- 
petually, " I value my independence at fo high 
« a rate, that .all the Sovereigns m the world 
" cannot purchafe it from me.'* Yet fo diffi- 
cult is it even for Philofophers not to be flattered 
by the attention of Princes, that Defcartes was 
prevailed on by the foHcitatibns of Chriftina 
C^een of Sweden, at an advanced age, and in 
very delicate health, to tranfport hirafelf to the 
rude climate of Stockholm*, to become the 
preceptor of that Angular Princefs. His refi- 
dence in that cold country, joined to his being 
obliged to attend the Princefs every morning 
in her library, even in the winter, at five 
o'clock, to give her lefTons, undermined a 
health too precious to be wafted upon a vain 
and capricious woman. He was foon feized 
with an inflammatory fever, in confequence of

this change in his manner of living, and became 
delirious ; exclaiming in . that fituation, when 
the Phyficians prppofed to let him blood, 
*' MeJJieursy epargnez le fang Frangoisy je vous 
'^ en/upplie.'* 

Defcartes is defcribed by one who knew him, 
as a man of fmall ftature, rather of a dark com- 
plexion, with a countenance of continual fe- 
reijity, and a very pleafing tone of voice. He 
was extremely liberal, an excellent friend and 
a kind mafter, and fo little fenfible to refent- 
ments, that he ufed to fay, " When any perfon 
'^ does me an injury, I endeavour to elevate 
»'* my mind fo high, that the injury cannot 
'* reach it.*' Defcartes had applied himfelf a 
little to the ftudy of medicine, and like many 
other ingenious men, who do not make a regular 
profeffion of an art fo complicated though fo 
highly ufeful to mankind, and. which depends 
fo much upon experience and obfervation, oc- 
caiionally fell iiito grofs errors. The ftomach 
he ufed to compare to the refervoir of a corn- 
mill, which if not continually fupplied with frefh 
aliment, is deftroyed by the trituration of its 
own mufcles. He was therefore, in order to 
prevent this fuppofed mifchief, continually maf- 
ticating fome light and innutritions fubftance.

That fublime genius and excellent man Pafcatj 
in fpeaking of the philofophy of Defcartes, fays^ 
" I can never forgive Defcartesi. He was very 
«« anxious throughout the whole of his 'philo'^ 
** fophy to do without a Firfl Caufe; yet he 
*^ could not prevent himfelf from giving it a 
" gentle fillip, in order to put the world in 
" movement, and there he leaves it/' Father 
Paulian, an Ex-Jefuit of Avignon, wrote a 
book intitled ** Le Paix efttre Defcartes et 
*^ Newton /** but like moft other negotiators who 
are not in the fecret of thofe for whom they 
negotiate, and more efpecially when they are 
not commiffioned by them, by no means csErries 
his kind intentions into execution^ 

Defcartes had for his pupils three Princefles^ 
and though he died in the fervice of Chriftin% 
he ever preferred the Princefe Elizabeth*, daugh- 
ter of Frederic the Fifth, to her j at which the 
Vain and infolent Chriftina was not a little 

* Elkabcth, eldeft daughter of Frederic V. Eleftof 
l^alatine and King of Bohemia, by Anne, daughter of 
James the Firft> King of England. She refufed to marry 
Ladiflaus the Seventh, King of Poland. She was Abbefs 
of the rich Proteftant Abbey of Hervorden, which, under 
ier influence, became one of the firft fchools of the Car- 
tefian philofophy. She died in 1680, greatly regretted hf 
the men of learning of her time, whom fhe patronized* 
without diftinSion of country or of religion.

Da*JoH?^soN ufed to think the Life of th;^ 
.,€3ftraordinary Prince, written by Voltaire, one oJF 
the finefl:*pieces of hiftorical writing in any lan- 
guage. The narrative is entertaining and en- 
gaging, the ftyle excellent, and it has the 
xnoft forcible teftimony of authenticity perhaps 
ever given to any Hiftc^ry, the atteftation of the 
veracity of it, as far as himfelf was concerned, by 
one of the principal adtors in it, the virtuous 
StaniflaUs, King of Poland, afterwards Duke of 
J^orraine. 

Charles wiflied to give iaw$ not only to King- 
(doms, but to Science itfdf. He wiflied to alter 
the ufual method of computation by Tens to 
Sixes ; and was fo impreffed with the excellence 
and utility of Arithmetic, that he ufed to fay, a 
man who was an indifferent Arithmetician, was 
only half a man*, " un homme a demi*^ 

* The advantages of Arjthinetjc were perhaps ne!^r 
i>etter flluftratcd than by Dr. Johnfon, who was himfelf 
excellent at computation. "' The good of counting," fays 
he, ** is, that it brings every thing to a cert^ioty whieh 
M before floated in the mind indefinitely.'* . ^

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Quintus Curtius was one of the firft books put 
into the hands of Charles ; ;ind on being alke4 
what he thought of its hero, Alexander the 
Great, he replied, " Oh how I wifli to be like. 
^' him!"—" Why, Sir," replied fome one, 
** your Majefty forgets, then, that he died 
*^ at thirty-two years of age." — " Well, furely," 
faid Charles, " be lived long enough when h^ 
^' had conquered fo many kingdoms." 

Being prefled to put the Crown of Poland upon 
his own head, he nobly replied, " It is more 
*^ honourable to give away Kingdoms than to 
^' conquer them/' 

On feeing at Lutzen the field of battle in 
which Guftavus Adolphus died In the midft of 
viftory, he faid, " I have endeavoured to be like 
f' him.

' John was procfaimcd King of Portugal in 
1640, without the feaft tnmult, and, as jftmie 
writer fays, as quietly as a^ foa* fuoceeds to the 
hilrexitaTice of his father. 

The I>uche& of Mantua, the Govemefs of 
Portugal for the King of Spain, wiflied to 
harangue from the windows of the palace the 
people who were afTcmbled before it, and who then 
had juft murdered Vafconcellos, h6r Secretary of 
State. Marogne endeavoured to diffuade her from 
fpeaking, by hinting his apprehenfions of what 
might happen, ** And pray. Sir, what can'they 
** do to me ?** faid the Duchefs. ^ Only throw 
** your Royal Highnefs out of the window per- 
** haps.** She took the hint, retired into an inner 
chamber, and was *foon afterwards feut wdtl 
guarded to Madrid* 

The Princes and States of Europe foon after 
this revolution recognifed the Duke of Braganza 
^ iting of Pbrtugal, fent Ambafladors to him, 
♦and received in their turn his Ambailladors ; fol-

^' The Spanifli Monarchy owes every thing to 

** him." America was difcovered in his reign. 

He married Elizabeth of Caftile, and by that mar.* 

riage procured and joined the kingdom of Caftile 

to that of Arragon. jHe conquered the Kingdoms 

of Granada, Naples, and Navarre, and poflefled 

himfelf of Oran, and of part of the Coaft of 

Africa. Yet how great was his ingratitude 

towards his two Minifters, Ximenes and Gon- 

falvo, to whom he owed the. major part of 

all his acquifitions ! The Pope gave him the 

name of ^' the Catholic King," not fo much on 

account of the fincerity of his faith, as on account 

of his perfecutions, he having expelled the Moors 

from Spain. Such indeed was the opinion enter* 

tained of his religiou? faith by thofe who knew 

him beft, that a contemporary Italian Prince faid 

of hip, ^' Before I can rely upon his oaths, I muft 

^* firfl: know in what God he believes." Of him. 

felf he faid, when reproached with having twice 

broken his word with Louis the Twelfth, " Twice 

^^ only, does the blockhead fay ihat I have broken 

«' my 
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*' my word with him ? He is an arrant liar, I 
*' have broken it more than ten times/' * The 
completeft account of the tortuous policy of Fer- 
' dinand is to be met with in a very elegantly-writ- 
ten,Fre|ich book, called " Politique de Ferdinand 
" le Catholique^ par Varillas," i$88. 4to. 

This Monarch was a ftriking comment on the

On fome other mutiny for want of pay, on Gon- 
falvo's expreffing his inability to give it to them, 
one of the foidiers advanced to him^ and faid in 
^ menacing tone, " General, deliver up your 
" daughter to us, and then we can pay ourfelves.*' 
The General, affefting not to higar him amidft 
the clamour of the troops, took no notice of it 
at the time, but in. the night he took care to have 
him apprehended, and hung from a window from 
^hich all the army might fee the body. 

Goilfalvo t6ok Naples by ftorm in the year 

1503 ; and when fome of his foidiers expreffed 

theit- difapprobation at not having had a fufBcient 

ihare in the fpoil of that rich city, Gonfalvo 

k 3 nobly 
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nobly replied, " I will repair your bad fortune ; 
•' go to my apartments, take there all you caa 
" find, I give it all into your hands." 

Previous to the celebrated battle of Gari- 
glias, his friends advifed him to retire from be- 
fore the enemy, as his army was much weakei 
and lefs numerous than that of the French who 
were oppofed to him. ". Were I to take your 
*« advice," replied he nobly, " I fhould deftroy 
«* my own fame, and hurt the affairs of my 
** mafter. I know but too well the import- 
•* ance of the fate of the day, but we muft either 
** conquer or die. I had much rather riieet 
*• with death in going a hundred paces to- 
•* ward it, than lengthen my life many years 
*' by going ten fteps backward." The magna- 
nimity he difplayed on this occafion was crown- 
ed with fuccefs. 

Gonfalvo, for fome time before he died, re- 
tired to a convent ; giving as a reafoh for his con- 
duft, that there fhould be fome time for ferious re- 
flexion between the life of a foldier and his death. 

Bdng a(ked upon his death-bed what gave 

-him the molt fatisfaflibn during the courfe of his 

long and glorious life, he faid, ''-That it was the 

"'' confiderataon that he never*d*cw-his fword but 

-" in the fervic-e of *is God and*©£hi8 Sovereign/* 
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COLUMBUS. 

The "mil of this great man is ftiU extant iti 
the Archives of G^noa, in which city he was 
born. The moft early life of him is to be met 
with in a book printed at Genoa in 1516, en- 
titled " Pfaltermm Hebraum Gracum, Ssfr. cum 
*' tribus Inter pretathnibus^' by Agoftino Giuf- 
tiniani. It occurs in a note on this verfe of the 
Pfalms, " CosU enatrant ^loriam DeL*^ 

In one of the let-ters which Columbus wrote to 
the King of Spain^ from his fleet then lymg be- 
fore Jamaica, he ha^ this remarkable paffage: 
*' The wealth that I have difcovered will roufe 
** mankind to pillage and to violence, and will 
"<« revenge the wrongs which I have fuffered^ 
*« The Spanifh nation itfelf will perhaps fuffer 
•^ one day for the crimes that its. malignity, 
*« its ingratitude, and its envy, is now com- 
<« mitting/' 

One of Columbus's immediate defendants is 
faid to have married into an Englilh family- A 
Genoefe Gentleman of the Durazzo family pub* 
lifhed, fome years ago, an e^Jogium upon this 
excellent and extraordinary man, in which there 
are feveral particulars relative to him not gene- 
R 4 rajly 
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rally known. Columbus addreffed four letter* 
to his Sovereign, three of which were tranflated 
into French fome years ago by the Chevalier 
Flavigny j the fourth is loft. 

Peter Martyr, in his very curious account of 
Columbus's voyages, tells us, that on his landing 
on the Ifland of Jamaica, he immediately caufed 
mafs to be faid on account of the fafe landing of 
himfelf and of his followers, and that during the 
performance of that facred myftery, an old 
Carib, eighty years of age, attended by feveral 
of his countrymen, obferved the fervice with 
great attention. After it was over, the old man 
approached Columbus with a bafket of fruit in 
his hand, which he in a very courteous manner 
prefented to him, and by means of an Interpre- 
ter thus addreffed him : 

*' We have been told, that you have in a very 
** powerful and furprifing manner run over 
"** feveral countries which were before unknown 
" to you, and that you have filled the inhabit- 
" ants of them v^dth fear and difmay. Where- 
" fore I exhort and defire you to remember, 
^* that the fouls of men, when they are feparated 
** from their bodies, have two paffages ; the one 
" horrid and dark, prepared for thoife who have 
'< been troublefome and. inimical to the human 
- <« race ; 
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" race ; the other pleafant and delightful, ap- 

*' pointed for thofe who, whilft they were alive, 

<^ delighted in the peace and quiet of mankind, 

" Therefore you will do no hurt to any. one, if 

** you bear in mind that you are mortal, and 

*• that every one will be rewarded or puniflied 

^^ in a future ilate according to his actions in 

*' the prefent one." 

Columbus, by the Interpreter, anfwered the old 
man, " that what he had told him refpefting the 
** paffage of fouls after the death of the body 
** had been long known to him and to his coun- 
*' trymen, and that he was much furprifed thofe 
** notions prevailed amongft them, who feemed 
** to be living quite in a (late of nature. That 
*' he (Columbus) and his followers were fent 
** by the King and Queen of Spain to difcovcr 
** all thofe parts of the world that had been 
*' hitherto unknown, that they might civilife tlie 
" Cannibals and other wild men who lived in 
** thefe countries, and inflift proper punifhments 
** upon them, and that they might defend 
^' and honour thofe perfons who were virtuous 
*' and innocent: that therefore neither himfelf 
*' nor any other Carib, who had no intention 
*' of hurting them, had the lead reafon to fear 
*' any violence j and that he, with his follow- 
** ers, would avenge any injury that fhould be 

" offered 
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•« offered to him, or to any other worthy perfon* 
^ of the Ifland, by any of their neighbours/' 

The Carib was fo pleafed with the fpeech and 
the manner of Columbus, that, though he was. 
extremely old, he offered to follow the navigator, 
and would have done fo, had not his wife and 
children prevented him. He appeared with dif- 
ficulty to underftand how a man of Columbus's 
dignity and appearance fliould be under the con- 
troul of another perfon, and became much 
more aftoniflhed when the Interpreter explained 
to him the honour, the pomp, the wealth, of 
the feveral Sovereigns of Europe, the extent of 
the country, and the greatnefs and beauty of 
the various objefts over which they reigned. 
He became penfive, melancholy, and in a flood 
of tears afked the Interpreter repeatedly, whether 
it were the heavens or the earth which had 
produced men fo fuperior to themfelves as Co- 
lumbus and his followers. 

This great and good man may be propofed 
as a model to all future difcoverers. Brave, in- 
telligent, patient, perfevering, and humane, he 
appears to realife the ideal perfeftion of that 
charafter. His laurels, unlike thofe of his fuc- 
cefTors, were never ftained with blood, and he 
appears to have been as anxious for the fafety 

and 
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land well-being of thofei whom he conquered, as 
of his own people. Reciprocity of benefit feems 
to have been his conftant aim; yet calumny 
fuUied that reputation which it was fo much 
for the intereft of virtue to have continued fpot- 
lefs, and ignominious chains (hackled thofe 
hands which feemed deftined by nature to have 
borne a fceptre. '' The haidihips and difap- 
** pointments he fuffered on occafion of the 
** conquering of Jamaica, and his Sovereign's 
*^ ingratitude together (for Ifabella was then 
*' dead)/* fays an acute and inveftigating writer^ 
Mn Bryan Edwards, in his Hiftory of the Weft 
Indies, " proved too mighty for his generous 
*^ fpirit, and he fell under them on his rctura 
^* to Spain; leaving, however, a name not to 
♦* be extinguiflied but with that World whofc 
** boundaries he had enlarged/' 

Columbus thus addreffes Ferdinand in a letter 
dated from Jamaica, 1504: 

*^ Diego Mendez and the papers I fent by him 
*' will Ihew your Highnefs what rich mines of 
** gold I have difcovered at Veragua j and how 
** I intended to have left my brother at the river 
*^ Bela, if the judgments of Heaven and the 
<^ greateft misfortunes in the world had not pre- 
<*. vented it. However, it is fufficient that your 

^ Highnefs 
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•* Highnefs and your fbcceflbrs wll have tht 
•* glory and advantage of all, and that the full 
*^ difcovery and fettlement are referved for hap- 
^ pier perfons than the unfortunate Columbus. 
*^ May God be fo merciful to me as to conduct 
'^^ Mendez to Spain I I doubt not but that b« 
*^ will convince you and my illuftrious Miftrefs 
** that this will not only be a Caftile and a Leon, 
" but a difcovery of a world of fubjefts, lands, 
** and wealth, greater than man's unbounded 
*^ fancy could ever comprehend, or avarice it- 
•* felf covet; but neither he, this paper, nor the 
*' tongue of mortal man can exprefs the anguilh 
*^ and affliftions of my body and mind, nor the 
** miferies and dangers of my fon, brother, and 
« friends/' 



•* Alas ! piety and juftice have retired to their 
** habitations above, and it is a crime to have 
** undertaken- and perfevered too much* As my 
•' mifery makes my life a burden to myfelf, fo 
•* I fear the empty titles of Vice-Rot and Admiral 
*^ render me obnoxious to the hatred of the 
** Spanifli Nation. It is vifible that all niethods 
** are taking to cut the thread that iis breaking j 
** for I am in my old age oppreffed with infup* 
** portable pains of the gout, and am now lail- 
** guifhing and expiring with that amongft Ik- 

«« vages^ 
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^* vages, where I have neither medicines nor 
** provifions for the body, prieft nor facrameat 
«« for thefouL 

^' O blefled Father of God, that compafliou* 
** ates the miferable and afBidled, why did not 
•* cruel Bovadilli kill me, when he robbed me and 
*' my brother of our dearly-purchafed gold, and 
•' fent us to Spain in chains, without trial^ 
^* crime, or fhadow of mifcondud? Thefc 
♦^ chains ^re all the treafures I have, and they 
** fliall be buried with me, if I chance to have 
•* a coffin or a grave ; for I would have the 
•* remembrance of fo unjuft an aftion perifli 
** with me, and, for the glory of the Spanilh 
^* name, be utterly forgotten. Let it not brin^ 
<* a further injury on the CafUlian name ; nor 
*' let ages to come know, that there were 
** wretches fo vile in this, as to think of recom- 
^' mending themfelves to your Majefty by de* 
*' ftroying the unfortunate and the miferable 
^* Chriftopher Columbus, not for his crimes 
*' but for his fervices, in giving Spain a New 
*' World. As it was Heaven that infpired and 
** conducted me to it, the Heavens will weep 
« for me, and fhew pityj let the Earth, and 
** every foul in it that loves juflice and mercy, 
^' weep for me j and oh, ye glorified Saints of 
•^ HeaveUa th^t know my innocence, and fee 

«« my 
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^ my fufferings here, have mercy tipon me ! 
^^ for though this prefent age is envious and 
*^ obdurate, furely thofe that are to come will 
^ pity me, when they are told that Chriftopher 
^ Columbus, with his own fortune, at the ha- 
*^ zard of his own life, his brother's life, and 
^ with little oY no expence to the Court of 
*^ Spain, in ten years, and in four voyages, ren- 
•' dered greater fervices than ever mortal man 
*' did to any Prince or Kingdom, yet was left to 
*' perilh, without being charged with the leaft

*^ ^ave Spain another Worlds had neither fafety 
*^ in it, nor yet a cottage forhimfelf and his 
^ wretched family. But fliould Heaven ftill

^ punifliment, bring my life to a period in this 
** miferable place 5 yet do you. Good Angels ! 
*' — you that fuccour the oppreffed and inno- 
** cent, — ^bring this paper to my great Miftrefs ! 
^^ She knows how much I have done, and will 
^ give credit to what I have fuffered for her 
*' glory and fervice ; and will be fo juft and 
*' pious as not to let the children of him that 
" has brought to Spain fuch immenfe riches, 
^* and added to its dominions vaft and unknown 
8 *^ kingdoms 
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^* kingdoms and empires, want bread or fubfift 
** only upon alms. She (if ftie lives) will cou- 
*^ fider that cruelty and ingratitude will bring 
** down the wrath of Heaven, fo that the 
*' World I have difcovered fhall be the means 
*^ of ftirring up all mankind to revenge and ra-' 
*' pine ; and the Spanifli Nation will fuffer here- 
** after for what envious, malicious, and un« 
^ grateful perfons do nqvtJ* 

The whole Letter is preferved in Mr. Ed- 
wards's ineflimable work. 

** The common proverb,*' fays Thoret, i^ 
his Life of this illuftrious Navigator, ^* which 
^ tells us, that thofe who promife mountains 
^^ of gold make promifes that can never be ac*» 
** comjriiflied, is brought to ihame by the dif- 
*' covery of Columbus j who, having promifecj 
** fuch mountains, did indeed make good his 
" promife to that Sovereign who was wife 
*^ enough to attend to what Columbus told 
^* him : upon whofe name fome perfons have 
'' made a forcible allufion to the Dove, which,

" King, and fo yOung as he is too/' 

' On' his death-bed he gave his fucceflbr this 
tdvice: *^ Keep your dominions (if poffible) in 
^'^^ perpetual peace: give them good Mmifter^, 
^* rewarding the good and punifliing the bad*** 

He often diflembled thofe mjnries done to 
him which he either could not or would «dt 
revenge ; obferving, that it was a great paft of 

^prudence occafionally to pretend not to be well 

'informed of certain things. 

At his firft coming to the Crown, he ordered 
his Judges, in all doubtful cafes between him and 
any of his fubjefts, to be fure always to decide 
againft the Sovereign. ^ ; . j. , g 

On 
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On receiving the news of the deftruftion of 
the celebrated Spanifh Armada, he merely faid, 
« I fent my fleet to fight the Englifli, not the 
« winds : the will of God be done !'* 

Philip was prefeKt at an Aufo da'Fi where 
feveral periforis v;here to be burnt for herefy. One 
of them, Don John de Cefa, as he was pafHng 
by him, exclaimed, " Sire, how can you per- 
" toit fo many unfortunate perfons to fuffer! 
•* How can you be witnefs of fo horrid a fight 
^*; withcfut fhuddering !'* Philip replied coolly, 
" If my fon. Sir, were fufpefted of herefy, I 
" fhpuld'give him up myfelf to the Inquifition. 
" My deteftation of you and of your compa- 
•* nions is fo great, that I would aft myfelf as 
" your executioner, if no other executionef 
" could be found.** 

Soon after he had imprifoned his fon Don 
Carlos, he wrote to Pius V. to inform him of 
it, and to tell him, that Don Carlos, from his 
earlieft youth, had fo vicious a ferocity of dif^ 
{)ofition, that it had even difdained all his pa^ 
temal inftruftions.

the Cardiaal. He caufed himfelf to be ftyled the 
Ck>iint Duke^ becaufe Rich^ieu had taken the 
title of the Cardinal Duke. OUvarez feems to 
have made feme wife regulations for his country. 
He freed from the charge of public offices, for 
£>ur years, all newly-married men, and exempted 
from taxation all thofe perfpns who had fix male 
children. To increafe the population of his coun- 
tiy, however, he had recourfe to oneverydaxh 
gerous and fh^meful expedimxt, he permitted ma- 
nages between young people without the ojnfisnt 
of their parents. On being difplaced from the 
poft of Prime Minifter, he retired to his eftate at 
Loches, where, according to Vittqrio Siri, he 
died entirely of chagrin and difappointment.

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It is alfo faid, that there was ho pubfic 
filccefs on which he did not compofe a pane- 
gyric ; no marriage of diftinftion without an 
epithalamium of his writing, nor child wfeofe 
nativity he did not celebrate; not a Prince 
^ed on whom he did not write an elegy ; there 
was no Saint for whom he did not produce a 
hymn ; no public holiday that he did not di& 
linguifh ; no literary difpute at which he did not 
affift either as Secretary or Prefident. He faid 
of himfelf, that he wrote five fheets per day, 
which, reckoning by the time he lived, has been 
calculated to amount to 133,225 Iheets. He 
fometimes compofed a Comedy in two days 
which it would have been difficult for another 
man to have even copied in the fame time* 
At Toledo he- once wrote five Comedies iii 
fifteen days, reading them as he proceeded in 
a private houfe to j<^eph de Valdeviefo.

Alberoni was foon made Prime MinUter of 
S^am ; a Cardinal, and Archbifliop of Valentia ; 
and exercifed his Miniftry with the moft complete 
dcfpotifm. One of Alberoni's projefts was to 
difpoffefs the Duke of Orleans of the Regency of 
France, and to beftow it upon his own Sovereign, 
as the oldeft reprefentative of the Houfe of 
Bourbon ; to place the Pretender on the Throne 
of England, and add to Spain the kingdoms of 
Naples and Sicily. His projedt was, however, 
difcovered by the Regent, and one of the con- 
ditions he made with the King of Spain was, -the 
banifhment of Alberoni from his councils and his 
kingdom. With this he was obliged to complyj^ 
and the Cardinal received brders to leave Madrid 
intwenty-four -hours, and the kingdom of Spaijdi 
in fifteen days;

Parma, near which cky he founded, at a voy 
great cxpence, an eftablifliment for the inftruc- 
tion of young men deftined for the Priefthood. 
In the difaftrous campaign of 1746, the buildings 
were deftroyed by the three armies that were in 
die neighbourhood ; and as the Cardinal was not 
fiippofed to have been , over-deKcate in bis ac- 
quirement of the means by which his eftabHfh- 
ment was to have been fupported, his country- 
men did not appear to exprefs much diflatisfadion 
at the demolition of it. Alberoni, foon after 
this, went to Rome, and was made Legate of 
Romagna, by Clement the Twelfth. He died 
at Rome in 1752, at the age of eighty-Ieven 
years, having preferved entire, to the hift, the 
powers of his mind and of his body. He is thus 
defcribed in his old age by a perfon who wz$ 
well acquainted with bim 5 

"He was very chatty in converfation, and 
" talked in fo lively and fo agreeable a manner^ 
*' that it made even the very curious fads he ^d 
«^ to tell, more interefting to thofe who heard 
« him. His ftories were interlarded with French^ 
«f Spanifli, or Italian, as the circumftances re^ 
" quired. He was continually applying fpnie 
« maxim of Tacitus, in Latin, to corroborate 
*' his own obiervatlons, or to come in aidi^ 
♦*.thofe. of others. His general topics of coa- 
" y^rfation were either the campaigns in which

^ he attended M. de Vendome, his Mmiftry in 
" Spain, or the common political events of the 
*• day. He was rather impatient of contradic- 
** tion, and expefted that in argument or in nar- 
^ ration the company fhould defer to him**' 

The Engraving of Alberoni annexed is made 
from a Portrait of that extraordinary perfon by 
Trevisani, in the poffeffion of the Dujece of 
Beaufort, ^t Badminton near Bath, which 
was prefented by his Eminence himfelf to the 
Duke's Grandfather. 

Alberoni^s fpirit was always very high, and his 
temper very violent. During the time that he 
was Prime Minifter of Spain, Lord Harrington, 
the Engliih Minifter, carried him a lift' of the 
(hips of his country that were then before Barce- 
lona, and would ad againft it if he perfifted in 
his endeavours to embroil the peace of Eyrope, 
by arming the Porte againft the Emperor, and 
by making the Czar and the King of Sweden go 
to war with England, in order to eftablifh the 
Pretender upon the throne of that country. Al- 
beroni fiiatched the paper which contained the 
numbers out of the Minifter^s hands, and tore it 
in a thoufand pieces. Lord Harrington, nothmg 
abafhed, went on coolly with the thread of his 
converfation, " Et commeje difoisy Monfei^eur.^* 

When 
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when the Marfhal de Msdllebok commanded 
the French troops at Parma, in the year 1^46^ 
Alberoni waited upon him npbh fome buiinefs, 
but was refufed admittance td hhn by his Secre- 
tary, who told him the Marflial was engaged 
in fome affairs of importance, and could, not 
fee him, " Mon a??iiy^ replied the Cardinal very 
indignantly, and opening the door of the Mar- 
fliaFs apartment at the fame time, ** facbez que

trafted from the manufcript Travds of the acute 

and learned Historian of An.tient Grejbce, 

whofe reflexions in defcribing the moft brilliant 

periods Republicanlfm has to boaft, nuift infpire 

. every Briton with the flrongeft attachment to the 

.Conftitution and Government of his own Coun- 

.try, that of a limited Monarchy, is permitted, by 

the kindnefs and liberality of the Writer, to em- 

•bellifli this Colledlion. 

" At the diftance of twelve miles from Rimini 
" and the Hadriatic Sea, we beheld a cloud-capt 
/' mountain, fteep, nigged, and inhofpitable^ yet 
." to Britons, whofe aflfedtion for their own happy 
.^^ ifland cherifhed even the fainteft image of con- 
" genial liberty, more attraftive and more en- 
*^ gaging than all the gay luxuriance of * Tufcan 

« plains. 

* " The epithet Tufcan is jufUfied by the authonty of 
** Polybius, 1. 11. c. 14. apd c 17. He defcribes that ex« 
** tenfiv* plain bounded by the Alps, the Apennines, and 
^' the Hadriatic, and alfo the plains about Mola and Capua, 
*' called the Phlegraean Fields, as antiently inhabited by 
*< the Tufcans. The territory of this people, he fays, 
<* formed incoipparably the fincft portion of Europe,, Beibre 
*^ Polybius wrote His Hiftoryi the dominiozK^jhis Tufcaof 
. s " « had 
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'' plams. A black expanfion of vapour partly 
'^ concealed from oirr view the territory of what 
" the Greeks would have called a Nation, feldom 
^^ vifited by ftrangers, though afluredly moft de- 
*^ fcrving of that honour. Liberty brightens and 
" fertilizes the craggy rocks of St. Marino ; and 
" inftead of paradifes inhabited by devils, (for thus 
" the recolleftion or fuppofition of better times*

^* we were told, would exhibit rugged hills and 
'* favage precipices cultivated and adorned by

" furvey of this political wonder, and were im-

*^ fafely clamber over rocks ; and Riminr could 
" not furnifli us with mules. But they iare delicate 
" travellers whom fuch puny difficulties could

'5 former iadeflined for the habitadim of peafants, 
^' artizans, and Grangers ; the honour. of ioha- 
*' hitxo^ t|ie latter is referved for the nob^, the 
^f citizeas, and thofe who, m the language of 
*' antiquity^ would be ftyled the public guefts of 
V.the Commonwealth. In the whole territory 
** there is hut one inn ; and that of courfe in the 
*' BorgO;; for lone houfes are rare in all parts of 
«^ the Continent, the Britifli dominions alone, by 
** th^r native ftrength and the excellence of their 
" goyerxunent, being happijy exempted from the 
*/ terror of banditti in tin^e of peace, and maraud-

*' St. Marino, as is ufual in Italy, by the crowd

*^ They weje the moft^favage-fookirigmen that I

" their heads, were of an enorrhom fize, fwelling

" plains. Tranfported with the contemplation 
" of a landfcape which feemed fo admirably to

" This Prince," fays Montefquieu, " the 

** fport of his paffions, and the dupe even of his 

*' own virtues, neither knew his ftrength nor his 

*' weaknefs. He was unable to make himfelf 

** either hated or beloved, and with no vice ia 

** his heart, he had ev^ry poflible defeft in his 

'' hejid/' 

One of th^ firft fumptuary laws in France was 
made in his reign : it forbad both to ecclefiaftics 
and to foldiers the wearing of filk gowns and 
ornaments of gold and filver ; to the firft, it forbad 
rings fet with precious fton^s, belts and ihoes en- 
riched with gold or precious ftones, and harnefle$ 
and bridles emboffed with gold and filver. He 
was very angry with his foldiers who took any- 
thing of value with them into the field. " Is it

•* with great indignation forbad the reading of it 
*^ throughout his kingdom. To excufe, however, 
** the impertinence of the paffage, Pafquier fup- 
^* pofes that Dante, uader the appellation of 
^* Butcher, underftood that of a great and valiant 
*^ warrior } in the fame manner," adds he, " that 
<« the femous Oliver ClifTon was called a butcher 
^' by his countrymen, becaufe he never fpared the 
^* life of any Englifliman that fell into his hands ; 
'f and fhat the fecond Duke of Guife was called 
'* a butcher by the Huguenots/' Some authors 
Jiave fuppofed that Dante was roughly treated by

Abelard and Eloifa were the moft learned per- 
fons of their time. He was a celebrated teacher 
of Grammar, of Philofophy, and of Theology. 
She was exquifitely beautiful, and well (killed in 
the Ladh, Greek, and Hebrew languages. Eloifa 
became Abbefs of the Convent of the Paraclete. 
She infpired her Nuns with fuch a paffion for 
learning, that, according to a contemporary 
writer, without being Syrians^ Greeks, or Ro- 
mans, they fpoke the different languages of thofe 
countries as well as their native tongue, and on 
certain days in the year fang the Offices of the 
Catholic Church in Hebrew, in Greek, and in 
Latin. 

The manner of Eloifa'? taking the veil is tbu« 
defcribed by a writer of her time : 

" On the day appointed for the ceremony, the 

" Bifhop of Paris officiated. . He gave his bene- 

15. " difBott 
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'^ diaion to the veil that, acccwrding to the cuftom 
** of the tincies, -was placed upon the Altar, and 
** which the Notice was to advance from her feat 
*^ in the choir to take and put upon her head. 
** Eloila was now advancing with a firm ftep 
*' towards the Altar, to receive this emblem of 
" feclufion from the world, and of oblivion to its 
" pleafures, when a great number of perfons of 
** all ranks, who were prefent at this mournful 
^* ceremony, ftruck with admiration at her beauty, 
** which was increafed by her extreme youth, and 
•* by the general opinion that was gone forth in 
*^ the world of her mental accomplifliments and 
*^ acquifitions^ felt the deepeft commiferation for 
<* the facrifice (he was about to perform* Some 
^* perfons of the greateft confequence amongft 
*' them approached her j and intreated her, with 
*« tears in their eyes, to give up her intention ; 
«« and made ufe of arguments fo preffing, that (he 
** appeared for a few minutes not infenfible to 
<* what they faid to her. She was heard to figh 
<« bitterly, but her fighs arofe from a motive dif- 
*' ferent from what the furrounding, multitude 
*' fuppofed, Abelard, who was always prefent 
*« to her imagination, was the only caufe. She 
«* was heard to fay to herfelf, Alas! unhappy 
*' Hulband, is it then poffible that the rigour of 
«* fortune has fo violently oppreffed fo diftin* 
** jguiihed a mani How came I to become his wife, 

" merely 
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^* merdy to render him miferable ! No, no,' 
^* added the willing vidtim, ^ I was unworthy of 
*^ being united with him, and fince I am the caufe 
^^ of aU his miferies, it is but jufl that I Ihoi^ld 
♦^ fuffer the punifliment for them.* Having fpoken 
^^ thus, Ihe tore herfelf j^way from the hand$ 
^ of the perfons that were axtempting to hold 
** hei", and rj^n up to the Altar as to a funeral 
♦^ pile upon which Ihe was to confummate the 
^ facrifice* She then, with the greateft reverence, 
** kiffed the holy cloth that covered it, took the 
♦^ black veil from it with her own hands, covered 
^' her face with it, and pronounced her vows 
f' with a courage and a'firm tone of voice fupe^ 
^'ripr tQ the natiiral timidity of her fe^*" 

Her aufterity as a Nun is thus defcribed by thQ 
Abbot of Cluni : 

^^ Her tears had long fince deilroyed her 
*^ beauty, A fad palen^fs took place of her na-^ 
** tural Vermillion, Her eyes loft all their fire } 
*^ and her whole frame was broken down by 
^* grief. She looked upon herfelf as the difcon-* 
** folate widow mentioned by St. Paul, wfaofe 
^^ only occupation is to weep and to lament/ 
. *' After the death of Abelard, ihe hardly ever 
^* went into the Monaftery excq>t to attend Ithe 
" offices of the church j and except the times of 
^^ her attendajice in the choir, when ihe had. air 

«< way? 
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** ways her veil thrown over her face to hide her 
" tears, fhe remained fhut up in her cell at pray- 
^* ers, or was upon her knees before the tomb 
•* of Abelard. She received with tranfport the 
" abfolution of Abelard, fenttoher by his Supe- 
" rior the Abbot of Clurii, thus \^orded: 

" I Peter Abbot of Cluni, who have received 
*' Peter Abelard into the number of my Monks, 
" and who, after having dug up his body fecret- 
** ly, have prefented it to Eloifa, Abbefs of the 
" Paraclete, and'her Sifters, declare, that by the 
" authority of God all-powerful, and of all the 
" Saints, I abfolve him from all his fins, in virtue 
** of the authority which my office affords me, 

*^ Requiefcat in pace*^ 

Abelard is thus defcribed by Amboefus : " Thb 
** unparalleled perfonage was a grammarian, aR 
" orator, a poet, a mufician, a philofopher, a 
** theologian, a mathematician, an aftronomer, 
" a civilian. He played upon many inftruments. 
*' He knew five or fix languages. He was igno- 
" rant of nothing that facred or profane Hiftory 
" contamed." 

The Latin elegy upon this extraordinary man 
concludes thus, after having beftowed the greateft 
commendations upon his virtues and his learning : 
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EjIfatis^-^In ttmub Petrus htcjacit J&elardm$ 
Cuijoli paruit/iUnk quicqitid ^at» 

His retreat in the convent of Cluni is thua de- 
fcribed ; " Prayer, meditafion, reading, writing, 
•' or dilating, took up >cvory hour of his day 
^* that was not given to reft. His meditatfons 
^' and his iiknce were never interrupted b«| 
^^ when he was ordered by his Superior to give 
** Icftures to the younger Monks. His cloth^3 
** were of the thickeft and of the coarfeft kind. 
*' In his cell, like to that of the Prophet, therp 
•* was nothing to be feen but a pallet, a table, a 
•* chair, a wooden candleftick j and on the table 
•' was placed a Bible, fome treatifes of the 
•^ Fathers, and a crucifix, before which he was 
" always praying when he was not at ftudy. His 
*' air, his mien, his walk, and all the exterior of 
^ Ms perfon, correfponded to the fimplicity of his 
•* cell. His eyes were ahvays half doled ; his 
^< head was rather bending towards the ground; 
^ and, in fhort, whatever the pious St. Benedift 
^ jprefcribed relative to raodefty and humility in 
*^ the rules he laid down for his Monks, was 
•^ ftridly obferved by this illuftrious Penitent, 
*^ He lived twenty-nine years in this ftate of foK* 
** tude and t£piety, and was taken ill of a fever^ 
^ of which he died, at the age of fixty^-three, in 
<« the year 1141, with the extrcmeft regret and 

" horror 
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^ hortor of his early life, and in the hopes of 
«« pardon from that immortal and omnipotent 
^' Being, who is ever inclined to pity and to'for- 
^ give the frailties and the filings of mankind."

« particular, and of the Convent in general, in 
« a very mailerly manner. 

" The fraternity is not numerous ; but thdr 
'* cftates, as I heard, are very confiderable. By 

. " thefe means the hofpitality feems amazing, on 
*' a bare view of fo fmall a Convent. As I went ' 
f^ in the morning,, the church was of courfe 
*^ open; I faw the tomb in queftion immediately. 
*^ Abelard is in a recumbent pofture, and the 
*^ fculpture exceeds that of the then age in gene- 
** ral J I mean, in France j for Italian Genius in 
*^ the chiffel way, had not, as now, fet her foot 
*' on tliis fide the Alps ; as the numerous fine 
** monuments fince that time have difcovered, by 
5* the general encouragement of Sovereigns.

This Prince died of the palfy, which he con- 
traded on vififing the tomb of Thomas a'Becket, 
Archbifliop of Canterbury, when he was adyanced 
in years, in hopes of procuring, by the interceffion 
of that Saint, the life of his eldefl: fon, who was 
dangeroufly ilU Louis fondly hoped, that the 
Saint would exert his utmoft endeayoiirs to return 
that kindnefs which he had fliewn him whilft 
Y 4' living. 
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livings hy ^ving him an afylum in his kingdom, 
when in tb^t of his own Sovereign, Henry the 
Second, he tiid^e^tt proclaimed a 'Rel)el an4 a 
Tndtpr, 

Louis made an edid, that no courtefan Ihould 
be allowed tp >Rear a golden girdlp (one of 
the marl^ of female elegance in dr^fs of i^$ ^ 
time,) under a very feyere penalty.

EDWARD the Third faid of this Prinze, " that 
*' there never wa« ^ monarch who had fo feldom 
V recourfe to arms, yet who gave him fo much 
'^^ trouble as Charles*/' He was deferyedly 
' ftyled the Wife. He was able to withftand the 
'forces of his ambitious vaflals ; he revived the 
marine of France j and made feveral excellent 
brdonnances j fuch as fixing the majority of the 
Boverfeign at fourteen years of age, reprefling the 
)power of thq nobility, and prohibiting games ajt 
chance under very fevere penalties. He enriched 
the RoyaJ Library with a number of volumes, fo

vox., iiu z that 
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that the colledion, which in his father^s reign dM 
not contam one hundred volumes in MS.- as all 
books were at 'that time, was in. his reign in- 
creafed to near one thoufand volumes. 

Being told that one of his courtiers had 
held fome improper language before his fon 
the Dauphin, he fent for him, and difmiflf^d him 
from his prefence for ever, iayipg again ptibliely 
before his Officers, " It is the duty of thoJb Vha 
*^ are about young Priijices to infpire them with a 
** love of what is jujtl: and right, fo that they 
*' may be able to furjiafs all other men in virtue 
** no lefs than in rank/* He was one day afked 
by the Sieur de la Riviere, if he was happy? 
** Yes,*' replied he, " becaufe I have it ift my 
*' power to make others fo/' . 

Charles read a great deal, and converfed much 
with the learned men of his time. He ufed to 
fay, " Les Clercs ou afaftenc^ (for fo men of 
learning were then called) " ron ne pent trap ho- 
^' norer en ce royaume^ infant que fapience hemree 
" yfera^ il continuera dprofperite. Mais qtuini 
** deboutee y fera^ il dechirraJ* This fentjenee 
may perhaps remind the reader of the faying of 
the Emperor Marcus Antoninus, *' Ho;W happy 
*' would mankind be, were kings philQfo|4i^a» 
" or philofophers kings T* - ^..^ _ .. ; . ... 
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feERTRAND DUGUESCHLIM, 

GRAND CONSTABLE OF FRANCfe. 

This great warrior, though no Frenchman, had 
tTiie honbur of faving France for his Sovereign. 
He was twice taken prifoner j once by Edward 
the Black Prince himfelf, who came to yifit him 
in his confinement, and who afked him how he 
fupported it» *' I accommodate myfelf to it very 
*' well, my Lord,*' replied Duguefchlin ; " I 
*^ prefer honour to every thing, and nothing 
** has ever beeil fo honourable to me as my 
'* prifon ; fmce I know that you keep me merely 
** (after having' given liberty to all my country- 
'* men that were fellow-prifoners with me) 
•* becaufe you are afraid of me.'* — " I efleem 
«^ you highly indeed,** faid the Prince of Wales, 
*^ but I am not afraid of you j and, to prove to 
** you that I do not fear you, I will give you 
*^ your liberty for a ranfom of one hundred thou- 
*^ land gold crowns.** The Prince 'was much 
furprifed when his prifoner told him, that he 
would take him at his word ; for Edward knew 
that he was very poor, and never fought to 
enrich himfelf. The Prince had now gone too 
far to retraft; his ranfom was paid; and the 
wife of Edward herfelf, and Chandois, the rival 

z^ of 
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of Duguefchlin in courage, contributed very 
largely to it. 

The Companies, Les Comfagnhsy as they were 
called, a band of troops compofed of different 
nations, and led by a General whofe device was 
Tame du Dim &f Termtmi du tout k mmde^ had long 
ravaged France. The Pope, who then refided at 
Avignon, was equally incommoded by thdr ex- 
curfions, and had promifed them pardons, indul« 
gences, and a Gonfiderable fum of money, if Ihcy 
would quit France and Europe, and turn their 
arms againft the Infidels in the Holy Land. 
Duguefehlin was employed by the Pope in this 
negotiation, and fucceeded. The Sovereign 
Pontiff wiflied, however, when the terms were 
Agreed upon, to fave his money, and give them 
only his parchments. As Duguefchlin was con- 
dudling them out of the kingdom of France, a 
Cardinal fent by the Pope met him, and pro- 
pofed the alteration ki the conditions. *^ Mef- 
^^ fire,'* faid the fpirited warrior to him, *« I 
** would advife you to recommend it to my 
^' Lord the Pope to fend the money immediately; 
*• bur folks here can do very well without his 
*^'_Holinefs*s abfolutions, but they cannot do 
«^ without gold and filver. We are now trying to 
^* make them good for fomething in defpite of 
^ themfelves j we are carrying them afar off, that 

^ they 
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** . they may do no more harm to Qhriftiaos^ This 
^* they will not be prevailed upon to do, without 
** money, and by that the Holy Father muft give 
*^ us his-affiftanceto make them orderly, and to 
^* get them out of the kingdpnju" The Pope 
foon fent the money, after this .vcfry forcible ha- 
rangue ; but Dugucfchlin being informed that it 
vras levied upon the pea^uits and the poor people 
of the territory and city of Avignon, fent it back 
again, ^infiftirig that it fhould be levied upon the 
revenues and benefices of the clergy : " befides," 
added he, " I expeft that the money which I 
•* have returned Ihall be rcftored to thofe from 
** whom it was taken j and unlefs I fhall be 
** well affured that it has been reftored, though 
*^ I ihould have to pafs the fea, I will come to 
*^ Avignon and fee it paid myfelf." This fpeech 
had its proper effe^^ and the Pope paid the mo- 
ney from his (>T^, treafury, 

Duguefchlin^ exhaufted with continued fatigue, 
died in 1380. In the agonies of death he or- 
d^ed the fword that was carried before him as 
Xord Conftable of France, to J)e brought to his 
bed-fide ; and having kiffed it, he delivered it to 
the Marech;^ de Sancerre. , " Take this tp the 
<« King," faid hej/' tajce it tp the good King 
.^* Charles^ Tell him thjat I intreat his pardon for 
f'.X^e -faults I pia.y h^ve committed in his fer- 
.*/ rvlce ; affure him, on the word of a dying man,^ 
z 3 . " that 
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^* that I have ever been faithful to him, and that 
*^ I die his devoted fervant." Then turning to 
the old companions of his battles and of his fci- 
tigues, who were weeping around him, he took 
his leave of them in a firm tone of voice. He 
conjured them to be faithful to their King, and 
ever to bear in mind what he had told them upon 
a thoufand occafions, that wherever they made 
war, ecclefiaftics, women, children, and peafants, 
were not to be confidered by them as enemies. 
An old Chronicle fays, in the time of Duguefch* 
lin the Englilh dared only to look put at tha 
port-holes of their caftle$.

, CHARLES THE SIXTH, 

SURNAMED THE WELL-BELOVED, 
KING OF FRANCE. 

[138Q 1422.] 

His father Charles the Fifth having fhewn 
him, when he was quite a child, his crown 
richly fet with diamonds, and his helmet of fteeU 
afked-him which he preferred. Charles replied, 
that he would rather have the helmet. 

He expreffed the fame inclination on his com* 
ing to the throne j for, feeing on one table the 

iufignia 
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inlignia of royalty and the crown jewels that had 
belonged to his father, and on the other his 
fword, his corfelets, and his fliield, " I prefer/* 
faid he, ** my father's arms to his treafure.*' 

^' Thefe expreffions," fays Brotier, *^ were in * 
*^ this Prince only charafteriftic of his ralour. 
** The events of his reign made them afterwards 
^^ be regarded as prophetic of the caUmities that 
« affliaed it/' 

As Charles was marching at die head of hi« 
troops at mid-day, on the firft of Auguft 1392, 
againft John Duke of Burgundy, who had of- 
fended him, the Hiftotians of the times fay, he 
was ftopped by a man of large ftature, entirely 
unknown to him, who exclaimed in a loud voice, 
^« Ill-fated Prince, whither are you going ? You 
*^ are betrayed.*'* The fuppofed apparition of 
this fpeftre Had fuch an effed upon his mind, 
that thinking himfelf furrounded with perfons 
who were about to kill him, he fell upon his at- 
tendants and flew many of them. After this he 
remained conftantly deranged in his mind. 

There feems no occafion to call in the aid of a 
miracle to account for the dreadful indifpofition 
of this Prince : his head, heated with indignation 
and a defire of revenge, was the more readily 
iifpokd to receive the pernicious effects of the 
z 4 rays 
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rays of the fun, fp peculiarly powerful in th$ 
month of Auguft in the climate of Paris« 

The old Journal of Paris, written during thq 
reign of this Prince, mentions fome of the articles 
of the treaty between Charles ^nd Henry the Fifth 
of England :

This Prince iii^s furnaiiied " the Vifl:orious/*' 
becaufe he had conquered his Kingdom from the 
Englifh, lefs indeed by himfelf than by. his 
Generals. He has been faid, by an Hiftorian, to 
have been only an eye-witnefs of the wonders of 
hi* reign ; the iki}fulne& of his Minifters, the 
valour and condud of his Generals, and the zeal 
of his fubjeds, moft affaredly contributed greatly 
to them ; but is not this much in his favour ? 
To know how to chufe proper Minifters and able 
Generals, and to be able to make himfelf beloved . 
by his fubjefts, are furely pharafteriftic marks of 
an able and excellent Sovereign. . ^ 

This Monarch, whom the Englifh in derifioa 
ufed to call, " Le petit Roi de Bourges^^ foon be* 
came the adual and the efficient Sovereign of all 
his extenfire dominions. Charles had many ex* 
cellent qualities ; his love of truth was none of 
the leaft prominent ; the love of that virtue which 
fo rately approaches a throne, and to which a 
monarch feldom deigns to give audience. He

tifed frequently to exclaim, when his Courtiers 
were attempting to deceive him, " What has 
*« now become of Lady Truth ? She muft furely 
^* be dead, and have died without being able to 
" find a Confeflbr/' The Princes of the Blood, 
as well as his fon the Dauphin, were occafionally 
in arms againft him : the latter indeed folicited 
military affiftance from the Duke of Burgundy, 
with fo . much juftice ftyled the Good, who 
returned him this anfwer : " All my troops and 
^^ all my wealth is at the fervice of my Lord the 
^^ Dauphin, except againft your father and Sove- 
*^ reign. With refped to the attempt to reform 
*^ his Council, and change his Minifter, that 
** neither belongs to you nor to m^ : I know Kim 
^' to be fo wife and fo prudent a Prince, that we 
♦^ cannot do better than entirely rely upon him/' 

The behaviour of Henry the Fifth, and of the 
J3uke of Bedford, Regent of the kingdom : of 
France in the early part of tlys King's reign, isf

*' a man that alked his fortune, they faid, * Yoilf 
** wife, your wife, your wife, makes you a cuck-* 
** old :' and to a wDman they faid, • Your hut 
** band is faithlefs to you*.' And what was worfe, 
^* fpeaking either by the help of the magic art, 
^' or by fome other means, or by the aid of theEne- 
•* my of mankind, or by dint df fiiperior know- 
** ledge, they emptied people'^s pdckets of their 
*^ money, which they put into their own, as peo- 
** pie faid. And indeed,'* adds the Chronicler, 
** I myfelf went three or four times to fpeak to 
^ them, but I never loft a farthing, nor did t 
^« ever fee them look upon my hand ; but that 
** was what the common people faid of them ; 
*^ fo that the account of what they did reached 
** the ears of the Bifhop of Paris ; who went to 
** them, taking with him a Minim, called Le 
** Petit yacdbirij who by the order of the Bifhop 
*^ pteached an excellent fermon to them, and who

** manner, together with thofe who had believed 
** in them, and had fhewn them their hands, and

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The Chronicler defcribes the appearance of an 
;Cpidemical diforder very, like the Influenza-

*' diforder called the Dando. No one was with- 
** out it during the time the malady lafted. It 
*' began with pains in the Ihoulders, and in the 
*' reins ; and every one that had it thought that 
** he had the- gravel, fo violent was the pain, and 
** the fhivering fits fo ftrong. The afflided were 
^' fifteen or fixteen days without eating, drink- 
^^ ing, or fleqping, fome more, feme lefs j and 
*' afterwards there came on to all of them a very 
<* bad cough, fo loud, and fo violent, that, as the 
*' Chronicler fays, qitant on etoit aufermon on ne

-continues the Journal, *' lafted to the time of

was the favourite miftrefs of Charles the Seventh. 
N6 Princess amours were ever attended with 
greater bleflings to his kingdom than the gal- 
larftries of this Prince with Agnes. She roufed 
him from the ftate of indolence ^nd of luxury in 
which he had been long immeried, and pr^ailed 
upon him to put himfelf at the head of his 2(rmy, 
and to make an attack upon the Englifli, who 
were nearly matters of his kingdom. She told 
him, that an Aftrologer had predifted to her, 
that fhe fhould be beloved by the greateft Sove- 
reign in the world, but that the |)redidioii ooi^ld 
never regard' him, for thftt he had taken no |)ains 
to regain from the enemy his Idngdom Which 
they had ufiirped: "I cannot thWefore,*' added 
ihe, " ever fee the prediftion acconipliflied^ 
" unlefs I go over to England.** Thefe remon- 

ftrances 
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ftiances had their jwroper effeft upon the Prince, 
Who, in attending to themi gratifiied at once his 
love and his ambition. 

By her will, Agnes founded a Collegiate 
Church, and ordered her tomb to be placed in the 
middle of the choir. Soon after her death Louis 
the Eleventh vifited the church; and as the 
Monks knew he bore no good will to the memory 
of his father's miftrefs, they defired him to per- 
mit them to remove an object fo fcandalous to 
piety as the tomb of a King 'S miftrefs muft be. 
He replied, •* With all my heart j but you muft 
** firft return to her family what (he left away 
" from them to you." 

Francis the Firft wrote under the portrait pf 
Agnes Sorely wi^h his pencil, thefe lines :

This intrepid and fpirited female, who had 
faved her country, was taken afterwards by the 

Englifh, 
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Engliih, and condemned to the flames as a 
forcerefs by fix Frepch and.one Englilh Biibop. 
Couchon^ Bifliop of Beauvais^ drew up the 
froces-verbal againft her, and did not infert in it 
the appeal flie made to the Pope. Jeanne, with 
great iimplicity, told him, "You infert only 
** what makes againft me, and you never take 
*« the leaft notice of what makes for me.'* 

Jeanne was burnt on the market^-iJacQ at 
Rouen, as a forcerefs, an idolatrefs, a blafphemer 
of God and of the Saints, as defirmg the effufion 
of human blood, as divefthig herfelf of the 
natural modefty of her fex, and as feducing 
Princes and people. 

Pbpe Calixtus the Third fome years afterwards 
rehabilitated her memory, declaring her, by a 
Bull, a martyr to her religion, to her country, 
and to her Sovereign ; and Chapelain made her 
the fubjefl; of an Epic poem in French, which 
is called " La Pucelkr

tt^ne, only in the morning be was obSgedto fake

<« So violent,*' adds this ea^cellent Hiftorilti, 
^^ are the paffions of perfons unacquainted with

** after the true remedy of tlteir misfortunes. In 
«' fuch cakmitieG we ihould have recourfe to 
*' God, to refleft upon the many and the great 
« trauigreffions by which we h4ve ofiended his 
*'.goodnefe, to humble ourfelves before him and 
« to acknowledge our faults before him. For 
*^ the events of all human affairs are in his 
*« power, and 2i,t his difpofal alone ; he deter-

« and who fhaU dare to queftion the jirfbiefs of 
5* his difpeAfetions, or impute any error to them ? 

^ The fecond remedy againfl cakmitias is to

f* txi dedare every citcumftance of them, with- 
♦* out either ihame or referve. This conduft 
•^ mitigates the rigour of misfbrtune^ and rcftore^

« There are likewife other remedies, and thofe 
«' in labour and exercife (for zt we are but men, 
** fprrow may be diffipated by taking great pains, 
** and by application in private and in public 
^y affidrs)^ This is furely a better method than 
^* that irhich the Duke took; he hid himfelf, 
'^ and retired from all company and converfatioil. 
^* By thefe means He became fo terrible, even to 
f ^ hb own fervants, that none of them dared to 
f^ approach him, to aflbrd him either advke or 
*« comfort, but they fuffeted him to perflft in 
«< his melancholy j fearing that if they ftould 
f* advife him to take a contrary courfe of 
^< life, they ihould be the firft to fuffet for 
^« their advice* 

** During the fick weeks,'* continues Comines, 
'* that the Duke remained at La Riviere, many 
f^ Nations declared themfelves againft him. His 
«« friends grew cold ; his fubjeds were defeated 
" and rebellious, and began, as ufual, to defpifc 

«' their 
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« their mafter on account of Ms imsibrttntes* 
" The Duke receiving advice of the approach of 
'' the Duke of Lorraine's army againft him, made 
*^ ibme levies^ and put himfelf at the head of. his 
f^ troops. The fameiil fortune ftiliatteDded him; 
«^ his army #ed, and he with them, and was beat 
*^ down in their flight, and left wounded upon 
** the ground, when a troop of the enemy, not 
*« knowing who he was, killed him, ftripped the 
^' body, and left it naked upon the field*. It 
*' was found the day after the battle by fome 
^* officers of the Duke of Lorraine. That gene- 
•* rous Prince buried it with great magnificence 
^' in the Royal Chapel of St. George at 'Nancy, 
^^ and himfelf and his principal Nobility, in deep 
^« mourning, attended it to the grave. He alfo 
^« erefted a monument to the memory of tfie lin- 
^ fortunate Charles, with an Epitaph which 
f* concludes thus:

^* affairs were in a profperous condition,) as any 

*^' Prin(?e in Europe^ and I cannot conceive 

^\ "jviiat could provoke the difpleafure of the 

*^ Almighty fo highly againfl him, unlefs his felf- 

" love and his arrogance were the caufe of it^ 

<' for all the fuccefies of his former enterprizes^ 

" and all the renown he had ever gfiined, he 

«' attributed to |iis own wifdom and condufl^, 

'^ without ever attributing any thing to God. 

" Yet to fpeak truth, the Duke was poffeffed of 

«^ fcveral excellent qualities. No Prince was 

f ' ever more anxious to have his young Nobility 

** about him, nor was ever more attentive to their 

" education. His prefents and bounties were 

*f never profufe and extravagant, for he gave to 

f' many perfons, and wjis anxious that every one 

' « (hould 
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<' ftould partake of Ms generofity. No Prince 
'' was every more eafy of accefs to his fervants. 
*^ Whilft I was in his fervice, he was never cruel ; 
« but a little while before he died, he took up 
" that difpofition (which is always an infalBble 
*' fign of the approach of death). He was very 
** fplendid and magnificent in his drefs, and in 
*' every thing elfe ; pef haps a little too much fo. 
*' He treated AmbafTadors and foreigners with 
*^ great refpeO:, and entertained them nobly. His 
*' defire of fame was infatiable, and it was that 
" more than any other motive which induced him 
*^ to be continually at war. He was ambitious 
•' of imitating the Kings and the Heroes of An* 
" tiquity, (whofe aftions ftill fliine in hiftory, 
** and are in the mouths of every one,)- and in 
'f courage he was equal to any Prince of his time. 
*' But all the defigns and imaginations of the 
** Duke were vain and extravagant, and turned 
** at laft to his own confufion j for the conquerors^ 
" and not the conquered, procured to themferves 
^' renown.'* 

This Prince having met with very great re- 
fiftance as he was befieging the town of Nefle 
in Picardy, as ioon as it was furrendered to him, 
ordered* the inhabitants to be put to the fword, the 
commanding officer to be hung upon the ram-i 

parts. 
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parts^ and the whole town to be fet on &-e^ 
Then^ looking on thde atrocities with the greaieft 
fcmgfroidy \^ feid to one of his attendantj,, <* 9W 
" fruit parte Varbre de la ^werr^ <:*-Such ftwk 
*^ doe$ thje tre^ of war bear.'* 



LOUIS THE ELEVENTHy 

WNG OF PRANCE. . 
[1461 — 1483.] 

" A FAITHLESS Prince a leaden image wear!- 
fays Mr. Pope^ in fpeaking of this Kin^, who 
' always wpre a leaden image of the Virgin in hi* 
hat. 

Louis, though cruel, perj&dious, and rapacbus, 
having no regard far the more neceflary internal 
appendages of devotion, gave very much into the 
external marks of it. " His body," fays one of 
his contemporaries, " was entirely covered with 

reliques and fcapularies to which fome fuppofed 
^' religious virtue was attached, and on his hat he 
*' aluvays wore a leaden image of the Virgin, to 
•* which he paid fuch particular refpeQi andvene* 
** ration, that whenever he was about to do any 
f ^ thing 



€^ 
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«* thing wicked or luijaft, he alt;tayd piit it afiiJ*^ 
*• Having, however, committed what afts of ia- 
" juftice or of cruelty he thought fit for his pur- 
^ pofe, he aflumed it again, tod prayed in great 
«« confidence to her whofe image k reprefented*. 
«• Indeed, the laft words that he was heard to 
•• articulate, as he was dying, wercj ** Notre Dame 
^ d*E9hbruny ma bonne Mahrejky aidez-moi^ 

In reverence to his beloved Miftrefe, he made 
her Coimtefs of Boulogne fur Mer j and affigned 
lands near that city for the maintenance of her 
iiftage m the Cathedral of it, and for cdefarating 
maffes to her honour. 

Louis is faid to have been the firft ^^^ of 
France qui mettoit les Rois hors du Pdgiy who 

* It IS faid that Lauis, being dangeroufly ill, and hearing 
the Prieft pray to St. Eutropius to grant him health of mind 
and of body, ordered him to fupprefs %hat refpeftfe3^t!rfe 
health of his mind> and iiot to aik far too many^thiii^ 
at once. . \, . 

Louis fent the fbllowbig letter t6 M. CaddzwH P^Cb* of 
Motre Dame de; Sellcs: 

" Sir Prior, my friend, I moft tameftly intreat ^fc^ulo 
** pray to God -and Our Lady of Selles for me, that they 
<* will be fo good as to give me a quartan ague* For my 
** Phyficians tell me, that I have a diforder of which I 
y cannot recpver, unlefe I am fo fortunate ^ ta i^^yf the 
** quartan ague. When I get it, I will immediately jii:t 
** you know. — ^Louis/* - ' '*^ '' 

pade 
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made the Kin^s of that ^eat country independeiit 
of their Nobler Tp^cffecl this, he encouraged 
trade and in2^u£i£tur4^, and thofe' who were oc^ 
cupied in them, and often admitted them to h» 
table, efteeming them much more than lazy and 
ufelefs Gentlemen. A certain merchant whom 
Louis bad thus diftinguiihed, applied to him for 
letters of nobility j he granted them to him im- 
mediately, and never afterwards took the lead 
notice of him. , ^ Go. your ways, Mr. Gentle- 
" man,** faid the fhrewd Monarch to him; 
" when I permitted you to fit at my table, I 
^ looked upon you as the firft man of your con- 
" dition in life ; now that you are become the 
" laft of your rank, I fhould aft unjuftly to my 
^* Nobility, if I continued to do you the fame 
"-honour.** , 

Louis was told of a magnificent and extenfive 
ho%ital founded atJBaune in Burgundy,, durmg 
his life, by Rolin, a Financier of that duchy, who 
had become very rich by his exad^ons. " It is 
^^' but right,** faid he, " that Rolin, who has 
" made fo many perfons poor during his life, 
** fhould build before his death a houfe to keep 
•« them in.*', . . / 

' Louk erne day reproached a Prelate with the 
luxury of bis manner of living, and told him^ that 

the 
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the Clergy did not live fo fplendidij m die early 
ages. " No, Sire," rq»lied the Prels^e, « not 
^ m the time of the ShefJierd Kings." 

Louis was fecret in what he did : he iaid, ^< If 
" my hat were to know my fecret, I would throw 
^ it into the fire immediately." Tlus made fome 
one fay of him, on feeing the monarch cm horfe- 
back, ** There goes the ftrongeft horfe in all 
** France, for he carries on his back the King and 
" all his Council." 

A favourite maxim with Louis was, •• The 
*' Prince who does not know how to d^mUe, 
" does not know how to reign." 

•" Louis," fays Duclos, " might often lofe the 
*' advantage of this maxim, by repeating it incef* 
** fantly. Diffimulation can never be ufefiil to any 
** one who is fufpefted of it. Louis would have 
^^ gained more by it, if he had lefs affeded the 
*« reputation of Jbeing fkilled in it." 

In confequence of the reputation of Louis in 
this refpeA, John King of Arragon wrote to his 
fon, to advife hirti not to enter into any perfonal 
conference with Louis upon fome fubjedof difpute 
between them. ** Do you know," lays he, 
** that the inftant you negotiate with Louis, you 

« will 
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^^ wUl he worfted? His diffimuJaJion degoierates 
^^ often into a£kmL jfiiHiEliood, from which k is 
^^ ufually fepataled by: a very aiu*i' w limit indoed* 
.^ He is cQntinualiy mtrodiidng icito politics that 
^ Sii^h:/^ which but raiidy fupplies their dig^fedSy 
" a»d which always di^raoes^them/* 

Louis loved and ptotefbed arts and icieiices. 
He founded fome Univerfities in France. Bou- 
thcr, iSmthor of riiie " Annals of Agriculture," 
iays of him, " Calhbat Hteras^ ei fupra quam 
^ R£gibUs tms erat eruditusJ^ 

** Xioftis,'* fey^ Comines, " was better .educated 
" than the J^obility of his kingdom ; for they 
" are only educated to make fools of themfelves 
^^ in dtefe and in language^; theypoflefsiao kind 
^ of learning whatever. Louis, on the contrary, 
^^ had' a great pleafure in afldng and hearing 
** adbotit ^eyery thing. He had words at wHl, and 
** perfe^y g(Jod^natural fenfe :" — ^^ sl quality,*' 
adds Ducios, ^ of more value than all the fci- 
*' ences taken together, and without which they 
** are ufelefs. 

. Hiis Monafch, who was a Prince of -much 
rpbaiantry ia his oqfiaimeri and converiation, was 
idoUzBdiby^hisiubjea^ ofthe middle, rankofiife. 
He ufedtD dioe andifup with them continually ; 
vol-. III. BB^ inquired 
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inquired into the ftate of thtii afl^s and their 
conne^ons ; caufed himfelf to be inroUed into 
many of their clubs and fraternities ; and ufed to 
tell tboife perfons who reproached him with not 
being fuificiently obfervant of his dignity, " ^mnd 
** orgueil chemine devant^ bonte et dommage f invent 
*' tout prh — When priAe goes before, fhame and 
«« difgrace follow very foon after/' 

Louis ufed to tell this anecdote of himfelf with 
great fatisfa£tion : ' ^^ In one of his joumies be 
** went into the kitchen of an inn where he was 
^' not known, and obferving a lad turning the 
<' fpit, aiked him his name, and what he was. 
" The lad with great fimpHcity anfwcred, that 
^ his name was Berruyer, that he was indeed not 
** a very great man, but that ftill he got as much 
" as the King of France did. ' And what then, 
" my lad, does the King of France get ?' faid 
** Louis. ^ His wages,*^ repUed the lad, * which 
^^ he holds from God, and I hold mine from the 
" King." Louis was fo pleafcd with the anfwer, 
that he took the boy with him, and placed him 
about his perfon. 

An Aflrologer having predicted the death of 2 
woman with whom Loiiis was in love, and which 
the Chapter of Accidents had been fo kind as to 
verify, the Prince fent for him, and ftemly alked 

him» 
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him, ** You, Sir, who foretel every^thing, pray 
«^ when fliall you die ?*' The Aftrologer coolly 
replied, " I (hall die. Sire, three days before your 
^* Majefty." This reply fo alarmed the King, 
that he ordered him to be lodged in one of his 
palaces, and particular care to be taken of him. 

Louis occafionally did fome kind and charitable 
aftions. — ^A poor woman complained to him one 
day, that the Priefts would not inter her deceafed 
buiband in holy ground, becaufe he had died in-^ 
folvent. " Good woman," faid he, ^^ I did not 
*« make the law, I affure you. Here is fome 
** money to pay your hufband's debts^ and I will 
*' order the Priefts to bury him as you wifh.** 

A poor Prieft came up to Louis one day as he 
was at his devotions in a church, and told him, 
that he was juft then releafed from prifon, where 
he had been confined for a confiderable debt ; and 
that the bailiffs were about to arreft him again for 
the fame fum, which he could not pay. The King 
immediately ordered the money to be paid for 
him, adding, " You have chofen your time to 
^^ addrefs me very luckily. It is but juft that 
*' I fhould (hew fome compaffion upon the dif- 
^' treiTed, when I was intreating God to have 
** compaffion upon myfelf.** 

B B 2 Louis 
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Louis was very ansioiis iii the latter part of Mi 

reign (in the year 1475) ^^ iflake peace with 

Edward the Fourth, and to diIJ)ofl^s the EngKfli 

of what they held in France ; and, as ufoal, out^ 

witted that Nation, who (as Fhifip de Cotnines 

fays) have a common proverb amongft them, that 

in all or mod of their battles and engagements 

with thePVench, the Englilhhave the better, but 

in their capitulations and treaties of peace, they 

are ever deceived and outwitted by them. Ataiens 

was the town sqjpointed for an interview between 

Louis ahd Edward. Louis fcnt the King of 

England three hundred cart-bads of the bell wine 

which France produced j *' and I think," fays that 

Hiftorian, " that the carts made as magnificent aA 

** appearance as the whole Engli(h army.** Louis 

ordered two tables to be fct on each fide of the 

great ftreet of Amiens, which were covered widi 

diihes of food, adds Comines, " that was fitted x^ 

^^ make the Englilh relifli their wine, rf which 

^ there was great plenty, and of the richeft 1:hat 

" France aflForded j and a great number of the 

^* King's fervants waited upon the Eiiglifli, and 

*' gave them what they wanted to eat and to drfnky 

^ but it was obferved that they never once called 

." for a drop of water. At each of the tables were 

^* placed five or fix jolly companions, pierfons 

** of rank arid condition, to entertain the ftrangers, 

" aiid take a hearty glafs with them. At the gates 

of 
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^* of the town, perfons were ftationed who took 
^' the hqrfes of the EngUih by their bridles, and 
^' led them to the tab.le;;^ where every man lat 
** down in his turn.'' ' 

The barrier for the interview being finiflied, 
the two Kings met at it on the ^gth of Auguft 
1475- ^^ TTie King of France,*' fays Comines, 
** came firft, attended by eight hundred men at 
" arms, and by twelve perfons of the firft quality 
*^ in France^ amongft which were John Duke of 
*^ Bourbon, and the Cardinal of that name, his 
^^ brother* The King ofEngland advanced along 
^' the ^auieway built for the occafion, with a 
*^ noble train, and with the air and prefence of a 
*' Kingf There were with him his brother the 
*' Duke of Clarence, the Earl of Northumberland, 
*' his Chamberlain (called Lord Haftings\ his 
** Chancellor, and other Peers of the realm; 
^' amongft whom there was not above four 
*' perfons dreft in cloth of gold like himfelf. The 
** King of England wore a black velvet cap upon 
•^ his head, with a hxg<^ Jieur de lys made of 
" precious ftones upon it. He was a Prince of a 
*^ npble majeftic prefence, in perfon ftraight and 
^* well made, but a little inclining to be fat. (I 
^' had feen him," adds Comines, " when the Earl 
*' of Warwick drove him out of his kingdom } 
<^ I thought him much handfomer then> and to 
3J3 3 *' the 
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" the beft of my remembrance, my eyes had never 
*' beheld a more beautiful perfon,) When he 
'^ came within a little diftance of the rail of the 
^^ barrier, he puUejl oflF his cap, and bowed him- 
" felf within half a foot of the ground ; and the 
** King of France, who was then leaning over 
*5 the barrier, received him with great reverence 
*' and refpeft. They then embraced each other, 
«' and the King of England-making another low 
« bow, the King of France thus addrefled him : 
" Coufin, you are heartily welcome ; there is no 
*' perfon living that I was fo anxious to fee as 
** yourfejf J and God be th^ked that we meet 
*^ upon fo happy an occafion as the prefent, 
** The King of England returned the compliment 
" in very good French ; and afterwards, the 
*f Chanrellor of England, the Bifhop of Lincoln, 
" began a fpeech with a prophecy, (with which 
" the Englijh are always provided^) that at 
" Pequigny a memorable peace was to be con- 
" eluded between the EngUfh and the French. 

" After the two Kings had fworn to obferve 
" the treaty, Louis (who had always words at 
*^ will, fays Comines) told the King of England 
" in a jocular planner, how glad he fhould be to 
" fee him at Paris ; and that if he would come 
'^ and amufe himfelf there with the ladies, he 
** would affign him the Cardinal de Bourbon for 

" his 
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•' iiis Confeflbr, who he was well aflured would 
^* abfolve him, if he fliould commit any fin in the 
** way of gallantry. The King of England .was 
** much delightied with what Louis faid to him, 
*^ and replied to him in the fame manner, for he 
** knew the Cardinal was a very good companion. 
f ' In the evening, after the interview was over, 
«^ Louis told Comines, that he_wa8L not at all 
** pleafed that the King of England had accepted 
f^ fo readily of the invitation he gave him to come 
*' to Paris. He is, fai^ he, a handfome Prince, 
** and a great admirer of the ladies; and, perhaps, 
*^ fome of our ladies may appear to him fo lively, 
^^ fo gay, and fo charming, th?rt he may defire to 
*^ make us a fecond vifit. His prcdeceffors have 
«^ indeed be^n but tpo often jn Normandy 
*' already ; and I do not much like to have him 
" fo near me. But on the other fide of the 
^^ water, I fhall always be ready to value and 
^' efteem him as my friend and brother, 

** Soon after the interview,*' continues Comines,- 
" I met with a Gentleman of Gafcohy in the fer- 
" vice of the King of England, who was an old 
<^ acquaintance of mine, and who told me, that 
<^ we did but laugh at the K^ng of England. 1 
" afked him, how many battles the King of 
f ^ England had fought ; he told m^ nine, and 
B B 4 «< xhzX 
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*^ that he had been prefent at them all in perfou, 
^^ I afkeid him, how many of them he had loft \ 
^f he &id, only one ; and added, that it was thisj^ 
f * ill which we hud odtwitted him now \ for he 
5' thought that the reproach of the King's retum-r 
" .ing to England after fuch great preparations, 
5* would be" a greater difgrace and ft^*^ to his 
**- al*m6 than all the honours he had acquii^ by 
^^ his former viftories. I acquainted louis,'^ 
adds Cbmbes^ ** with this m?^n's aufwcfj whq 
** faid^ he is a (hrewd Fellow, and we inuft have 
5^ a care of his tongue. -Louis fent the next 
f ^, day for him, entertained him at his table, and, 
5' oh his refufing to quit the fervice of Edwar4 
<* to go with him, made him a prefent of i 
V thoufand crowns, and promifed to do great 
« things for his brothers, who were fettled ir^ 
«* France/* 

When the Englifli Ambafladors were leaving 
Paris, Louis told M. de Breze, that he wilhed to 
make them % prefent of fomething which flioiild 
not coft him pivch. "^^ Sire, (faid Breze,) give 
" them your Muficians ; they are a great ex- 
"*' pence to youj they do very little for their 
^^ money, and you take very little pleafyre in 
•' them\'* ' ' 

• ^ 

Louis 
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Louis ufed to fay, that he met with every thing 
in his kingdom, except one. On being alked by 
^ Counier T^rhat ;t wjs, hp replied *' Truth/* 

He bought men at any price whom he thought 
jcould be of ufe to him ; giving as a reafon, that 
the moft bloodlefs vidory was evcr^ procured ty 
jgold. 

He had frequently this faying in his mouth, 
^' that the greateft princes were often paid witl^ 
f' ingratitude, and that a fubjed is alfo ofte^ 
^* ruined by his Prince, for having too well 
•^ ferved him. This,** added he, " frequently 
f ' happens, through the arrogance of thofe who, 
f ^ after great fervices performed, treat the perfons 
" whom they have ferved with too much iir 
" folence. To be well treateci by a Sovereign^ 
f ' it is in general better to have received great 
** favours from him, than to have done him great 
" fervices. For my part, I always prefer thofe 
f» whom I haye obliged, to thpfe who have 
*' obliged me.** 

The homage which vice is obliged to pfiy to 
virtue was, perhaps, never better exemplified than 
in the inftru^ons which this artful and fanguinaty 
tyrant drew up for the ufe of his fon Charles the 
Eighth. 

« The 
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*' The greateil care of ,a Sovereign,*' fays he, 
** is to free his fubjefts from all oppreffors, and 
^' to take particular care of the widow and of 
** the orphan. 

^* If a Prince wiflies \o lift up his hands pure 
" and fpotlefs to Heaven, he (hbuld be contented 
" with his own domain, and with the old taxes. 
*' He Ihould ever be afraid to raife new impofts, 
** unlefs in cafes of the extremeft neceffity, an4 
^' for the good of the State. 

*' Princes are not, in general, fufpciently fen- 
*^ fible of the value of friendihip, They fliould 
** endeavour to have about them perfpns no lefs 
*< attached to theux l?y pgrfonal r^g^rd than by. 
^« intereft. 

<* War is a fcourge to a Nation. It brings 
" with itfelf dangers and evils, the deftruftion 
♦* of the country, of its inhabitants, and of it^' 
•f wealth, 

^* ]Favour$ and emoluments were never intended 
^' for the idle and the indolent, perfons \yhp are 
" ufelefs, and a burtheii upon the State. 

** A Prince ftiould be very circumfpeft in his 
^ converfation, as well as m his aftions. My 
'5 ^ongue," adds he, " has perhaps done me a^ 
«f nmcli harm as good."

SISTER TO CHARLES THE FIFTH,

The Univerfity of Louyain complaixied to 
this Princefs, that Luther by his writings was 
fubverting Chriftianity^ " Who is this Luther ?" 
faid flie. " A poor illiterate Monk," was the 
reply. " Is he fo?" faid Margaret: *^ then do 
^' you, who are fo very learned, and fo very nu- 
f * merous, write againft this ignorant Monk, and 
^ the World will pay more regard to fo many 
** Scholars than to one Blockhead." 

Margaret's fate iii n^atrimony was very Angular. 
She was affianced to the Dauphin, fon of Louis 
the Eleventh j but, he marrying the Heirefs of the 
Houfe of Bretagne, fhe was demanded in marriage 
for John the Infant of Spain. As fhe was 
failing to that country, to celebrate her nuptials, 
Ihe was very near being fhipwrecked. In the 
midft of the tempefl, however, fhe preferved the 
fortitude of mind to make this Epitaph upon 
herfelf: 

Cy git Margot, ia gente Denmfelle^ 
^eut deux Maris ^ etft tMurut Pucelle, 

Within this tomb the gentle Margaret's laid. 
Who had two Hufbands, and yet died a maid. 

Margaret 
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Margaret took, for her motto, *^ Fortune j inform 
^' fune^ bqrs une i'' which has puzzled many peri* 
fons to explain J and which, moft probably, if 
explained, would not be worth the pains that havq 
been beftpwed upon it. This Princefs wrote both 
Jn vcrfe and in prdfe ; and left behind her thq 
JHiftory of her Life and Adventurist

" Charles,*' fayg Comines, ^^ was a very 

*' pious Prince ; he took care to havp always the 

*' beft preachers at his chapel, and was an 

3 ^^ affiduous; 
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^* affiduotis hearer of them. « He erefted a plaice

H poor were concerned. The laft ^xpteffioft 
** that he was heard to articulate before he died, 
^ xras, that he hoped never to eommit again ^ 
^' mortal fin, nor a venial one, if he could pre-^ 
** vent it. With thefe words in his moudi/^ 
adds Comines, " he fell down, and died foon 
** afterwards. 

*^ Tofpeakimf)artiany/'fajrsthefamehiftoriatt, 
*' I believe that no Pritoce died fo fmcerely la* 
** ime^iied by thofe about him a^ Charles. He 
*^ was very munificenrt: to them, and was befides 
<? one of the fweeteft-tempered and moft affable 
tf Princes that ever reigned : // n'etoit pas pojjihk 
*' de voir un mdlleure creature. Thave reafon ta 
" believe, that iti the whole courfe of his life he 
*' never faid a word to any perfon that could dif- 
*' pleafe him : I really think that I was the only 
" one to whom he had been ever unkind j but 
*^ as that was in his youth, and did not entirely 
*^ proceed from himfelf, I could fiot poffibly 
<' refent it/* 

Charles was educated in a very private manner ; 
none but his domeftics were permitted to come 
near him. The only Latin that Louis the 

Eleventh 
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Eleventh his father permitted him to be taoghf^ 
was the infamous maxim of Tiberius, ^^ ^^ 
^^ nefcitdilfimulareynefcltregnare.^* When Charles 
came to the Crown of France, he attempted t<J 
fupply the defeds of his education ; he applied 
himfelf very much to read hiftory, and even 
endeavoured to become acquainted with the Latin 
language. 

This Prince^ at the head of his armies, poured 
into Italy like a torrent, and fwept every thing 
before him, taking poflbffion of the kingdoms 
of Naples,* of Florence, and of Milan. Pope 
Alexander the Sixth, then reigning, faid upon the 
occafion, that the French came into Italy merely 
with the chalk in their hands to mark out their 
lodgings. In that country they behaved with their 
ufual infolence * and cruelty, and were driven out 
of it in nearly as ihort a time as that in which 
they had taken pofTeifion of it. 

* From this period, the word Monju (Monfieur) became 
a term of the greatcft reproach amongft the people of Italy; 
a reproach not to be ef&ced fix)m the perfon who receives it 
but by the deftruftion of him who gives it.

One of the obfervations of this natural arid 
entertaining old hiftorian does no lefs credit to his 
heart than to his underftanding. " In all the 
« princes/' fays he, " that I have ever ferved, 
*' and have ever known, there was always a 
•* mixture of good and of bad, which I plainly 
*' difcerned, and indeed without wonder, for they 
^*' are men like to ourfelves, and perfeftion be- 
" longs only to God himfelf. That Prince, 
" however, whofe virtues exceed his vices, is 
*^ certainly worthy of extraordinary commend- 
*? ation and applaufe ; for perfons of their rank 
** and dignity are more obftinate and inclinable 
*^ to violence in their aftions than other men, on 
'* account of the education which they receive in 
" their youth, that is always lefs ftrift, and with 
" lefs of difcipline, than that of others ; and 
** when they are grown up, the greater part 
^« of thofe that are about them, make it their 
** bufmefs and their ftudy to conform to their 
<* humours." 

Comines, fpeaking of taxes, fays, " Is there 
«' any Prince upon earth who has power to raife 
*' money, except from his own domains, without 
" the confent of the fubjedt who is to pay it, 

<f unlefs 
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<' tinlcfs by means of tyfanhy and violence ? It is 
•' objefted, that occafionally there are times in 
<« iffhich the Affembiy of the Council of thd 
*' Nation would not be attended, and that their 
*^ debates would take up too much time. The 
<' prq)aration and the beginnings of a ^^r are 
*• neyer fo precipitate, but there is time for proper 
<' confideration upoii it ; and when it is begun 
<* with the confent of the fubjeft, the Prince is 
<< always more flrong an4 SQore forimdi^ than 
<' his ^nerny. Money, I am feoi&bk, is at aU 
^^ times oeceiTary tp ff^cure the ftonders of a 
<< IdngdonX) as well in time of p^ce as of war ; 
^' but this is to be ^ifmc with ^lojdoratim^ and 
" depends upon the wifdom of the Prince ; for 
^ if he be a good man, he k^pws what Gad is^ 
*' and what the world is ; whut he ought to. do^ 
^ aotd what heou^t to avoid. . In my oputfon^ 
** <jf all the countries with which I was ever 
*«^ acquaiait^d, the Government is no where fo 
<' well manag^ as in England ^ the people air/e no 
^^ where lefs e^pdad to vioknce.and opprcjOicm, 
^ noc rare 4;beir jiipu&s lefs lii^e any. wbereeUb 
** to the defolations of war, which, in that 
*' country fall only upon the authors of it."

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** them. They have their goternors, (their

" no farther trouble.*' 

This excellent and honeft hiftorian thus de- 
fcribes the Englifh of his time, thofe of the middle 
of the Fifteenth Century : 

" Of all the Nations in Europe, the Englift 
*^ are the fooneft brought to an engagement ; and 
" although there is no Nation more raw and un- 
" difciplined at their firft coming upon the Con- 
" tinent of Europe than the Englifli Nation, yet 
" a little time makes them brave foldiers, good 
*' officers, and wife counfellors. The King of 
" England," adds Comines, " and his Nobility 
** were not very well ikilled in the cunning and 
** fubtlety of the kingdom of France j for they 
** went bluntly and without difguife about their 
" affairs, and were not over-fharp in difcovering 
** the intrigues and artifices on the other fide of 
" the water. The Englilh who have never been 
** out of their own country arc naturally paffion- 
'^ ate, as moft of the inhabitants of cold countries 
^< are. England (concludes Comines) has this 
<^ peculiar felicity, that Mither thi^ country, not 
'' the people, nor the houles, are wafted, de^^

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<* ftroyed, aod (JeipoliOied i but the calamities and 
*« misfortune! pf the war. ^11 only upon the 
« foldicrs, ai»d particularly upon the Nobility^ of 
" whom they ^c more than ordinarily jealaus i 
*' for nothing is perfcft in this world." 

The Emperor Charles the Fifth was fo plealpl 
with Comines' Hiftory, that he ufed to take it 
with him whenever he travelled, and feemed to 
feel the force of another . obfervation of this 
hiftorian : " God/' fays he, " cannot fend a 
" greater plague upon a country, than to give it 
^* an ignorant and an unlearned Prince i for,*' 
adds he, "a man learns more in one book in three 
** months, than twelve men can learn living one 
" after the other,"

. When taken, he would not tronfeht tb- bfe 
carried before the Duke of Bourbon his fubje^:, 
who was m arms againil him, but ftififted upoh 
being carried lo Lanno.i the Spanift €reMrirf. 
When he delivered his fwotd to hith, he faid, 
" Sir, I deliver to you the fword erf * Mdttarch

— " No, Sir, I fee my brother, and my true 
" friend."— "No, Sir," repUed Francis, « you 
•' fee your Have/*—" No, Sir, I fay again, ray 
" true friend and my good brother."---Tke 
Emperor then defir^ him to take care of his 
health, and that his afiairs would go on well. 
From this time the captive Monarch recovered, 
and more particularly when his filler, theDudiefs 
of Alen9on, came to vHit him. Charles bemg in 
no hurry to liberate Francis, the Duchefs d*Alen- 
5on contrived a plot for his efcape : Francis was 
to change clothes with a Negro, who carried 
coals and wood to his chamber, and to black his 
hce with coal-duft, and pafs for him. This plot 
was difcovered to the Emperor by one of Francis's 
attendants ; who, though he aflfefted not to 
believe that a King of France would make 'ilfo ^f 
fuch'bafe and unworthy -means t6 procure: his- 

liberty, took the prdper precautions to ptevent it.

On his return from hk captivity in Spain, he 
faw a Lady of the name of D'Hdlly *, who was 
Maid of Honour to his Mother, Louifa of Savoy* 
He conceived a violent paflton for her at firft 
fight ; and, being obliged to leave her to go to 
Paris, left the folbwing Lines upon her toilet :

He was. very generous to the poor Nobility of 
his country \ obferving, that there was nothing 
in the wprld ib;wr€^t<:hii4 /as 9 rich II^n.))e- 
wme poor. 

Having impofed a coniiderable txs, upon his 
fnbjeds^ Francis was told that the people mur* 
mured and fpoke difrefpedfuUy againft the Go- 
vernment, and even againft the Sowetgn; and 
being advifed by one of his Courtiert to look 

upon 
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^poti thisMalbiottsbtifin^y and one tiridch re- 
quired the pord&me&t of treafim, he hughingly 
repBed^ <^ Let them talk on« It is but juft that 
^^ for their money the people Ihould be permitted 
^ a few hT)erties of fytcch.'* 

Francis^ ufual method of affeveration was, 
^ Firi de Genfilhmmer He had once afferted 
fomethbg to one of his Courtier* •* Foi de Roi/'* 
which the latter did not appear to believe. Frandy, 
perceiving this, fiiid, « Foi dc Gentilhommi^* and 
the Courtier was fatisfied. 

H6 thought die charader of a Gendeman, 
comprehended in it every excellent quality which 
a Sovereign ihould poflfeis. His regard for letters 
and learned men was fo greats that whenever 
any per&n of leammg or genius was prefented 
to him^ he always adv^mced three ileps to mse^ 
Mm. He had fuch ardour idt the fine arts, that 
he permitted Leonardo da Vinci to die in his arms; 
and when that lingular character and great artift 
Benvenuto Cellini told him one day how happy 
he was to have found fo great a Monarch for his 
patron, he replied, ** thaf he was no lefs happy 
^ in having fuch a great artift as Cetti^i t^ 

patronize.'*

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. This generous Monarch bemg inftigated by 
fome of his Courtiers to avenge himfelf . upon 
Charles the Fifth, replied, " By no means; 
^' I fliould then lofe an opportunity of being 
** fuperior to Charles in virtue, to whom I have 
*' been obliged to yield in the events of fortune." 

Francis being wounded in the face at a tou^ia* 
mcnt was preffed to endeavour to find out the 
offender ; . when he replied, ** As I have been 
** guilty of fo great a folly, it is but juft that I 
« Ihould pay for it." , 

The device of Francis was a Salamander; a 
device well adapted to his continual adivity and 
his perils. Caftellan, in his funeral fermon on 
the death of his patron J'rancis, modeftly ex- 
preffed his belief that this great Prince was in 
Paradife. Tbh gave great offence to the Sorbonne, 
who complained of it to the Court of France^ 
Their remonftrance was coldly received, and 
Mendoze, who had been fteward to Francis, told 
them^ " that he knew the difpofition of his old 
" Mafter better than they ; that he never could 
*^ bear to remain long in one place ; and that if 
« he bad been in purgatory, he flopped there 
" merely to take a little refrefhment, and after- 
*' wards went on." 

Fraads 
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Francis appears on his death-bed to have 
thought very highly of the loplty of his fubjefts, 
for he then told his fon ' Henry the Second, 
** The French are the beft creatures in the 
*^ world, and you fhould always treat them with 
** the greateft kindnefs, becaufe they never re- 
** fiife their Sovereigns any thing that they 
" defire/'

SISTER TO FRANCIS THE FIRST, 

rode poft from Paris to Madrid to fee her 
brother, then a prifoner there. He ufed always 
to call her, ^^foname^^ ^^ fa migmnnef^ and 
faid, that to her vifit he was indebted for his 
life. Out of gratitude, he gave her in marriage 
to Henry d' Albret, King of Navarre, with a con- 
fiderable portion. She wrote a little book in 
favour of the Proteftant religion called ** he 
" Miroir de VAme Pecherejfe.^* It was con- 
demned by the Sorbonne, and (he afterwards 
became a Catholic. 

Margaret, as a writer, is better known by a 
coUedlion of novels, called, *^ Heptameron ; ou^ 
** Les Nouvelles de la Reine de Navarre^* in

variety and extent of imagination difpiayed in it, 
but is reprehenfible for the freedom with which

. Margaret, iike her brother, had the learned 
jnen and the wits of the time at her court. ' Haey 
gave her the name of " the Tenth Mufe,** and 
ufed to addrefs their verfes to her under that- title- 
Marot, the celebrated French poet of his time, 
was, like moft other poets, prodigal and profufe, 
and was much haraifed by his creditors. She 
wrote to him thefe very elegant lines ;

No one ever underftood better the art <^ 
managmg his foldiers than this great Gtneral^ 

who 
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who had the misfortune to carry his vlftorious 
arms againft his Sovereign and his country. In 
tunes of diftrefs and of want he fuffered his foI« 
diers to take liberties with him in fongs and in 
' burlefque fpeeches^ well knowing that difcontent 
fo* vented never ends- in any ferious mifchief. 
Previous to the fack of Rome,, his. fqldiers, who 
wanted their pay, ufed to fing before him two 
Spaniflx lines, of which the fenfe is. 

We are as good gentlemen as you. 
And lull as rich, without a fous*. 

Cellini pretends that he killed the Conflable at 
the fiege of Rome. Be that as it may, his death 
was a long while* concealed from his foldier? by 
the artifice of one of his Efquires, Louis Com- 
bald; who, on feeuig his mafter M, imme- 
diately covered his body with 4 cloak, when the 
troops ruihed on with their ufual impetuofity and 
fuccefs, and completely devaftated the city. 

Amelot de la Houflaie mentions fome Latin 
lines made on the occafion^ in which Rome thus 
addrefles a traveller, who comes to vifit that city 
foon after the defolation occafioned by the Impe- 
rial army in 1572 :

' The condncnce and gencrofity of the Chevalier 
Jims feur etfam rtfroche have been immortalized 
in ^ The Speftator;'* and what hiftory of his 
lime has not celebrated his courage? 

Being alked one day, what was the beft legacy 
which a Father could leave to his children, he re- 
pKed, " La vertu H lafagejfe^ qui ne craignent ni 
•* pluiey ni venty ni tempe/le^ td farce d^homme--^ 
*\ Valour and virtue, which fear neither rain, nor 
" ftorm, nor tempeft, nor the ftrength of man. 
^ Valour and virtue d toute efrmve,'* 

Francis the Firfl was defirous to be created a 
Knight fay Bayard, the evening before the battle 
of Marignan. Bayard made his excufes, as not 
being worthy of that honoun Francis infilled^ 
and Bayard having given him the accolade with 
his fword, exclaimed, ^^ Sire, I hope the ceremony 
^ performed by mie will prevail as much as if it 
** had been performed by Roland/* Then apot 
trophizing his fword before he returned it into 
the Icabbard, he faid, ^* From this time, my good 
** fword, you will be regarded as precioufly as if 
** you were a relic/' 

In 
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In the war carried on by Julius the Second 
againft the Duke of Ferrara and the French, the 
Duke agreed with Grendo, an Italian, to poifon 
Julius. Bayard, hearing of this, remonftrated in 
iJic ftrongeft terms with the Duke againft thif 
atrocious adion. , The Duke endeavoured to 
cxcufe it, by faying, that Julius had once hired 
fome one to aflaffinate him. ** Alas ! my Lord,*' 
replied Bayard, *^ let us never do that which we 
•* condemn as a crime in others. Give me up 
** that fcoundrel Grendo, and I will either hang 
** him immediately or fend him to the Pope ia 
<« irons/' 

It being once propofed to him to enter into the 
fervice of the King of England, he anfwered, 
*^ I have already two mafters-r-God and my 
^ Prince j I will never ferve any other.'^ 

At the fiege of Mezieres, which town he de- 
fended, the Comte de Naflau fummoned him to 
furrender it. "Nay," replied he, " if I muft 
*' march out of the place, it fhall be over a bridge 
** of the dead bodies of the enemy/* 

At the defeat of Romagnano, when Boni vet, 
wounded and not able to ferve any longer, gave 
him up the command of thearfny, he faid, " It 

" is 
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V is rather late,, perhaps; but a man fliould 
*^ ferve his country at the rilk of lofing that lifip 
*' which he owes to it." Bayard, as ufual, per- 
formed prodigies of valour, but was wounded by 
a Ihot from a muiket, which broke fome of the 
vertebra of his back. He then caufed himfelf 
to be helped oflf his horfe, and to be placed at 
the foot of a tree ; ^' that at leaft," faid he, 
*^ my face be looking toward the enemy.'* 
The celebrated Conftable of Bourbon coming 
up to him, faid, " Alas, M. Bayard, how 
** Ihocked and confounded I qxn to fee you in 
*' this fituation ! I have always loved and ho- 
** noured you for the great valour and virtue 
** which you have always pofleffed." Bayard, 
making an effort to recover fome ftrength, 
leaned forward toward the conftable, and faid, 
in a firm tone of voice, ^' For God's fake, my 
*' Lord, do not have any pity for me, but 
** rather keep.it for yourfelf, who are fighting 
" againft your allegiance and your Sovereign, 
^* while I am dying for my Sovereign aiwi my 
" allegiancet" 

It was faid of Bayard by the military men of 
his time, that he aifaulted like a greyhound, 
defended himfelf like a lion, and retreated like a 
wolf, who always retires from his purfuers with

Francis paid as Kttle regard to this- fpeech of 
Doria as to his former reprefentations by letter, 
and ordered him to be feized in the port of Ge- 
noa, and brought prifoner to France, Doria, 
however, informed of the King of France's inten- 
tion, efcaped with his veffeh,, and returned foon 
afterwards to Genoa, which he found oppreffed 
by two great calamities, diflenfions and the 
plague* He immediately ordered the g;reat town 
bell to be rung, as in times of alarm, and aflem- 
bling the people, thus addreffed them : 

• ^ " MY DEAR FELLOW-CITIZENS, 

'* My warmeft wifties would be gratified, did 

•/^ I but fee you in harmony together. You wouM 

'•' then have no realbn to fear a foreign yoke; 

">the ioye.of your country would aflford no 

^f iroom for ambition ; none of you would afpir e. 

4.f^. itj'thieifupreme, power; we.fliould no longer 

. " behold in .Genoa that difunion of its citizens, 

'* which makes the weaknefs of a ftate and the 

" ftrength 'of its. enemies. We fliould no longer 

.- " fee one part of the citizens defpife the other, 

'^' and 'provoke its juft indignation. . The Nobi- 

- *' Jity pretend that all the. honours of the Repub- 
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^* lie are to be confined to them only, to the ex- 
^^ clufion of all the other citizens. But on what 
** is this pretenfion founded ? Are they the only 
*^ force erf the State ? Has Nature given exclu* 
*^ fiveiy to them judgment, prudence, and cou- 
" rage? What! are honours and dignities 
^' degraded when they are given to merit ? No^ 
*' my fellow-citizens, they belong to merit only* 
** To follow other maxims is to extinguiih all 
f * emulation : it is to take from merit its hopes 
** of reward : it is to annihilate the love of glory 
** itfelf. Let us then^ my dear citizens, leave 
** open to every one the path which leads to ho* 
** nours : the defire to obtain them will excite an 
** emulation in every order of our State ; and ^ 
** we fhall fee the Genoefe fill the univerfe with 
** the glory of their name, as they were ufed to 
" do in the times of their anceftors." 

Doria foon put an end to the divifions of his 
fellow-citizens, and drove away the foreign enemy 
whichmenacedtheirdeftruftion. Forthefefervices, 
the people, by conclamation, declared him perpe- 
tual Doge of the Republic. This diftinftion 
he however refufed, telling them it was more 
honourable for him to be thought worthy of fuch 
a diftindion by his fellow-citizens, than adually 
to pofiefs it ; that he requefted to be permitted to 
be fubfervient to the laws of his country, like any 
$ E 2, Other 
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Other fubjeft of it ; and that in reality he was 
capable of being more ufeful to the Republic 
by procuring it the proteftion of powerful So- 
vereigns from his fervices to them, than by merely 
being their Chief Magiflrate. The Senate, afto- 
nifhed at his noble modefty, and at his attachment 
to the Republic, paffed a decree which declared him 
<* the Father and the Deliverer of his Country j" 
erefted a ftatue to him in the midft of the Jgreat 
fquare of» Genoa ; built for him a palace in the 
fame place, which was afterwards to be called after 
his name ; ordained that himfelf and his poft^rity 
fhould be exempted from imports of all kinds j 
and that thefe decrees fhould he engraven on a 
plate of brafs, appended to the walls of his palace, 
as a memorial of the fervices he had done to his 
Country, and of the gratitude of that Country 
towards him. 

Doria, difgufted with Francis the Firft, entered 
into the fervice of Charles the Fifth, who, in imi- 
tation of Xerxes^ when Themiftocles came over to 
his army from that of the Athenians, might fay, 
" But I have Doria, the greateft naval Com- 
" mander and the moft difmterefted man of his 
*' age/* Charles, to attach Doria more ftrongly 
to his inter efts, made him a Knight of the Golden 
Jleece, and gave him the Principality of Melphi. 
The latter l)oria refufed on account df his age, 

as 
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as well as of his having no children to fucceed 
him ; adding, (differently from moft perfons who 
have been able -to render fervices to Sovereigns,) 
*^ that the recompence far exceeded his merit." 
The Emperor infilling on his acceptance of the 
Principality, he replied, *^ Then, Sire, I -will ac- 
*,* cept of it, to prove to your Majefty that I am 
^^ refolved to facrifice the reniainder of my life to 
** your commands." 

The Republic of Genoa remaining very open 
to attacks of all kinds^ and more particularly to 
confpiracies, the Senate propofed to Doria to 
build a fortrefs in the middle of the city, in order 
to infure its tranquillity, and to proteO: his own 
life, which was often in danger. He oppofed this 
very violently, and replied, " That Genoa coul4 
•*' never preferve its liberty by mere ramparts and 
*' by a garrifon ; that it muft owe that ineftimable 
" bleffing to the difintereftednefs of the Nobles, 
** and the obedience of the People. God forbid," 
exclaimed he, " that to infure the fafety of the 
** remainder of my life, my country fhould be 
*' rendered obnoxious to flavery ! This fortrefs, 
^* which fome of yOu wifli to build, will only con- 
" tribute, one day or other^ to.rediice the Repul> 
** lie to a ftate of fervitude," 
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M. DE VIELLEVILLE, 

Francis the Firft having appointed this 
French Nobleman Captain of a Regiment of 
which he had been Lieutenant, fent for him to 
announce his promotion to him. Vielleville 
humbly thanked his Majefty for the honour he 
had conferred upon him, but begged to decline 
it, as he faid he had " done nothing as yet 
^^ worthy of it." His Sovereign replied, " Why, 
** Sir, I am very much miftaken then ; for I 
^* thought if you had been five hundred miles 
^* oflF, that you would have gallopped night and 
'• day to alk this rank of me ; and now I oflFer it 
*^ to you myfelf, you refufe it. I cannot tell, 
'f* I am fure, on what other occalion y6u can 
** expeft that I fliould give it to you.*' — " Sire,** 
replied Vielleville, " on the day of battle, when I 
** fliall have done fomething to deferve it ; but 
** if I accept of the honour your Majefty intends 
^* for me at this inftant, all my companions 
** will ridicule me for accepting it, and fup- 
" pofe that it was given me in confideration of 
** my being the near relation of the Officer 
^' who laft held it. I affure your Majefty, I had 
^* rather die than obtain rank through any other 
^' medium than that of fervice/*

LEONARDO DA VINCI; 

This extraordinary Artift, in con}u.U(9:ion with 
Michael Angelo, was employed to paint the great 
hall of the Senate of Florence, and they made 
thofe Cartoons ..for their defigns, which are ftill 
the admiration .of mankind* Fxom being com- 
petitors they^i)^came rivals. . Leonardo foon de- 
iifted from the work, and went to the Court of 
Francis- the Firft, King of France ; by whom he 
was treated with the greateft refpeft, and in whofe 
arms he died. -^The Monarch coming one day to 
fee him wh^n he was 4II a-bed. Da Vinci rofe up 
to receive him^ b^it h^^d not ftrength* to fupport the 
effort he made. — - . . . 

Da Vinci had, perhaps, one of the greatetl 
minds that the art of pamting ever'poffefled: he 
was a Mathematician, an Engineer, a Poet, and a 
Philofopher. He wrote on his art with the fame 
fpirit and talent with which he exercifed it ;. he 
compofed a treatife on painting; which is much 
efteemed ; and publifhed a volume of Caricatures. 

Lomazzo has preferved an excellent moral

*> tiate in experiment ; now on the wing after

*' deformity j now looking full in the face of 
** terror, then decking it with fliards*, and fhells, 
« and malks: equally attrafted. by charafter 
** and caricature, by ftyle and common nature, 
" he has drawn rudiments of all, but, like ^ 
" ftream loft in ramification, vanifhed without 
" a trace. 

* Shells of beetles^ Thi8 requires foftic explanation. 
Leonardo was employed to paint a head of Medufa. A 
beautiful woman fat to him for the face. The adjun6^$ 
of horror he fought for in the fields, bringing home for 
them occafionally in his walks, nettles, thorns, beetles, 
fpiders, toads, adders, 5cc. 

'' Want 
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" Want of perfeverance alone could make him 
*' abandon his Cartoon of the celebrated group 
*' of horfemen deftined for the great CounciU 
** Chamber at Florence, without pamting the 
*' pifture. . For to him, who could organize 
*' the limbs of that compofition, Michael Angelo 
** ' himfelf could be no objeft of fear. And that 
" he was able to organize it, we may be certain 
♦* from the iketch.that remains .of it, however 
*^ pitiful, in the * Etruria Fittrice^ lately 
" publiflied, but ftill more from the admirable 
"print of Edelinck, after at drawing of Rubens, 
^ whp was his great admirer, and hasfaid much 
*' to imprefs us with the beauties of his Lafl 
" Supper at Milan, which he abandoned likewife 
" without finifliing the head of Chrift, exhaufted 
*' by a wild chace after models for the heads and 
«* hands of the Apoftles. Had he been able to 
^* conceive 'the center, the radii muft have 
^* followed of courfe. Whether he confidered 
'^^ that magic of light and (hade, which he 
** poffeffed in an uhparalleled degree in his fmaller 
*' piftures, as an inferior principle in a work of 
*^ fuch dignity, or was unable to diffufe it over 
♦' numerous groups, cannot now be determined ; 
*^ but he left his frefco flat, and without that 
** folemnity of twilight, which is more than an 
" equivalent for thofe contrails of Chiarofcuro 
** that Giorgione is faid to have learnt from him. 

" The 
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** The legend which makes Leonardo go to 
*' Rome with Juliano di Medici at the elediou 
*' of Leo X, to accept employment in the Vati* 
^' can, whether fufEciently authentic or not, fnr- 
** nifties a charafteriftic trait of the man. The 
^^ Pope paiSng through the room allotted for the 
^' piftures, and inftead of defigns and cartoons 
*' finding nothing but an apparatus of difUUery 
^' of oils and vamilhes, exclaimed. Ah m*!, 
^' he means to do nothing; for he thinks of the 
*^ end before he has mside a beginning. From a 
^' Sonnet of Leonardo, prdferved by Lomazzo, 
^' he appears to have been fenfible of the incon- 
*^ ftancy of his own temper, and fulj of wiflies at 
J'* leaft to corred it. 

*' Much has been faid of the honour he received

HENRT THE SECOND. 

C^ 547— 1 559-] 

This Prince^ though of a very eafy and ac- 
commodating difpofition, knew when it was 
proper to give a •refufal. His favourite fifter, 
married to the Duke of Savoy, was very eameft 
with him to render 'to her hutband the ftrong 
fortreffes of Pignerol, Tarillon, and Peroufe, 
ivhich may be looked upon as the keys of France 
toward Italy. He told the Ambaffadors from 
Savoy, who intimated his fifter's defire to him, 
*' I am extremely fond of my fifter, but I would 
** much fooner give her my two eyes out of my 
«* head than thefe three fortreffes/' 

Henry was killed at a tournament ; and when 
Catherine of Medicis fent to his miftrefs, Diana 
de Poitiers, for the crown jewels,^ with which he 
had prefented her, fhe returned them, and told 
the meffenger, " Alas ! I have now no mafter ; 
** and I wifli my enemies to know, that though 
*' the Prince is dead, I am not afraid of them ; 
*^ and if I have the misfortune to furvive my 
** Sovereign any time, my heart will be too much 
r* « affeded 
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** affefted with grief at lofing him, to feel in 
** the leaft degree the uneafinefs and the m- 
" dignities which they will endeavour to put 
** upon me.'* 



AMYOT, 

BISHOP OF AUXERRE, AND GREAT ALMONER 
OF FRANCE. 

As Henry the Second was making a progrefs 
thrgugh his kingdom, he flopped at a fmalt 
inn in Berri to fup. After fupper, a young 
man fent in to his Majefty a copy of Greek 
verfes. The King, being no fcholar, gave them 
to his ChanQ.elIor to read, who was fo pleafed with 
them, that he defired him to order the boy who 
wrote them to come in. On inquiry, he found 
, him to be Amyot, the fon of a mercer, and 
tutor to a gentleman's fon, in the town* The 
Chancellor recommended to his Majefty to take 
the lad to Paris, and to make him tutor to 
his children. Charles the Ninth, to whom Amyot 
had been preceptor, having read that Charles the 
Fifth had made his tutor Adrian a Pope, faid 
that he would do as much for his tutor ; and the 
poft of Great Almoner of France being vacant, 

he 
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he gave him that honourable piece of ecclefiaft^ 
cal preferment. Catherine de Medicis, Charles's 
mother, having intended it for fome one elfe, fent 
for Amyot, and faid to him with great indigna- 
.tion, '* y* at fait bouquer les Guifes iff les ChdJiiU 
•* lonsy les Connetables Iff les Chanceliers^ les Rois 
*' de Navarre &f les Princes de Cohde^ iff ilfatii 
•* qu'un petit Prejiolet me fqffe la hi ?" Poof 
Amyot, fearful of her indignation, was defirous 
to refign the Almonerfhip ; but his generous pupil 
would not permit it, and gave him, fome time 
afterwards, the Bifliopric of Auxerre, as well as 
a rich abbey ; with all which Amyot appeared to 
be fo little contented, that he afked for another 
rich abbey to append to them. Charles was 
much furprifed, and reminded Amyot, that he 
had afways aflured him that he had bounded his 
defires to a few* hundred pounds a-year. ^' True, 
" Sire,*' replied the Prelate, " mats Vappetit 
** vient en niangeantJ** Henry the Third, who 
had alfo been his pupil, gave him the Order of 
the Holy Ghoft. 

Amyot died m 1593, at the age of feventy* 
iiine. Not long before his death, he was much 
preffed to write the hiftory of his country. ** I 
*' love my Sovereigns too well,'* faid he, *' tp 
^^ write their lives/' 

Amyot^s 
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Amyot's tranflation of Plutarch will enfure 
him immortality : it is the beft tranflation ever 
made of that entertaining and inftrudive writer.
